It not only pre- 
vents the Opposition from working 
against it by whatever rigor or even 
cruelty is necessary, but also at- 
tempts in a positive sense, by og oo 
ganda and education, to make 
nation what it wishes. 

“On the other hand, all others are 
allowed fairly complete freedom to 
criticize and express opinions of 
whatever nature as long as they are 
within Communist lines and not 
against the Communist Government. 
As a result, there is more life. and 
more creative energy in’ Russia than 
in any other country governed by a 
dictatorship. 


Opposition Is Kept in Fear. 


‘There is a great sense of fear on 
the part of the Opposition, but, none 
at all in any one else. Nine-tenths 
of the peasants not only do but are 


permitted to criticize the Govern- 
ment and all immediate issues, such 
as high prices and taxes, the short- 
age of goods, the low. returns: on 
goods sold and red tape. These criti- 
cismis are welcomed and studied, as 
the Government apparently recog- 
nizes the importance of local initia- 
tive and energy if Communism is to 
succeed. 

“About the same thing might .be 
said of terrorism. I was in Moscow 
about the time of the shooting. .of 
Voikof and made the estimate that 
approximately 5,000 persons were ar- 
rested in all Russia; some were im- 
prisoned, some were exiled and some 
were shot. These were all members 
of the Opposition before mentioned 
and there is no question that for 
them terror exists now.as it has in 
‘the ten years. 

" t is because the Bolsheviki, in 
a state of fear, believe the whole 
world = poe them. The Bolsheviki 
are fairly cynical about that...I once 
spoke reg a Bolshevist official in re- 

ard to their cruel attitude toward 

@ sons and daughters of members 
of the old régime, many of whom, in 
spite of the fact that they are mak- 
ing an effort to adjust themselves to 
the new conditions, are treated badly.

LISBON, Portugal, Oct. 22.-Mam 
@hal Gomes da Costa, last Constitu- 
tional holder of the Presidency ofthe 
Portuguese Republic, has been in- 
vited to.return from exile by. the 
military directorate which is at pres- 
ent ruling the country, and may ar- 
rive in Lisbon during the next twen- 
ty-four hours. His return, it is of- 
ficially stated, is due to reasons of 
health. 

Marshal Da Costa has been in exile 
fm the Azores ever since the Summer 
of 1926, when, after a series of quick 
governmental changes, he had to 
leave office and the Government was 
taken over by General Carmona and 
a Cabinet almost entirely composed 
of military men. Now he is coming 
back on the invitation of the men 
who turned him out of office within 
a few weeks of the time he was in- 
atalled as President of the Republic. 

This return of the former President 
may mark the consolidation of a bet- 
ter era in Portuguese affairs. 

For eighteen months, General Car- 
mona’s Government has maintained 
authority and administered the coun- 

in a manner which has won great 
raise from the American and other 
oreign communities here. It has, 
despite many difficulties and in an 
ingenious manner, stabilized the Por- 
tuguese money, in fact, if not legally, 
at a somewhat higher rate than the 
French franc; and it has kept order 
and maintained authority, despite the 
desperate revolt of last February, 
when its opponents armed some 6, 
of the riff-raff of Lisbon and. at- 
tempted a revolution. 


Situation Is Viewed Optimistically. 


A something of a turning point has 
mow been reached. If the present 
gatisfactory situation is to be main- 
tained, the country must havea for- 
eign loan, and negotiations to secure 
such a loan have been in progress 


for some time: They~are now be- 
lieved to be almost at the point of 
completion. 

At least, there is here an optimistic 
feeling about the situation. Most of 
the main difficulties have been over 
come; and how many they have been 
only those who appreciate the intri- 
cacy of Portuguese politics can un- 
derstand. One, who has attracted at- 
tention abroad, may be removed by 
the return of Da Costa. 

When he was exiled the Marshal 
did not transfer his wers as 
President in due form General 
Carmona, his de facto successor. 
Legally he is still President, at least 
in the eyes of plotting opponents. of 
the present Government. 

In an effort to defeat the Govern- 
ment’s efforts to secure the loan of 
£10,000,000 which is desired, political 
party leaders in exile in Paris and 
elsewhere have been proclaiming 
that when they return to power they 
will not acknowledge a debt con- 
tracted by a Government: which they 
declare: to be illegal. 

At least it will help considerably 
fn the negotiations if it is known 
that the de facto and the de jure 
heads of Government are in accord 
poet the signature of Portugal’s 

n 


Another great difficulty in the ne- 

tiations has been the desire, at 
ease on the part of one group of 
foreign financiers approached, to 
have an outside adviser for the Ad- 
ministration of the loan appointed as 
@ safeguard. Such a condition is en- 
tirely unacceptable to the Portugese 
Government. 


Jealous of Independence. 


In a country such as this, where 
@ sense of national independence is 
highly cherished, it would be impos- 
sible for any Government to appear 
to forfeit one iota of that indepen- 
dence to foreign bankers.

Nothing in the outside news di- 
verted attention yesterday from the 
stock market’s own action; “There 
was in fact little in the week-end 
incidents to attract attention. An- 
other deficit in Associated Bank re- 
serves had been foreshadowed by the 
experience in this week ‘of most other 
recent years. 

The past week has been an unde- 
niably interesting period. While the 
stock market’s downward movement 
gained great momentum, ease in the 
money market was emphasized. The 
grain market reflected ‘the influence 
of extraordinarily favorable Autumn 
weather on the maturing crops; the 
cotton market plainly indicated, by 
a decline to midsummer prices, skep- 
ticism over the CGovernment’s low 
estimates. Practically all of the re- 
ports from trade have deepened the 
contrast between present conditiqns 
in production, distribution and con- 
sumption and the conditions of a 
year ago. That sterling exchange, 
after a fractional reaction, ' should 
have resumed the advance and 
passed all previous high prices of 
1927 (or of any other year since 
1914) excited less comment. But its 
action threw very remarkable light 
on the position both of London and 
of New York. 

There is enough of seeming con- 
flict in these various incidents of the 
week to perplex the reflective mind. 
Easy money may on occasion be eéf- 
fect as well as cause, and Wall Street 
has not yet got out of the habit of 
regarding decline in agricultural 
prices as a worse calamity than crop 
failure. But the evidence of the 
country’s economic strength is pos- 
sibly more impressive than it ever 
was, and it is to most minds an easy 
inference that, if we are now pass- 
ing through a period of trade re- 
action, the prospect of reasonably 
early recuperation ought to be rec- 
ognized. The stock market. has not 
indicated any such happy change; 
but then the stock market, which 
wholly failed to foreshadow the ap- 
proach of waning trade activity, has 
this year been a problem quite by 
itself. Wall Street does not talk 
nowadays, as it used to do, of the 
Stock Exchange ‘‘getting in line with 
the trade situation.’’ Its _ oracles 
gravely describe advances or declines 
in the language of mechanical engi- 
neering, as ‘‘technical readjustment 
of the market’s internal position.’’

Last. week’s decline in the stock 
market, as measured by THz New 
York Times ‘averages covering fifty 
representative issues, was probably 
the widest in recent years.

Statements From Washington. 

Tuesday’s statement by President 
Coolidge on the condition of trade ‘il- 
lustrated both Wall Street’s keen in- 
terest in such official utterances and 
its variable’ action in response to 
them.

LAUDS AID OF OUR EXPERTS

Adviser to State Department Says 
It Is Not Seeking em 
Sphere of Influence. 


Charges that the Department of 
State has promised American bank- 
ers to collect: loans; from, Latin-Amer- 
ican “countries by forte in case of 
necessity are denied * by Dr. Arthur 
N. Young, economic adviser of the 
Department of State, in a signed ar- 
ticle in the November issue. of Inge- 
nieria Internacional (International 
Engineering), a.magazine published 
here in the Spanish language. Dr. 
Young described and defended the 
policy of the United States Govern- 
ment regarding foreign loans, and 
asserted that many financially weak 
Governments had been put on a firm 
basis. by loans from American bank- 
ers. 

statement has often been 
falsely made,’’ he says, ‘‘that Amer- 
ican bankers are assured by the De- 
vartment of State that loans going 
into-default will if necessary be co 
lected by force of arms. Nothing is 
further from the truth. No such 
promise has ever been. made. Nor 
can any one cite an instance in which 
the American’ Government has used 
armed foree for the purpose of col- 
lecting -unpaid bonds held by Amer- 
ican citizens. 


Service of American Experts. 


“Also there has been considerable 
misunderstanding.conceérning the ac- 
tivities of American experts engaged 
by some Governments. A better un- 


derstanding of the invaluable service 
which capable and high-principled 
experts have rendered is, however, 
dissipating criticism based upon ig- 
norance. Americans are proud of the 
service which, for example, Professor 
Kemmerer has been able to render 
to many of the Latin-American Gov- 
penance These Govern: ents have 
engaged his services sometimes with 
sometimes without the assis- 
‘anes of the Department of State. 
Americans also are proud of the ser- 
vice of other American financial ad- 
visers and customs experts, who have 
loyally served the Governments. by

benefit in any exclusive or preferen-

“Where American experts have 
been engaged in connection with loan 
agreements, it has ordinarily been 
at the instance of ths borrowing 
Government. and the bankers con- 
cerned, who have joined in asking 
the good offices of the Secretary of 
State in procuring the appointment 
of a properly qualified and impartial 
person, The engagement of such a 
person has often permitted the. flata- 
tion of a loan on terms which gave 
the borrowing Government a credit 
higher than that enjoyed by strong 
European nations. xpert and im- 
partial handling of the service of the 
loan has created in all circles con- 
fidence that there will be no default, 
and has thus avoided .a development 
which might otherwise have led to 
complications and difficulties be-: 
tween the Government of the bor- 
rowing country and foreign Govern- 
ments the citizens of which have 
purchased the bonds in question. 


Tells of Aid to Haiti. 


“In some cases American experts 
have served under the terms of trea- 
ties entered into between the foreign 
Government and the United States, as 
in the case of Haiti. Thus, according 


to the treaty of 1915 with Haiti, the 
Government of the United States un- 
dertook to aid the Haitian Govern- 
ment ‘in the establishment of the 
finances of Haiti on a firm and solid 
basis.’ No serious and impartial stu- 
dent of the situation can overlook the | 
tremendous benefits which American 
assistance has brought to the people 
of Haiti. 

“The Department of State also, at 
the requést of the foreign borrower 
and the Americun lender, has in 
some cases agreed to use its good of- 
fices in referring to some high mem- 
ber of the American judiciary any 
disputes or disagreements arising un- 
der loan contracts. It is obviously 
highly desirable to provide a pro- 
cedure available for settling any such 
questions. 

“American loans are not in any 
way a cloak for ulterior aims of the 
American Government. The United 
States has not sought and does not 
seek to create in Latin America an 
economic ‘sphere of influence’ in | 
which Americans enjoy in respect of ! 
commerce, concessions or financial 
matters any preferential or exclusive 
privileges as compared with citizens 
of other. countries, .The United 
States does not oppose the proper 
economic or financial aims of na- 
tionals of other countries in Latin 
America. Foreign loans by American 
bankers are the result of the play | 
of economic forces, and not of 
action by the Government of the 
United States.’’ 


Latin Amer’ . a Big Borrower, 


Dr. Young points out that more 
than $1,500,000,000 of Latin-American 
securities have been sold in the 
United States since 1919, or 23 per 
cent. of all foreign loans floated in 
this country during that period. He 
says the Government of the United 
States is ‘‘neither paternalistic nor 
imperialistic,'’ and leaves to Amer 
ican capital the choice whether to 
invest in foreign or domestic chan- 
nels. However, he adds, a foreign 
loan may. affect relations between 
this country and the country get- 


ting the loan, so the Government 
“has felt it advisable to be informed

WOULD CURB INJUNCTIONS. 


Solomon, Assembly Candidate, 
Wants Law to Regulate. Writs. 


Former Assemblyman Charles Solo- 
mon, Socialist candidate for the As- 
sembly in the Twenty-third Brooklyn 
District, said yesterday that, if 
elected, he would try to bring about 
legislation to prevent the abuse of 
injunctions in labor disputes. 

“The convention of the American 
Federation of Labor at Los Angeles 
emphasized the abuse of this writ in 
labor disputes as an outstanding 
problem and an imminent menace to 
the organized labor movement of the 
country,’’ Mr. Solomon said. ‘“‘It is 
within the province of the State Leg- 
islature to deal with this problem. 
There should be no ex-parte orders 
signed by Justices of the Supreme 
Court containing temporary restrain- 
ing orders. This means, in practice, 
that striking workers are enjoined, 
often to the serious detriment of 
their cause, without even having had 
a chance to be heard. 

“There should be no issuance ra 
injunctions on affidavits and pa 
at all. There should be speedy al 
by jury in these cases. In equi 
under wee A bee: practice, a sing e 
Judge, all the prejudices and 
pre Soasitinee to which we humans 
are prone, sits in practically final 
judgment in this class of cases.’’

MANY POTENTIAL MARKETS 
Home Decorations Alone Offer 
Possible Use of Huge Yardage 


Jn Various Forms. 


The emphasis placed on the need 


of finding new. outlets for cotton} 


goods, at the annual: meeting of the 
Cotton Textile Institute; Inc., in the 
Hotel Biltmore: last week, has greatly 
increased trade interest. in this prob- 
lem and the. work that is being done 
along that line by the New Uses Sec- 
tion of the organization.. The section 
is in charge of Ernest C. Morse, and 
its purpose was outlined yesterday by 
him. 

“Although the name of this section 
describes one of the major activities 
of the institute,’’ Mr. Morse said, ‘‘I 
find in some cases that confusion .ex- 
ists and that there is a misunder- 
standing of the work we have under- 
taken. What we are particularly try- 
ing to do is to assist the cotton tex- 
tile industry of the United States by 
seeking out the many uses of cotton 
textile products, the ways in which 
established uses may be extended 
and the manner in which new uses 
may be developed. 

*“‘Because cotton is already used in 
so many different ways we would not 
presume to discover entirely new 
uses. without very exhaustive study. 
On the other hand, there are many 
existing uses which, it is felt; can be 
extended and ares potential markets 
for cotton goods be provided thereby. 
For instance, an old use might be re- 
stored in a new or improved form, 
and we hope to revive and expand 
many of these. 

“Most cotton textiles are used 
either by individuals who take the 
finer fabrics or by large industrial 
consumers who require cotton cloth 
as a raw material or part of a proc- 
ess in the manufacture of their prod- 
ucts. As of our work in the di- 
rection of the individual. consumer 
the New Uses Section of the institute 
has cipated with the De ent 
of Commerce and representative in- 
stitutional consumers of cotton tex- 
tiles in an effort to bring about a 
simplification of these g ¥ 


Fewer Sizes Recommended. 


“As a result of this work it has 
been recommended that the number 
and sizes of sheets be reduced from 
50 to 4, that the sizes of pillowcases 
be reduced from 47 to 2, bedspreads 
from 54 to 2, bath towels from £ to 
2 and face towels from 79 to 4. It is 
felt that the results of this work 
should mean not only improved con- 
ditions in the manufacture and dis- 
tribution of these goods, but also 
economies to the consumer on ac- 
count of a reduction in the great 
varie’ of stocks which hitherto 
have been maintained. 

“With the increased attention 
which is being given by mills to bet- 
ter styling and design, it seems pos- 
sible for the industry to look to a 
greater consumption of cotton fab- 
rics for draperies, curtains and other 
interior decorations. It has been es- 
timated that the 115,000,000 persons 
in this country look out ae bast) 
world through upward of ,000,000 
windows. ch of these windows 
represents the use of at least five 
yards of material for curtains and 
draperies, or a possible consumption 
of more than a half-billion yards of 
such cotton fabrics as chintz, are- 
tonne, batiste, casement cloth, ging- 
ham, percale, . 

“The outside of the home also of- 
fers a large potential consumption 
of heavy cotton fabrics in awnings. 
More and more we have found evi- 
dence that home owners are realiz- 
ing the value of exterior decoration 
as well as interior decoration. The 
more this is emphasized—and I con- 
sider it a wholly desirable objective— 
the greater will be the consumption 
of these cotton fabrics. 


Bags Offer Large Market. 


“In the industrial field one of the 
large and immediate markets for 
cotton cloth is for containers or bags. 
From studies which the institute has 
made during the past year it has 
been found that flour and cement 
are shipped principally in cotton con- 
tainers. It has also been found that 
cotton seed meal, feed, coffee, sugar, 
fertilizer, grain,.soap and. seeds are 
shipped successfully by a number of 
manufacturers and distributers in 
cotton containers, although the ma- 
jority of these commodities are 
shipped in containers made of other 
Materials. ‘‘Inasmuch as cotton is 
used successfully by some for these 
products, we are confident that a 
substantial increase can be made in 
these uses, as the merits of cotton 
containers are more generally known. 
A study recently .complete by bast) 
American Wholesale Grocers’ As- 
sociation indicates that in the ship- 
ment of wholesale groceries. alone 
there appears to be an immediate 
additional use for 47,000 bales of 
cotton a year. 

“The attention which aviation has 
received during recent months sug- 
gests the possibilty of another large 
outlet for cotton goods in industry. 
During the World War the cotton 
textile industry, in cooperation with 
the Government, developed a fabric 
which at once was adopted as the 
standard material for covering the 
wings and bodies u: a:rpianes. This 
igs now much used by the manufac- 
turers of certain types of planes. 

‘The institute is now working with 
the National Association of Cotton 
Manufacturers and the Fine Cotton 
Goods Exchange of New Bedford, 
Mass., as well as with engineers rep- 
resenting the. aeronautical branches 
of both the army and navy, to bring 
about a better understanding of the 
conditions under which these highly 
specialized products are made and 
used. As aviation develops, itis felt 
that it will be an increasingly im- 
portant outlet for products of the 
cotton textile industry.” 


German Clock Makers Unite. 

The long negotiated consolidation 
of the leading German clock manu- 
facturers has at last been unexpect- 
edly effected, reports Consul J. B. 
Kehl from Stuttgart. It has. been 
concluded for a period of thirty 
, retroactive to July 1, 1927. 

@ main purpose of the consolida- 
tion, according to one manu- 
facturer, is ‘‘to improve cheapen 
manufacture 7 rationalization and 
the exchange of joint experience.’’

FAIR PLAY IS SOUGHT 
BY COMMISSION BUYERS 


Ask Better Understanding of 
Their Functions and Ser- 


vices to Stores. : 


Misapprehension regarding the 
functions and the quality of the ser- 
vice rendered by the commission 
resident buyer still exists, according 
to Joseph Leif of Leif & Shifrin. 
Much of this misunderstanding is un- 
justified, Mr. Leif said yesterday. He 
added that it is not in accord with 
the growth in the business handled 
by these buyers, nor with the higher 
standard of business ethics that most 
of them have adopted. 

Within the last few years the in- 
crease in the volume of orders han- 
dled by commission buyers has been 
noteworthy, Mr. Leif said further. 
They offer a service that the small 
and medium-sized retailers are tak- 
ing advantage of in steadily increas- 
ing numbers. This is a direct reflec- 
tion of the better facilities, buying 
advice and merchandising informa- 
tion which the commission resident 
buyer who knows his job is able to 
offer. 

“The services of the commission 
buyer are a distinct asset to the 
smaller retailer, who possibly can- 
not afford the expense of paid repre- 
sentation here,’’ Mr. Leif went on. 
‘“‘They enable him to show the new- 
est merchandise and to compete with 
the larger stores and chain establish- 
ments of his town. In fact, the com- 
mission representative has come to 
act very much as a merchandise 
manager, situated in New York, for 
this type of store. 

“It is true that in the commission 
resident buying business, as in other 
lines of commercial endeavor, there 
are men whe have no right there. 
Their activities have resulted in 
much adverse criticism, with which 
resident buying as a whole should 
not be burdened. Some of them have 
no conception of real buying or mer- 
chandising and still less of commer- 
cial ethics. They are ba nny, to act 
as salesmen, rather than as buyers. 

“I am glad to say that the number 
of such ‘buyers’ is declining. They 
represent a more or less temporary 
element, and are losing whatever re- 
tail accounts they may have because 
the stores are finding their services 
unsatisfactory. It is safe to say that 
the general average of commissicn 
buying is on a far higher plane than 
at any time in the past.” 


RAW SILK BUYING LIGHT. 


Japanese Prices Show Decline, but 
Other Markets Are Steady. 


Trading in raw silk yesterday in 
the open market at Yokohama was 
quiet, the turnover being only 600 
bales. Transactions on the Bourse, 
however, were considerably larger. 
They amounted to 2,260 bales, ac- 
cording to advices received by Berizzi 
Brothers Company. Prices closed on 
the basis of 1,280 yen for the Saiyu 
grade, bringing the decline for the 
week to 20 yen. Exchange eased off 
an eighth to 47%. Total sales for 
the week were 5,700 bales in the open 
market and 9,600 on the Bourse. The 
estimated stock on hand on Thurs- 
day was 39,000 bales. 

In the local market the attractive 
prices increased the volume of de- 
mand slightly, but the interest of 
manufacturers continued to be cen- 
tred mainly in spot silks. Prices 
here closed yesterday on the basis 
of $5.05 for 13-15 crack double extras 
and $4.85 for extras. 

The Canton market remained firm. 
Buying for American account, how- 
ever, was of small proportions. The 
prevailing quotations were $4 for 
14-16s, $3.60 for 20-22s and $3.55 for 
22-26s. Tussahs were offered nom- 
inally at $2.50 to $2.55. Because of

ARE BUYING STOCK GOODS. 


Producers of Men’s Cheap Suits 
Taking Woolen Mill Surpluses. 


A fair demand for men’s wear stock 
goods is eported by mill representa- 
tives here. Thése fabrics, represent- 
ing the carryover or surplus produc- 
tion of a mill, are being sold at sub- 
stantial price concessions for use 
in the manufacture. of low-priced 
suits. In some instances the sale of 
these goods runs into large quanti- 
ties. One mill executive, for example, 
said he had orders in hand during 
the past week for more than a thou- 
sand pieces. 

However, recent reports that buy- 
ers generally were taking old fabrics 
in preference to new, because they 
could obtain the former at reduced 
prices, were discounted by leading 
authorities in the trade. Clothing 
manufacturers with reputations for 
quality, style and newness to main- 
tain could not indulge in such a 
practice, it was asserted. 

There always is a certain amount 
of this of bu , these authori- 
ties added, but it is generally done 
by the smaller ducer, who is in- 
terested solely turning out mer- 
chandise in which price the main 
factor.

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Retailers Principally to Blame, 
However, Manufacturers’ 
Survey. Shows. 


GET TOO FEW TURNOVERS 


Overlarge Stocks Are Often Carrled, 
Which Militate Against Stores’ 
Sales Volume. 


Two things are stressed in the re- 
plies that have so far been received 
to a questionnaire sent out as part of 
@ comprehensive survey of condi- 
tions in the boys’ clothing field, with 
particular reference to retailers’ 


merchandise research department of 
L. J. & C. D. Jaffee, Inc., of this city. 
They are that retailers are not ob- 
taining as large a. volume of sales 
as they should and that the stocks 
they carry are too large to yield an 
efficient turnover. It is further 
brought out that 64-per. cent. of the 
consumer demand is for suits that 
retail from $14.75 up. 

_ The questionnaire, which deals with 
retail turnover, stocks carried, price 
lines and allied matters, has been 
sent to 5,000 retailers throughout the 
country. The replies received to date 
total about 2,300. 

Few retailers, the survey indicates, 
are satisfied with the volume, prog- 
ress or profits of their boys’ depart- 
ments. Slow-selling stocks have ac- 
cumulated and not much success is 
being met in moving them. Despite 
this, little effort is being exerted to 
obtain a fair share of the potential 
volume of the business in any one 
community. The offering of sugges- 
tions to improve this condition is one 
of the prime reasons why the survey 


was undertaken, according to an ex- 
ecutive of the firm. 


Novelties Affect Styles. 


This executive pointed out yester- 
day that changes in both' styles and 
consumer demand have been notable 
in the boys’ clothing field during the 
past few years. The influence of 
novelty effects has been marked and 
has rendered the merchandising of 
boys’ clothing increasingly difficult. 
The first step in the procession of 
radical style changes was the suit 
with a vest. Next came the vogue 
for ‘‘Tom Thumb” suits, which was 
followed by a strong demand for 
‘prep suits’? with long trousers. 
That the end is not. yet is indicated 
by the question ‘‘What will come 
next?’”? which the firm asks in its 
preliminary report on the survey. 
This, the executive went on, is the 
retail background against which the 
firm presents its initial data. These, 
forming part of the information con- 
tained in the replies of the retailers 
to the thirty-odd questions asked, 
have been used for the compilation of 
three charts. They deal respectively 
with the potential annual volume 
which should be obtained in com- 
munities of varied population, the re- 
lation of volume to the_ stocks 
carried and the relation between 
volume and retail price ranges. 

The first of these char shows 
that in cities of 100,000 or over the 
alert boys’ clothing department 
should have a_ potential annual 
volume of $100,000 or more. This is 
estimated on the conservative basis 
of $1 per capita, which is lower than 
the Government’s figure of expendi- 
tures per capita for boys’ clothing. 
Yet e average volume of boys’ 
clothing departments, as indicated 
by the answers to the —— 
naires, amounts to only $37,537. 

A similar disparity between poten- 
tial and actual sales is shown. in the 
figures covering the smaller commu- 
nities. In the cases of towns of 
from 25,000 to 50,000 population, 
which should have up to a $50,000 
annual turnover, the ave e as 
shown by the retailers’ replies is only 
$13,324. In centres of from 10,000 
to 25,000 population the average is 
$8,679, when it should be up to $25,- 
000. In still smaller communities the 
average continues to be below the 
conservative standard set, amounting 
in each population oup to little 
more than per cent, of the latter. 


Stocks Out of Proportion. 


The second chart, dealing with the 
relation of the annual turnover to 
stocks, shows that the average 
stocks carried by the retailers are 
much too large. For a turnover of 
$100,000 the survey shows the aver- 
age actual stock carried amounts to 
a value of $33,455, when the ideal 
stock for such a turnover should be 
about $20,000. For a turnover of 
$25,000 to $50,000 the ideal stock fig- 
ure should be $12,000, whereas the 
average of the retailers reporting is 
$17,462. This. same marked varia- 
tion holds for turnovers ranging up- 
ward from $5,000 to $25,000 annually. 
Th: conclusion which the firm draws 
from these comparisons is that the 
average rate of turnover is much too 
low. A rate of about five times a 
year should be tried for. 

The third chart shows that 36 per 
cent. of the average retail demand 
is for boys’ suits to retail at $15, 
$16.75 and up. In suits retailing at 
$14.75, or a price close to this, 28 Baa 
cent. of the business is done. ext 
comes the $12.75 range, with 14 per 
cent., which is followed by the $10.75 
group, which has 12 per cent. Only 
10 per cent. of the turnover is in 
suits retailing for less than $10. 

The concern is further analyzin 
the replies to the questionnaires an 
plans to make a number of sugges- 
tions to overcome the merchandising 
difficulties in the boys’ rime 
field. Its executives say that in al- 
most every town and city the oppor- 
tunity is ripe to obtain a more prof- 
itable volume of business. Particular 
attention will be devoted to methods 
of clearing accumulated: stocks and 
increasing turnover. 


Shoe Production Shows Gain. 

Shoe production in the United 
States during the first eight months 
of 1927 amounted to 227,480,747 pairs, 
an increase of 8.8 per cent. over the 
209,004,406 pairs of boots and shoes, 
other than rubber, manufactured in 
the corresponding period of 1926 
This total, however, was about 15,- 
700,000 pairs less than that of the 
corresponding period of the peak 
roduction year, 1923.

MUST GRANT CREDIT 
WITH GREATER CARE 


Small Shops, Especially, Need 
Close Watching Under New 
Baying System. 


Owing to changing conditions of 
buying, manufacturers are finding 
care in the extension of credit, par- 
ticularly to small retailers, becoming 
more and more important. They 
find themselves obliged to watch 
every possible leak now, in contrast 
to the easier manner of conducting 
business: when everything was done 
on a larger and more generous scale 
a few years ago. For this reason the 
credit department of a _ well-con- 
ducted business and of a trade asso- 
ciation looking after credit conditions 
for its members must subject re- 
tailers to a greater scrutiny than 
was formerly the case. 

This point was made yesterday by 
M. Mosessohn, Executive Chairman 
of the United Women’s Wear League 
of America, when he said that this 
organization is giving much more at- 
tention to the investigating of finan- 
cial statements than formerly. It is 
only within the last year or so that 
it has become really necessary to 
make complete investigations of 
every financial statement submitted, 
he said. Even now it is not done 
among manufacturers as generally as 
it should be done. 

‘“‘As the retailer is now buying,”’ 
Mr. Mosessohn continued, ‘‘the 
manufacturer is unable to také any 
chances of loss or of protracted de- 
lay in payment. A slow-paying re- 
tailer, buying in small quantities and 
asking for immediate delivery 
throughout the year, is a menace to 
the garment trades. The manufac- 
turer cannot afford to carry these 
retailers on his books while his own 
bills remain unpaid. 

“As financial statements are too 
often misleading, even though unin- 
tentionally, the closest scrutiny of 
all such statements is necessary. Re- 
tailers have a way of mentioning a 
bank deposit as being of a particular 
size on a certain date. The fact that 
at some time, within the previous six 
months the bank assets may have 
been as claimed does not lessen the 
falsity of the original statement. At 
the later date the liabilities may have 
been sufficiently heavy to wipe out 
the bank deposit; 

“Tt is because of such discrepancies 
in time and figures that it has be- 
come necessary to: investigate the 
small retailer to the extent that is 
now done. A recent case presented 
to. the league for investigation 
showed that a statement had been 
made by a retailer to the effect that 
he had $8,000 in a bank on Jan. 1, 
1927. In the first place, the first of 
the year was too far back for the 
extension of credit at any time dur- 
ing the past Summer. Secondly, the 
statement was false. This sum was 
hoped for, not actually in the bank. 
A true statement would have served 
the retailer better, as manufacturers 
were promptly advised by the league 
not to ship merchandise. This is a 
typical case, indicating, perhaps, no 
dishonest intent on the part of the 
retailer, but an easy optimism based 
on the fact that financial statements 
were formerly given greater credence 
than they are now.”’ 


TO HOLD BIG FUR SALE. 


Huth & Co. Will Offer $2,500,000 
Collection Here This Week. 


The second large auction of raw 
furs to be held in this city within 
three weeks will begin at 10 A. M. 
tomorrow in the warehouse of Fred- 
erick Huth & Co., 542 West Thirty- 
sixth Street. It will continue through 
Friday, and during its course pelts 
valued at about $2,500,000 will be put 
up by Auctioneer J. M. Bossack. A 
part of the offering will consist of 
a collection from the Northern Whal- 
ing and Trading Company. This will 
be offered separately and is featured 
by the 2,864 white fox pelts in it. 

Selling of the general collection will 
start tomorrow 2,500 white fox, 
which will be followed by several 
other kinds of furs. Among them 
will be cross, blue and silver foxes, 
fisher, the marten group, chinchilla 
and Russian sable. Tuesday will be 
devoted to the disposal of skunk. 
civet cat, mink, beaver and Ameri- 
can opossum. About 5,000 mink and 
beaver will be sold. 

The sales schedule for Wednesday 
calls for several articles, among them 
being the various muskrats, squirrel, 
mole, otter and lynx.

DRESS MEN TO FIGHT 
MERCHANDISE RETURNS 


Will Carry Matter to Courts, if|™ 


Necessary, to Eliminate 
the Practice. 


An order to refuse all unjust re- 
turns will be issued tomorrow to 
members of the Associated Dress In- 
dustries of America by Executive 
Chairman David N. Mossessohn, who 
counsels legal steps to make the cus- 
tomer at fault accept the goods. The 
association will give its full support 
in obtaining decisions against of- 
fending customers. 

‘Unjust returns,’’ said Mr. Moses- 
sohn yesterday, ‘‘must be definitely 
eliminated and this must be done im- 
mediately. In acting against the 
comparatively small number of re- 
tailers who return goods without jus- 
tification, we are not only safeguard- 
ing the dress industry against great 


economic loss, but we are also of im- | to 


measurable aid to the far greater 
body of retailers who transact their 
business honestly. 

“It is important to recognize at the 
very outset that even a small per- 
centage of returns means a great loss 
to the manufacturer in the dress 
business because of the frequent 
turnover in styles. A retailer does 
not return a = of course, 
until he has failed to sell it. In the 
course of the several weeks which 
the retailer keeps the garment in his 
shop this style may have passed the 
sare, § of its vogue. This makes it 
worth intrinsically very little, par- 
ticularly as the manufacturer must 
anticipate consumer styles by some 
few weeks. In addition to this these 
garments are usually uncovered while 
on the retailer’s racks, where they 
accumulate dust and dirt, to their 
marked detriment. 

‘“‘We intend to proceed against all 
unjust returners and obtain decisions 
in every State on several counts, so 
that we can establish such prece- 
dents as to severely discourage the 
practice. Our association always 
makes thorough and careful inquiry 
into the merits of the case. 
month we forced the acceptance of 
thirty out of thirty-nine unjust re 
turns. Where there is any question 
of doubt we arbitrate the dispute be 
tween the conflicting parties in the 
case. However, there are a few mer- 
chants who can only be brought to 
book through the courts, and we are 
determined to proceed through the 
courts in every case where this step 
is necessary.’’ 


FAVOR GEORGETTE STYLES. 


Dresses of This Type Lead Demand 
for Small Women’s Frocks. 


The present demand for frocks for 
small women favors georgette styles, 
according to Richard 8S. Schwartz, 
President of the Affiliated Special- 
ists in Dresses for Short Women. 
He said yesterday that georgette 
garments are being purchased lib- 
erally for sale during the social sea- 
son, extending from mid-November 
to New Year’s. 

“In addition to their research in 
the interest of style and proper 
sizing,’’ Mr. Schwartz added, ‘‘the 
makers of short women’s garments 


are now devoting much attention to 
the matter of timely merchandising. 
They believe that through consulta- 
tions with leading retail merchan- 
dise executives and careful observ- 
ance of the trend of consumer pref-

To 
give this support the retailer must 
merchandise his ready-to-wear stocks 
in a way that will enable him to 
make regular monthly purchases of 
the new things offer him. This 
would require a buyer’s presence in 
the market at least once a month. I

“Business in the primary cotton | 
goods market last week was almost| 


identical, both in quantity and distri- 
bution, to that done in the. previous 
two weeks, in spite of the fact that 
gray goods were under the quieting 
influence of a declining cotton mar- 
ket during the past several days. 
Buying of gray goods was mostly 
done in scattered quantities, which 
would seem to indicate that a fair 
number of relatively small users of 
goods needed near-by deliveries ur- 
gently enough to require their pur- 
chase. ‘The character of the business 
done, however, ‘would indicate that 


other buyers have postponed pur- 
chases which might have been made 
this week, because of the decline in 
cotton. The extent of the decline re- 
mains uncertain. 

“Prices of printcloths in cular 
were lower, and some sellers, who 
had previously been holding at higher 

rices, were more anxious to sell. 

ere was a lower price tendency on 
sheetings also, but not enough big 
business was forthcoming really to 
test the price situation. 

“The tire trade continued to place 
business in narrow sheetings, wide 
sheetings and some of the heavier 
goods. bacco and other low-count 
cloths sold in fair volume to the sur- 
gical and jobbing trades. Heavier 
warp sateens sold to the clothing 
trade in all widths, but in wide gray 
moose there was relatively little 

oing.

“In fine and fancy gray goods in- 
quiries were of good volume, but at 
prices which in most cases were un- 
satisfactory to the mills. This was 
particularly true of the carded broad- 
cloth division, where present prices 
show the manufacturers no profit 
margin. 
“Business in colored cottons was 
generally better than for the past 
‘wo weeks. The bulk of the business 
was on ginghams,. though flannels 
also came in for their share. This 
business was well scattered, and 
came from both jobbing and cutting- 
up trades. New gingham prices were 
announced toward the end of the 
week and showed advances of one- 
half to one cent a yard above the 
figures previously in effect. Although 

ese advances were made at a time 
when raw cotton was declining, it 
must be borne in mind that at the 
close of last week cotton was selling 
for approximately 5 cents a pound 
more than at the time the old prices 
were made.

American designs in cloth for shirts 
and pajamas are well liked in Aus- 
tralia. During recent years there has 
been a growing tendency to depart 
from the older conservative shirting 


material. It is also thought that 
sales of goods used in women’s cloth- 
ing can be increased by the intro- 
duction of American patterned cloth, 
reports Trade Commissioner E, C.

BOSTON, Oct. 19.—Boston' has a 
theatre to which the much abused 
term unique may ‘justly be applied. 
It' is a cultural enterprise, like a 
museum or an art gallery. It is a 
civic theatre, owned by an incorpo- 
rated fund, and conducted by. trus- 
tees without expectation of profit. 
Its property is not taxed by city or 
State. It is not a community thea- 
tre. Such community theatres as that 
at Pasadena present amateur drama. 
The Repertory Theatre of Boston— 
the official title—presents plays by 
professionals of ripe experience and 
high reputation and presents them 
well. : ‘ 

Monday night, Oct. 24, the Reper- 
tory will celebrate the completion of 
a decade of success, an occasion per- 
haps unique, like the institution it- 
self. As an organization the Reper- 
tory has produced 400 weeks of 
drama in 11 seasons, with 200 plays, 
of which 46 were presented for the 
first time in America and 79 ‘for the 
first time in Boston. The celebra- 
tion includes a dinner at which many 
distinguished guests will be present, 
with addresses by David Belasco, 
Otto H. Kahn and others; also a 
first professional Beceem in Amer- 
ica of Toller’s ‘‘Machine Wreckers,”’ 
and finally a reception in the Admin- 
istration Hall of’ the theatre build- 
ing.

A Dramatic Centre. 


Really the Repertory is more than 
a playhouse to which one goes to en- 
joy the drama. It.is a dramatic cen- 
tre, comprising several related enter- 
prises, all housed within a’ new and 
handsome building.

Shift From Communist Principles. 


A group of.contributors.to the sym- 
posium assert that progress has been 
made only through the abandonment 
of Communist principles and the 
adoption of the New Economic Pol- 
icy (NEP), which is really ‘‘Commu- 
nistic Capitalism.’’. Walter Duranty, 
Moscow correspondent of THE NEw 
Yor«x Times, declares: ‘“The measure 
of Soviet Russia's success is in direct 
ratio to its divergence from the strict 
principles of arxian Communism 
* *-* 'The NEP. is: putting Russia 
back before the world, not as a mad- 
house of pestilent fanatics, but as a 
great and growin wer, young, 
vigorous and eager.’’ The same view 
is shared by S. N. Prokopovicz, -for- 
mer Minister of Supply in the 
Kerensky Government, who believes 
that ‘‘Marxian Communism is abso- 
lutely alien to rural Russia: with its 
undeveloped industry, its. rudimen- 
tary town life and its eng « indus- 
trial proletariat,’’ and that the ‘‘real 
cause of Russia’s increasing pros- 
perity is not any novel principle in- 
herent in the NEP, but the abandon- 
ment of Communist ideas.” A. J. 
Sack, former representative of ‘the 
Kerensky Government in the United 
States, stresses the fact that the 
‘moral isolation’’. of. Bolshevism. in 
the world has been recognized as 
working against the best interests of 
Russia and that Russia's need for a 
generous inflow of foreign capital is 
operating to alter Bolshevist. policies. 
Another powerful factor of change, 
the opposition that has grown up 
within the Communist Party, and 
which resulted recently in the expul- 
sion.of Trotsky and Vuyovich, is 
discussed by V. I. Talin, a former 
leader of the Social-Democratic 
Partv, who sees it as ainatural and 
inevitable development. 


Other Aspects of Russia. 

Turning to other. aspects of Rus- 
sian life, the status of Russia’s for- 
mer ruling classes, which number 
9,000,000 in Russia and 1,500,000 in 
exile, is described by Professor 
Cahan of Syracuse. University. They 
are slowly realizing the inevitable

Both forces 
are penetrated by a network of po- 
litical agents and spies, who exercise 
constant surveillance. 

‘Russia has laid the foundations 
of a new morality based on the ideal 
of social cooperation.” writes V. F. 
Calverton, editor of The Modern 
Quarterly. Though “the youth of 
Russia is largely without religion,” 
practical morality has resulted in the 
reduction of drunkenness, prostitu- 
tion, and many of the social evils 
which flourished in pre-revolution- 
ary Russia.

Survey ‘Records Activities of 
Graduates in Various Edu- 
cational Fields. —

Universities Founded’. by, Some, 

While -Others’ Have Been, Emi- 
nent at Home and Abroad.

a. weighty influence on American cul- 
tural progress by a survey whiqh has 
just been completed in the university 
of the activities of Yale graduates as 
presidents of universities and _col- 
leges,‘. and as professors, deans, 
teachers, missionary educatprs, ex- 
ecutives and headmasters, 4 
' The ‘report ‘states that at present 
more than 2,600 recipients of Yale 
degrees are engaged in educational 
work throughout the civilized world, 
of whom' thirty are now college pres- 
idents.. 

The survey indicates that the term 
“Mother of ° Colleges,’’’ which has 
been frequently applied to Yale, is 
fully justified, because of the find- 
ing that ‘Yale men, either as found- 
ers or first presidents, sometimes as 
Both, have mdde major contributions 
to the development of colleges and 
universities Which now enroll more 
than 125,000 students yearly, and on 
whose Faculties are to be found near- 
ly 8,000. teachers. 

An .even fuller picture of Yale’s 
contribution ‘to educational leader- 


ship: is presented: by the statistics 
of. the suryey which show that, of 
the 184 col ogee and universities 
which rank highest among’ America’s 
institutions. of high learning, more 
than one-third, at one time or an- 
other, have been presided over by 
men who had received Yale training. 


Manasseh Cutler’s Part. 
In connection with the celebration 


of the preparation and enactment of 
the famous Northwest: Ordinance of 


1787, ‘which provided that ‘‘schools | - 


and means of education shall. for- 
ever be encouraged,’’ the survey 
pointed: out that Manasseh Cutler, 
who was graduated from Yale Col- 
lege in 1765, had an important, if not 
a leading part in that cornerstone of 
American higher educational work. 

Cutler founded Ohio University, the 
first university established with a 
land. endowment from the National 
Government, in‘1802. Fifty-five years 
before, in 1747, Jonathan Dickinson 
had been chosen first President of 
the College of New Jersey, now 
Princeton University. Dickinson was 
a member of Yale’s fifth graduating 
class. King’s College, now Columbia, 
a few years later selected Samuel 
Johnson, another Yale man, as its 
first President. In 1769, Eleazar 
Wheelock, also a graduate of Yale, 
became founder and first President 
of Dartmouth: College. —

Tariff Fight Does Not Excite French. 


French public opinion has not got 
excited over the tariff issue between 
Paris and Washington as it did over 
the debate on war debts, There are 
perhaps two reasons for this. In the 
first. place, the Government asketl 
the newspapers to refrain from too 
much, adverse comment on America 
regarding the tariff business. In the 
second place war debt payments on 
a large scale represented increased 
taxes, while this was not invol, ed, at 
least not to the same extent, in the 
tariff dispute.

Central Reserve Matters. 


Some Eastern commentators have 
predicted that there would‘ be-heard 
from the irreconcilablés) and the 
philosophers of the Chicago school 
of finance loud squeals of protest 
and char rges of dirty work at the 
cross-roads when news filtered across 
the Alleghanies to tell. us that the 
Bank of England and the New York 
Federal Reserve might exchange 
financial advisers, What seems not 
to be known in the East is that this 
is precisely the thing Western bank- 
ers have been advocating for a long 
time. ‘The only daily financial news- 
paper in the Middle West has advo- 
cated that the Federal Reserve sys- 
tem exchange advisers with every 
central bank in Europe. 

No person or group of any impor- 
tance in the Middle West has pro- 
tested against our Federal Reserve 
system’s doing what seemed to be 
necessary for our own benefit, and 
for the good of the world generally, 
to help the Bank of England or any 
other European bank. The’ protest 
has been principally against the 
manner of doing the thing. The 
Middle West does not doubt that 
those who have dictated recent Fed- 
eral Reserve manoeuvres are well in- 
formed, but there is only rumor and 
suspicion to identify them. 

What the Middle West asks is that 
the. personnel and the sources of in- 
formation of the Federal Reserve 
Board itself be such that it can 
judge intelligently of foreign condi- 
tions and act wisely in the light of 
them, and that, above all, at least 
the directors of the Federal Reserve 
banks be informed if there exists a 
crisis such as would justify the man- 
ner of the reduction of, the Chicago 
discount rate and the program of 
which this reduction seems to have 
been an incident.

of the Federal Farm Loan Bank of 
Omaha, some interesting light was 
thrown on the economic situation of 
a vast corn and cattle raising terri-| gan. 
tory. There was revealed first the 
commanding importance which the 
Federal Farm Loan Bank has come 
to occupy in the field of agricultural 
credit. Its diminishing record of de- 
linquency in payments by borrowers 
reflected an improvement of condi- 
tions throughout the district. And|° 
finally reports of secretaries of re- 
newed activities in land sales and/ th 
rising prices gave indication of the 
beginning of that revival of agricul- 
tural prosperity so long anticipated. 
The Federal Land Bank of Omaha 
serves the Eighth district, compris- 
ing Iowa, Nebraska, South Dakota 
and Wyoming. This district is one 
of allied, but strictly speaking not 
homogeneous interests. It extends 
from the rich corn lands of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley to the vast upland 
plains farther west on which great | of 
herds of range cattle and flocks of 
sheep graze. Altogether it comprises 
one of the richest food production 
regions of the nation. It is the land 
of. corn, alfalfa, hogs and cattle, with 
a@ great deal of sheep, wheat and 
poultry raising, dairying, and job lot 
agriculture thrown in. 

It is an excellent region in which 
to observe the experiment in cooper- 
ative farm loan financing, made pos- 
sible by passage of the Federal Farm 
Loan act eleven years ago. It is a 
district in which there is a wide va- 
riety of credit demand, ranging from 
the most to the least desirable; in 
which agricultural depression has 
been most keenly felt since agricul- 
ture is almost the sole source of its 
Ylincome and in which the Federal 
Farm Bank has achieved its greatest 
progress as measured by the aggre- 
gate of its ORR. 


Overcomes Several Handicaps. 


This institution has met a severe 
test. It has had difficulties to face 
which, had they been clearly fore- 
seen at the beginning, would have 
been rather appalling. The fact that 
it has overcome these difficulties, 
that in spite of them it has grown to 
be an institution of formidable size 
and sound financial stability leads 
those who staked their faith on this 
plan of cooperative credits to the 
conclusion that the experiment has 
proved itself fundamentally sound 
and practical. 

The first difficulty met by the bank 
in this district was the indifference 
of borrowers. The farmers whose in- 
terest it was designed to serve were 
reluctant to seek its assistance in 
solving their credit problems. It was 
nece to ‘‘sell’”® the land bank to 
them. is was done in large part/| y 
by enlisting the cooperation of coun- 
try bankers who had previously had 
etegpere connections with private 
oan companies as local agents. 

The second difficulty was the oppo- 
sition of the farm mortgage bankers, 
expressed not only in competition for 
farmers’ ran but extended to a suit 
attacking the ar age of the 
Federal rm Loan act. 

Greater than either of these, how- 
ever, were the problems presented by 
war-time inflation, followed by. post- 
war deflation with its seven lean 
years for agriculture. None of these 
difficulties, however, has been able 
to prevent the bank from strength- 
ening its position. It has won 
through them to an excellent apna 
cial standing and to a constant!

ing employed by the railroads and 
e industrial concerns.

shallow pessimism.

Admits the Temptation. 


He admitted that there were times 
when the most sanguine might. be 
tempted to be depressed by the spec- 
tacular follies and stupidites of man- 
kind, but it was no wholesome mood, 
on surveying that disillusioning pano- 
rama, to say, ‘‘As it was in the be- 
ginning, is now and ever shall be.’’

But ‘Guild’ Representation Has a 
Test.and Backward Masses Get 
Lesson .In. Governing.

MOSCOW, Oct. 22.—The meeting of 
the Union Central Executive Commit- 
tee this week in Leningrad is one of 
the most interesting experiments in 
popular government in the world to- 
day.. Until ‘Mussolini puts ‘into prac- 
tice his projected congress of *‘guild’’ 
representatives this Russian Parlia- 
ment: will probably remain unique. 

As in Mussolini’s guild system, the 
delegates to the Soviet Congress are 
élected by their nearest associates. 
Each factory, big enterprise, Goy- 
ernment department, regiment or vil- 
lage chooses its own representatives. 
But, owing to the immense area ‘of 
the Soviet Union and the low cul- 
tural state in which the outlying or 
non-Russian Nationalities existed un- 
der the Czarist autocracy, the very 
idea of a. democratically selected 
Government is startling. 

Here lies the only true justification 
of the existence and control of the 
Communist »Party, which publicly 
pledged itself through Lenin and his 
successors to act as the tutor and 
guardian politically of the backward 
masses until such time as thé latter 
are trained to administer this great 
country. gts

Mongol Delegate Enthusiastic. 


In Leningrad your correspondent 
saw the raw material in the process 
of training. And some of it was 
mighty raw. For instance, there was 
the Buriat Mongol with a little round 
yellow hat, straggling black goatee, 
bewildered black eyes and the heav- 
ily bowed legs of a horseman from 
the cradle. 

He. knew rhaps fifty words of 
Russian, but nearly burst himself 
in his eagerness to explain how keen- 
ly he appreciated his privilege of be- 
longing to the Congress; how one’s 
fellow-delegates translated every- 
thing; how he had transmitted a 
question of interest to the Buriats to 
one of the speakers, and how the 
latter: had elucidated the point, and 
how marvelous Leningrad and the 
Soviet régime were generally.

Telegraph a Miracle to Outlanders. 


It was fortunate and quite typical 
of Russia that the arrangements for 
the foreign press were most excel- 
lent, There was a cable office in the 
Congress lobby with an English- 
speaking operator working in full 
view of every one, to the gaping 
amusement of my Mongol friend and 
some other delegates from Russia’s 
169. nationalities represented, to 
whom the telegraph is still a miracle. 

There was also a censor prowling 
around all ready to function.

IRISHLOOK FORWARD 
TO GOOD TIMES SOON 


Pessimists Point to Land With- 
out Tillers, but Others Say 
Trade Is Gaining. 


STATE CENSORSHIP. LIKELY 


It Is Expected to Follow. Action on 
Immoral Literature—Belfast 
‘Seeks Managers,

DUBLIN, Oct. 22.—According to a 
high official of County Leitrim, all 
the inhabitants left there are ‘living 
off remittances received from Amer- 
ica. 

“The tide of emigration that set in 
five years ago,’’ he says, ‘‘practically 
drained the county of its youth from 
18 to 30... Whole families have left. 
In other casus a husband has gone 
and left wife and children behind or 
the ‘wife has gone and left the hus- 
band home with the children. 

“Years ago we sympathized with 
the hard lot of those emigrants 
forced to leave their native land. 
Now we congratulate those fortunate 
enough to get away.’’ 

While many regard this statement 
as more picturesque than exact, it is 
admitted that the invisible imports 
of the Free State include considera- 
ble sums of money from America. 
Conservative estimates put the total 
at $10,000,000. a year. 

While there is an admitted adverse 
balance throughout the Free State, 
banking experts who have made a 
study of trade conditions believe that 
within a few years the Free State 
will become a creditor rather than a 
debtor country on her internal bal- 
ance of payments. 

There is no doubt that wholesale 
emigration to America has left Irish 
farm lands neglected, and some of 
them are gradually deteriorating to 
a wild and useless state. In some 
counties the population left behind is 
not physically able to till the soil, 
but there are still found small sec- 
tions. under cultivation— those most 
easily tilled.

Depression Here Would Hurt Them. 
In County Leitrim, it has, been 
pointed out, should a trade depres- 
sion occupy America the flow of 
money across the Atlantic will be 


affected and a serious situation will 
result. One pessimist recently said 
that most of the food now consumed 
in Irish farmhouses is foreign food. 
It is said. that in 95 per cent. of the 
homes no meat is used, and what 
meat there is is American, Canadian 
or Chinese bacon.

ITALY FONDLES HOPE 
OF ROMAN SOLUTION 


Discussion of Pope’s Temporal 
Power Would Have Been Stifled 
if Thought Futile, It Is Held. 


OLDSUGGESTIONSRECALLED 


But Leonine. City and Corridor to 
Sea Were Rejected by State—Mu- 
seum Admission Fees to Be Cut.

ROME,. Oct. 22.—Interest during 
the last week has been centred whol- 
ly on the Roman question, which is 
being followed almost breathlessly in 
its successive phases of development 
by the Italian public, 

Restoration of the Pope’s temporal 
power was. a suggestion so startling 
that it was considered at first with 
incredulous amazement. On second 
thoughts, however, even after the 
curt refusal of Foglio d’Ordini, offi- 
cial organ of the Fascist Party, to en- 
tertain any such idea, the view gained 
ground that a solution was not im- 
possible, though very difficult, in 
view of the Vatican’s stand that tem- 
poral power is absolutely essential to 
any reconciliation with the Italian 
Government. 

In the first place, it is considered 
very important that a suggested solu- 
tion should come from Vatican cir- 
cles. For more than fifty years the 
Holy See maintained an attitude of 
protest against spoliation of the 
Church of its temporal power, refus- 
ing, however, to state on what terms 
it was willing to discuss reconcilia- 
tion. The reason for this, it is held 
by many, was. that Catholics them- 
selves were undecided as to what 
would best serve the Vatican’s inter- 
ests.

Despite Foglio d’Ordini’s rejection 
of the suggested restoration of a 
Papal State, many think that that is 
not absolutely impossible, provided

It would, in such case, they 
say, be merely a matter of sanction- 
ing in a different and more solemn 
from what already exists as a de 
facto situation. 

The Apostolic Palaces, which in- 
clude the Vatican, St. Peter’s Basili- 
ca and the Vatican gardens are,-.in 
fact, to all practical intents and pur- 
poses, it is held, an independent State 
with the Pope as temporal ruler.

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NATIONS AS “FORCES.” 


In his plea for better international un- 
derstanding before the English-Speaking 
Union on Thursday night, Mr, SPENDER 
referred to the old habit of looking upon 
any given nation as a potential military 
force. Governments and peoples reckoned 
up the number of men who could be put 
into the field; and the squadrons of bat- 
tleships that could be sent to sea, by this 
or that country. Not merely General 


tions. in terms of war. To get rid of that 
ancient mental obsession is one of the 
objects to which all champions of inter- 
national peace should bend their efforts. 
Nor can they omit to fix their eyes upon 
other forms of fiational strength which 
may be viewed as léaditig’ to’ dislike or 
fear or actual rupture. There are, or 
may be, aspects of industrial or commer- 
cial or financial power which tend to 
provoke international jealousies or ap- 
prehensions, They represent under a 
peaceful guise a national “ force” which 
may cause friction or dread or even ani- 
mosity to spring up between nations. 
To meet and adjust this kind of clashing 
of interests across oceans or over bor- 
ders will require constant and wise en- 
deavors by atatesmen and by all 
thoughtful people. 

May not the difficulty be at least part- 
ly removed by accustoming ourselves to 
think about nations as also forces for 
good and good-will? Let education, let 
the press, play a more definite and use- 
ful part in teaching the special contribu- 
tion which ‘each nation, justly proud of 
its own life and capabilities, may make 
to the common stock of benefits for the 
whole world. Without envy, we may 
contemplate what England has done to 
aspread abroad wholesome ideas of gov- 
ernment and of law. With gratitude 
and even pride we may reflect upon 
what France and Italy have done for 
art and the social amenitfés. Those coun- 
tries, on their part, may well study and 
applaud the success of the great demo- 
cratic experiment in America, at least 
in the sense of keeping her millions con- 
tented, and making them, as Lord Bryce 
gaid, the people on earth among whom 
well-being is most widely diffused. 

In countless other ways the world may 
be led to think of national institutions 
and achievements as being a force, not 
for aggression or insensate ambition, 
but for the things in life which make for 
the enrichment and satisfaction of all. 
National force does not necessarily mean 
being terrible as an army with banners. 
It may be made to mean beauty and the 
gracious exchanges of human brother- 
hood. In that case, and more and more, 
it may be made the servant of good re- 
lations between diverse peoples, and of 
the continuous betterment of the whole 
race.

THE RETURN TO GOLD. 


Resumption of gold payments has now 
taken place so generally, in countries 
forced by the war to a depreciated cur- 
rency, that news of formal action to that 
effect by still another nation is now 
commonplace. The recent floating of its 
“ stabilization loan” by Poland followed 
close on August’s return to free gold 
redemption of its paper by Argentina. 
Both actions came at a time when the 
Bank of France had already virtually 
* gtabilized” the French currency. 

The position in Italy is nearly the 

same. Belgium enacted gold resumption 
in October, 1926. For this series of 
changes Great Britain, together with 
Holland and the British self-governing 
Dominions, had set the example by re- 
sumption at the old gold parity in 1925 
and Germany by. establishment in 1924 
of a-new “gold currency” on the ruins 
of the old. one. Several South American 
republics besides Argentina have of late 
been moving avowedly toward readop- 
tion of the gold standard,.and the pre- 
liminary steps toward such formal ac- 
tion have been taken. by Austria and 
Hungary. 
History, economic as well as political, 
has been made so rapidly since 1918 as 
to render it often difficult to realize that 
events accepted as ordinary today were 
very recently declared to be impossibil- 
ities. At the time of the armistice and 
in the next two troubled years it was a 
familiar prediction, even in economic 
circles, that Europe would never ‘return 
to gold payments. The first ground for 
this prediction was that, with the Brit- 
ish paper currency actually depreciated 
34 per cent. in 1920, the French currency 
at a 70 per cent. discount, and all Eu- 
ropean paper issues increased sixfold or 
tenfold by the war, gold redemption was 
unimaginable. The second ground was 
the theory, which appeared in Europe 
then as it did in the United States after 
1865, that resumption of gold payments 
was itself undesirable. 

KEYNES and his British and Continen- 
tal fellow-philosophers harped on the 
ruinous results which resumption would 
inflict upon business. With the ardor of 
our own “rag-money statesmen” of the 
later '60s and with a University polish 
which the American oracles did not 
have, they explained the virtues of a 
“managed currency,” even besieging 
international conferences with their pet 
proposals. The course of events seemed 
to favor them. Few watchers of Eng- 
land’s demoralized‘ foreign trade, of the 
utter collapse of Germany’s currency and 
of the seemingly hopeless public deficit 
of France would have dared, even g§0 
recently as 1924, to prophesy that, only 
three years later, pretty nearly every 
important nation in the world would vir- 
tually have re-established the gold 
standard. 

Not all of these reversions to gold 
have been effected, like Great Britain’s 
historic gold resumption of 1821 and our 
own of 1879, on the basis of redeeming 
existing paper currencies at the pre-war 
valuation. Except for certain States of 
neutral Europe and fos Japan (if pres- 
ent purposes are carried out), the Brit- 
ish Empire is the only foreign belliger- 
ents of the Great War that will have re- 
established for wartime paper issues 
the gold resumption parity of 1914. 
Germany canceled the old reichsmark 
notes and started a fresh slate. Belgium 
resumed gold payments at approx- 
imately 2% cents to the franc, and 
France has made her preliminary stabi- 
lization moyes at something under 4 
cents, although. the old parity for both 
was 191-3. The Polish “ zloty ” which is 
to be stabilized at 19% cents was itself 
created in 1924 through exchange of 
1,800,000 old Polish marks for one new 
zloty, and the Argentine enactment rati- 
fies the conversion of 1899, whereby 
gold payments were decreed on the basis 
of 44 per cent. of previous gold parity. 

In this respect, it has to be recognized 
that gold payment is in the main being 
restored after virtually repudiating part 
of the pre-war curreticy obligation, 
The extent to which that expedient was 
practiced measures the scope of war- 
time economic waste of national re~ 
sources. . Yet from all that confusion 
and chaos. the -. ‘standard itself

|. ite scope... Many ‘of these are now clas- 


sics in the literature of chemistry. 
Despite the syntheses that had: been ef- 
fected before BERTHELOT’S day, no less a 
chemist. than BERzELIUs despaired of 
assembling molecules into organic com- 
pounds similar to those of nature. “ Or- 
ganic” meant something intimately as- 
sociated with life, and between the living 
organism and inert’ matter a chasm 
‘yawned that science saw little hope of 
“bridging. BekTHELOT’s brilliant syntheses 
of alcohols, organic acids, benzene, ethy- 
lene, acetylene—syntheses of the very 
atoms of which organic nature was com- 
posed—startled chemistry with their new 
possibilities. If the chemist now wields 
& power over matter that seems little 
short of miraculous, it is partly because 
of BERTHELOT’S work. 

More than a mere experimenter, 

BERTHELOT realized the vast potentiali- 
ties of his discoveries. “The domain in 
“which chemical synthesis exercises its. 
“ creative power.is greater than that of 
“nature herself,” he. said. As he synthe- 
sized atoms, so he synthesized his-con- 
ception of life and the universe into a 
whole that saw in an amoeba and in a 
star two manifestations of the same 
matter. 
_ To the true research scientist, the 
class to which BERTHELOT belongs, a dis- 
covery is but a key which will unlock a 
new door in the unexplored house of 
science, an inspiration as well as an 
achievement, When he _ synthesized 
formic acid the inertia of his atoms 
struck him. “At once his inquisitiveness 
was aroused, Out of the studies then 
begun came new discoveries and theories 
that gave thermo-chemistry a surer 
foundation. While Crookes painted his 
gloomy picture of a too fecund world 
starving because of its inability to feed 
its ever-increasing offspring, BERTHELOT 
saw the possibilities of fixing atmospheric 
nitrogen and establishing a huge fertil- 
izer industry and making two blades 
grow where but one grew before. His 
quick imagination even conceived it pos- 
sible to‘ dispense with agriculture and 
with the slaughter-house. Had he not 
himself succeeded in building up organic 
compounds? Might not some chemist 
of the future produce food out of noth- 
ing but the gases of the atmosphere? 
Thus originated the conception of “ meal 
pellets,” since widely exploited. 

The German invasion of 1870 revealed 
this extraordinary man in a new light. 
Besieged Paris made him President of 
the Scientific Committee of National De- 
fense. In that capacity he tirelessly de- 
voted himself to the task of defeating 
the enemy, to placing Paris in communi- 
cation with the outer world, and to con- 
ducting researches that laid the basis for 
the discovery. of. smokeless powder and 
the now accepted theory of the action of 
explosives. Although he had no taste for 
politics—the bickerings of the Chamber 
frankly bored’ him—he nevertheless 
served his country as Minister of Public 
Instruction and Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs. When he celebrated his scientific 
jubilee a.medal was presented to him 
that bears on one face the inscription: 
“Pour la Patrie et la Vérité.” In these 
simple words France fittingly summed 
up a great investigator’s devotion to his 
native land and.to science. 








NEW ART AND AMERICA. 


The organizers of the annual exhibi- 
tions of art at Pittsburgh have suffered 
criticism if not gladly at least with ex- 
treme patience, The conservatives have 
found them too adventurous, the pro- 
gressives have found them too reaction- 
ary. This year they had a jury of award 
bent upon recognizing the “new ”. move- 
ment in: art before it totters into its 
slippered ‘age. 

In choosing HENRI MATISSE as the re- 
cipient of the first prize the jury may 
have had all the double intentions and 
motives that have been attributed to 
them. What they actually have done, 
however, is to put themselves on record 
as recognizing the importance in his pro- 
fession of an artist who, for thirty years 
or more, ‘has ‘changefully yet consistent- 
ly pursued the path of exploration, dig- 
ging into the future instead of into the 
past, and who thus, at the age of fifty- 
eight, offers the one best testimony that 
this new school of which he is an old 
leader has staying quality—the survival 
and increased: significance of his own 
work. There is for most of us a certain 
thrill in seeing the last ditch successfully 
crossed, and for MATISSE Pittsburgh was 
the last ditch. 

What: it was for the artist is not the 
root of the matter for others. There is 
e huge: public that but for the news ele- 
ment in this occasion would be cheerfully 
unaware of MATISSE and Pittsburgh and 
the prize. They are concerned with such 
exhibitions only to the degree ‘of their 
sharing in. the. opportunities for liberal 
éducation offered ‘by America to all the 
members of her.heterogencous family, 
They are only indirectly concerned with 
the decision of an art gallery, known for 
its caution, to: substitute education for 





teaching, to ‘its visitors the chance 
te judge toe Ehaianaatven and thus 





for our tendency to look instead at our 
own state of mind.

‘THE APE AND OTHER 
FACTORS. 

Nearly seventy years after the publi- 
cation of “ The Origin of Species” there 
is still a casus belli in CHARLES DARWIN. 
This applies not only to the Tennessee 
hinterland but to DARWIN’s own home- 
land. Sir ARTHUR KEITH’s emphatic re- 


statement of the evolutionary descent of - 


man finds a vocal minority in England. 
But about last week’s scene in St. Paul’s 
the most striking feature was not the 
orthodox clergyman in the aisle. It was 
the progressive Bishop in the pulpit, 
still engaged with the problem of the- 
ology versus ‘science—after seventy 
years. When DARWIN’s doctrine was 
first launched it shook the faith of 
many. Men like HENRY SIDGWICK and 
LESLIE STEPHEN gave up holy orders. 
Many who stayed in the Church did suc- 
ceed in reconciling the new teachings 
with the old. Yet thirty years later 
along comes “ Robert Elsmere” to pic- 
ture a new high peak in the struggle. 
And in 1927 the fight is still on. In this 
there should be comfort for the con- 
servative. The Darwinian sapping proc- 
ess would seem to be fairly slow in 


achieving its purpose. 


Presumably, the conflict has been pro- 
longed by a misconception outside the 
field of science of what has been going 
on inside it. Outsiders have read that 
DARWIN’s stock is not so high as it used 
to be, even with the biologists. But they 
have mistaken technical modifications 
for a repudiation of the essence. Under 
that impression WILLIAM J. BRYAN 
seems to have labored. Natural Selec- 
tion as a factor in evolution has been 
questioned by scientists, but they have 
not substituted Genesis for Natural Se- 
lection. And now it is learned, at least 
from Sir ARTHUR KEITH, that even on 
the technical side the Darwin stock may 
be going up again. Altogether too much 
importance or too much blame has been 
attached to the poor ape.’ There are 
scientists who deny the ape origin of 
man. But in going back half a million 
years for a non-simian ancestor they 
bring no comfort to Dayton. 

When. the Tennessee Legislature en- 
dorsed “the story of the Divine Crea- 
tion of man as taught in the Bible” it 
overlooked something. Genesis speaks 
of the creation of other things than 
man. It speaks of the creation of the 
world; and if evolution was banned at 
Nashville, so should geology have been 
proscribed, with its story of a world 
hundreds of millions of years in the 
making. So should archaeology have 
been outlawed, with its direct tracing 
of civilization thousands of years back 
of USHER’s chronology. The trouble is 
not solely with DARWIN and the ape. 


The unrest and soul-searching depicted 


in “Robert Elsmere” is not traceable 
to DARWIN but to the Higher Criticism 
which, in its origins, antedates Darwin- 
ism by hundreds of years, THOMAS 
Hopses in England and AsTruc in 
France questioned the integrity of the 
Genesis story on the ground of its own 
contradictions, This point should be re- 
called even at the risk of a Tennessee 
statute fixing the birth of the earth at

ABANDONED FARM COUNTRY. 
Lyme, in New Hampshire, “* @ town that 
has gone downhill,” which Professor J. 
W. GOLDTHWAIT of Dartmouth College 
writes about in the October, Geographical 
Review, is not a deserted village like 
GoLpsMiTH’s “ Sweet Auburn,” but out- 
side of Lyme Plain and Lyme Centre, a 
State highway and the Connecticut River 
road linking Hanover with Orford on 
the north, there are few occupied dwell- 
ings to be seen. A map of 1925 shows 
considerably more than one hundred 
“abandoned houses or home sites.” In 
the case of Sweet Auburn one master 
grasped the whole domain, the brook was 
choked with sedges, the “ hollow-sound- 
ing bittern”” boomed in solitude, bowers 
Nir aarretr “shapeless ruin,” and the 
long-grass fringed “‘ the | wall.” 


Wealth hasn’t accumulated in Lyme, but, | 


most of its “ bold peasantry ” have gone. 
Lyme began to go downhill before 1860, 
The reasons were economic... Not, all the

Smart Mountain looms up more’ 
than 38,000 feet, Holt’s and Winslow 
Ledges 2,000. In the east the White 
Mountains dominate the horizon, in the 
west the Green Mountains. The winding 
of the tree-fringed Connecticut is 
worth looking at. .Even Toad Hollow 
and Hardscrabble has an interest for the 
curious. One could ponder on the past of 
Tinkham: Town, which is now only two 
abandoned farms. There must be a 
melancholy satisfaction in turning east 
to the rugged township of Dorchester, 
which for deserted homesteads and 
roads grown up with bush probably 
holds the record for New Hampshire. . 

In some respects Lyme is. looking. up,

Hikers have succumbed 
to the outdoor charms of Lyme, Dor- 
chester, Orford and Wentworth. The 
country stores have a new lease of life. 
On roads that have not been closed by 
the Selectmen service stations and re- 
freshment booths have sprung up. In 
highland Dorchester “hunters, fisher- 
men and campers,” says Professor GOLD- 
THWAIT, “find a paradise of deserted 
“roads, overgrown pastures, ruins of old 
“farm buildings, along with plenty of 
“game.” To him who likes elbow room, 
sweep of the winds, clouds rolling-up in 
the blue, and roads too rough for Fords, 
Dorchester, “high up on the watershed 
“between the Connecticut and Merri- 
“mack,” is to be recommended over

CONTEST. 


The experiment of THE NEW YORK 
TIMES in promoting interest by college

The grand prize of $500 for the one 
student who is selected for the highest 
honor among the competitors in all the 
institutions is continued.

included for the coming year. 

When WENDELL PHILLIPS said that the 
newspaper was “parent, school, college, 
“ pulpit, theatre, example, counselor, all 
“in one,” he did not mean that it had 
usurped the place of any of these, but 
merely that it was sharing in the social 
functions of all, or, rather, supplement- 
ing all; for it does what no one of these 
can do in that it brings within view of 
the individual what none of these, from 
parent to counselor, can assemble, ‘and 
yet without which his knowledge is pa- 
rochial' or obsolete. It is especially 
important that those undergoing intel- 
lectual training should keep abreast. of 
the world in which they are to live, 
and whose affairs they are to have in 
all probability more than the average 
part in directing. This is incumbent 
upon them as members.of.society and 
of a political democracy. But, inciden- 
tally, if not primarily, the. intelligent 
reading of the daily paper relates. all 
that they have of the past to the ever+ 
advancing present. 

The daily paper is the “loose-leat” 
page added to history, and what has 
been said by a high authority of the 
value of the newspaper of yesterday to 
history (that “it remains the most im~- 
“portant single source the historian has 
“at his command for reconstructing’ the 
“life of the past three centuries”) may 
be said of the newspaper in the present 
tense as the chronicle and interpreta- 
tion of the contemporaneous life ‘which 
will tomorrow belong to. ‘‘ yesterday’s 
seven thousand years.” It hasbeen re- 
marked by an observing professor in one~ 
of our universities that this is the only 
intercollegiate contest of wide range | 
which involves intellectual competition. 
For that reason alone, it deserves to be 


continued, But it has a more directly | 
practical value in helping a few at}, 


least to equip themselves for ‘a richer 
intellectual existence as well as a wider | 
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naire which determined his’ status re- 
veals the first dawning of that self-con- 
sciousness. which kéeps us all from be- 
ing what we really are.

The fact that no por- 
tion of Continental Unit- 
ed States, with the pos- 
sible exception of Key 
West, lies in the tropics

in tropical agriculture, Thanks to the 
work of the army in Cuba and Panama, 
tropical medicine has made great strides. 
In Cuba and Central America business 
concerns domiciled in the United States 
have made invaluable studies in connec- 
tion with developing better grades of 
sugar and fruit, but as yet the work has 
been almost entirely for private accounts. 

Now comes the proposal of the National 
Academy of Sciences that a school of 
tropical research be institu prefer- 
ably in Porto Rico. Such an undertak- 
ing would be valuable both from a scien- 
tific and an economic point of view. 

To an Englishman, Sir StramrorD Rar-

SHIFT OF EDUCATORS 


Comment on Move of College 
Executives to Industry. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The decision of. Professor F. R: 

Moulton of the University of Chicago 
as reported in Tum Times, to ex- 
change his academic position for that 
of an executive of a large public 
utility, corporation; is .a significant 
item of news. To him who will read 
between the lines it illustrates strik- 
ingly one of the things which are the 
matter with higher education. This 
is, of course, no depreciation of the 
eminent scientist, Im his cage, scien¢e 
will lose and: big ‘business will, ‘as 
usual, profit. But if the process of 
which this is the most recent ex- 
ample continues ‘the converse will be 
true. 
. There is a widespread impression 
that the choice of the teaching pro- 
fession, of which college and uni- 
versity work is the highest rank, en- 
tails certain elements’ of intense en- 
thusiasm, social service and sacrifice. 
The fact appears to be’ that men in 
that walk of life effect a complete 
change in their activities upon the 
same considerations that a business 
man decides to close his filling sta- 
tion. and open a restaurant, 

Another common and naive mis- 
conception, relates to the considera- 
tions which merit promotion on our 
university faculties. Too often are 
the positions of rank and eminence 
in their departments held by men 
not at all distinguished; by achieve- 
ment, intellect or culture. Too often 
is it due to the devious and extensive 
intrigues possible in any large social 
organization, while in science the 
possession of marked ability may, by 
its very nature, act as an insur- 
mountable obstacle beyond a certain 
point. 

The former, it.is true, acquire emi- 
nence and emit large quantities of 
apparently profound research. Care- 
ful examination shows that this emi- 
nence is.measured-in terms of col- 
umns of printed type. The work is 
largely done by graduate students, 
who; in turn, after three years of 
training, if they possess only average 
ingenuity, could put the entire popu- 
lation.of the earth to work on simi- 
lar problems dévised by them. 

Perhaps; industry. will aid in the so- 
lution of these problems. by removing 
the outstanding -ollege ) executives 
from the college’ ranks. The execu- 
tives would be pleased, education 
would benefit,’but-as}a general prop- 
osition it is to be feared that industry 
would find it a bad bargain.

Magazine for August, 
Miss Flora Wilson, in an article en- 
titled ‘‘Diplomats and Dinners inthe 
White — ? gays:

Agrairian Reform in Fact. 

When, in 1918, Bessarabia united 
with the mother country it had. al- 
feady voted an even more radical 
agrarian reform than that proposed 
in. the. mother country, while Tran- 
sylvania, in its declaration of union 
to Rumania, adopted also the funda- 
mental principles of the expropria- 
tion of large estates. Since then this 
agrarian teform has become a fact 
throughout Rumania. 

Hungary, however, is still in the 
same medieval state in which she has 
been during the last eight centuries; 
a ruling class of feudal lords hold 
ing practically all of the tillable land 
in the country, and the class of rural 
proletarians working the land while 
they have no rights. 

Leaving the historical. background 
aside, let us come to the cause’of the 
actual dispute between these two 
countries: In Transylvania, although 
most ‘of the population is made up 
of Rumanian peasants, neither the 
majority of Rumanians nor. that of 
Hungarians had any land in 1918, a 
large part of which was owned by 
some 300 Hungarian landowners who, 
in accordance with the. provisions of 
the Treaty of Trianon, chose ‘to re- 
tain their Hungarian citizenship. It 
is in behalf of this small number of 
titled Magyars that the Hungarian 
Government has appealed to the 
League of Nations. 
©The Hungarian contention: is that 
the land-expropriated for the purpose 
of agrarian reform, and which be- 
longed to Hungarian landowners, 
was an injustice; . therefore. they 
should be compensated, invoking Ar- 
ticles 282 and 260 ‘of the Trianon 
Treaty. Any one ‘interested in the 
legal wording of the two articles 
cited may see that they refer to the 
properties. of Hungarian ‘citizens 
situated in the territories united ‘to 
Rumania, provided; however,’ that 
such properties should be: liquidated, 
expropriated or confiscated as the 
result of a special war measure. 

From what has been said before 
with regard to the Rumanian agrari- 
an reform, there is but one answer 
to the question whether this agrarian 
reform is; or is not, a special -war 
measure, Moreover, Count Apponyi, 
the present defender of the Hun- 
garian attitude, and who was the 
chief Hungarian. delegate to the 
Peace Conference in 1920, made then 
sure that Article 250 of the Trianon 
Treaty meant that no property be- 
longing to Hungarian citizens and 
situated in the territories of ‘the for- 
mer Austro-Hungarian Empire should 
be liquidated, sequestrated or expro- 
priated by ‘virtue of a legal disposi- 
tion or special measure which under 
the same condition will not apply to 
the subjects of the legislating State, 
or to the State which executed such 
@ Measure. 


Charged Treaty Violation. 

In spite of their acceptance of the 
treaty, the Hungarian Government 
addressed a. memorandum to the 
Conference of Ambassadors charging 


peace treaty through its agrarian 
reform. The Conference of. Ambas- 
sadors decided that the question

Debated by Apponyi. 

It will be readily seen that these 
principles give full satisfaction to 
the Rumanian contention. They were 
nevertheless hotly debated by Count 
Apponyi, who demanded that the 
question be referred to the Perma- 
nent:Court of International Justice. 

All the efforts of the committee, 
headed by Sir. Austen Chamberlain, 
in order to bring the Hungarian dele- 
gates to reason were unavailing, al- 
though the competence of the mixed 
tribunal. was again discussed, and 
the committee took this opportunity 
of establishing once more that its 
competence was fixed by the terms 
of the Treaty of Trianon, which cre- 
ated it, and therefore could ‘not ex- 
ceed that which was conferred upon 
it, and finally. that the. limitations 
of such mixed tribunal were clearly 
stated in Articles 289 and 250 of the 
Trianon Treaty. 

With regard ‘to the alleged confisca- 
tion of properties belonging to the 
Hungarian nationals, the. committee 
found that ‘‘if these properties would 
have been take by virtue of measures 
dealt with in Articles 232 and 250 
(i, . e.,. confiscated. or . liquidated 
through a special war measure or @ 
discriminatory law), the mixed arbi- 
tral tribunal would have compe- 
tence’ in such a question; but, as 
the reader may now be fully con- 
vinced, ‘‘the mixed arbitral tribunal 
is not competent to decide upon the 
complaints which have their source 
in the application of an agrarian re- 
form as such, the provisions of 
which do not conflict with Articles 
232.and 250’’ of the Trianon Treaty. 

Count Apponyi, the Hungarian del- 
egate, refused to accept the report 
and recommendations of the League’s 
committee, and now the matter is to 
come up in the next session of the 
Council of the League of Nations.

TRAFFIC AT PANAMA 


Canal’s Capacity. Not Reached, 
Official Report Shows. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Despite a number of recent expres- 
sions and articles which might lead 
the public to believe that the Panama 
Canal is operating near to, capacity, 
and that a new canal through Nicara- 
gua will soon be needed, the facts are 
to the contrary. ThePanama Canal is 
not being used anywhere near to ca- 
pacity; and when this does come a 
solution is comparatively easy by the 
addition of another lock. The canal 
is now being operated only in the 
daytime, ‘but it is well lighted and 
could be operated at night if neces- 
sary.. According to a recent state- 
ment by General Meriwether § L. 
Walker, Governor of the Canal Zone, 
it_is. being operated: now only. to: 40 
per cent. of its capacity. 

It is well known that the Panama 
Canal has a twin or double lock: sys- 
tem. That is, two boats can be put 
through at the same time, side by 
side, one in each of. the twin locks, 
both going in the same direction, or 
put through. at the same time each 
going in opposite direction. When the 
canal was built by us, from 1904 to 
1914, these-twin locks were so located 
that a third lock could.be built along- 
side. When the time comes: for a 
third lock. to ‘be built, -the present 
capacity, with additional water stor- 
age, can be almost doubled and the 
canal will then provide satisfactory 
service for about fifty years to come. 


Nicaragua Cost Higher. 


John F. Stevens, who was chief 
engineer when the lock system was 
selected, is authority’ for’ the state- 
ment that a canal built through Nica- 
ragua would cost at least $500,000,000 
as against the Panama Canal cost of 
$375,000,000. One reason for this huge 
increase in cost is that Lake Nica- 
ragua, the very key to any canal 
through Nicaragua, is 115 feet above 
sea level, which would require a lift, 
through a more elaborate lock sys- 
tem, of 30 feet higher than’ the 
Panama Canal, which is only 85 feet 
above sea level. 


One of the many outstanding ad- 
vantages of the Panama Canal is that 
Panama is outside’ of! the hurricane 
and earthquake danger zone, which 
would be an almost constant danger 
in Nicaragua, The slightest earth 
tremor might crack the large con- 
crete locks or seriously interfere 
with the fine mechanism of the gates. 
It would also take about forty hours 
to pass through the canal in Nica- 
ragua as against about eight hours 
through the Panama Canal. With all 
of these reasons and arguments, 
given to us by experts, certainly it 
does not appear that there is now 
present, or in the near future, any 
necessity for a new interoceanic 
canal, GEORGE W. PLATT.

More Cemeteries Seen as Danger 
to Growing Population 


To the Hditor of The New York Times? 

Everybody optimistically forecasts 
a continuous. growth and a tremen- 
dous censug by 1950 for New York 
City. Very well! But with this 
growth come some problems, and let 
us take heed by the errors of com- 
mission and omission in the past. 
We cannot enthuse over the previ- 
sion in the layout of streets, in ade- 
quate transit planning; nor in the 
housing of people,.esthetically or 
sanitarily. 

With 15,000,000 people, our outer 
zones will be landscaped. with ceme- 
teries, and this is not a very joyous 
prospect. Would it not be ‘well, 
therefore, if: some new plan should 
comé under advisement for the dis- 
position of the dead? 

There -is ‘the ‘possibility of sea 
burial. . This -might: solve this ‘eco- 
nomic problem. If an earthenware 
vessel could be formed suitably with 
strength and sealed imperviously. to

Missouri Legislature Granted Am-

To the Editor of The New York Times:

POSTOFFICE PREPARES 
FOR CHRISTMAS RUSH 


Largest Volume of Greeting Cards 
Expected This Year—Holding 
System to Be Repeated. 





The. Postoffice Department .be- 
lieves in preparedness. John: H. 

Bartlett, First Assistant Postmaster 
General, has issued instructions to 


local Postmasters all over. the coun- 
try to take steps in expediting Christ- 
mas. greeting cards, in expectation of 
the largest volume in the history of 
the service. 

To this effect, he urges Superin- 
tendents of Mails to circularize or 
personally to interview heads of 
large business..firms. which have 
adopted the practice of sending holi- 
day greetings to: their patrons, as 
well. as other known large mailers of 
Christmas cards. 

As an inducement. to the public, 
Postmasters are instructed to broad- 
cast the fact that local mail prepared 
and. mailed by Dec. 15, or even 
earlier, will be held at postoffices 
and not delivered until two or three 
days before Christmas, the postmark 
to bear the date of delivery. This 
plan was tried last year th good 
result, 

“In order to keep faith with our 
patrons who cooperate in this man- 
ner,’’ Mr. Bartlett said, ‘‘great care 
must be exercised to see that such 
early mailings of Christmas cards 
are opt separate and not. delivered 
until the last two or three days. As 
this mail bears first-class postage, it 
must be handled the same as other 
letter mail, and delays will not be 
excused. Unless Christmas greetings 
are delivered on or before Christmas 
Day they lose the greater part of 
their value. Arrangements must 
therefore be made for the prompt 
handling of this mail, which must 
uot be placed aside with a view to 
delivery after the rush.” 

Cards for out-of-town. points, Mr. 
Bartlett indicated, would not be held, 
but would be distributed as received 
and dispatched in the regular 
manner, 

Dealers in Christmas greeting cards 
are also asked to cooperate to the 
extent that they. explain this plan. to 
their customers and urge upon them, 
in their advertising and otherwise, 
the advantages of purchasing, pre- 
paring, and mailing their Christmas 
cards in advance. 

Postmasters are also urged to 
make arrangements for having the 
cards presented at a certain window 
designated for the purpose. The 
cards should -then be. postmarked 
ahead as of the date on which de- 
livery is to be made, distributed to 
the carrier routes, and then held 
until Dec. 21, 22 or 23. Special cases 
should be set up in advance for the 
distribution of this mail in order that 
it md not be confused with regular 
mail, 

Last year’s Christmas mail was the 
greatest ever handled by postoffices 
in Manhattan and Brooklyn, letters 
and cards passing through the New 
York Postoffice in one day reaching 
9,000,000. In addition, all records for 
the issuance of foreign money orders 
at Christmas time weré broken, with 
a total of 541,738, involving $7,836,-

An announcement from the associ- 
ation declares that the idea of Prison 
Sunday is not new, the’ fourth Sun- 
day of October having been thus 
designated by the association in 1889. 

“Recently it was found in one of 
the penal institutions of the country 
that only one out of every hundred 
inmates attended church regulary 
before commitment,’’ the statement 
said. ‘‘What ought the churches to 
do about a problem like 
churches could. solve .this problem

meeting, which begins tomorrow. in 
Chicago, and will continue until Oct. 
29. 

The ‘Home Division,’ operating 
mainly in this country, manages°an 
enterprise involving a total: expendi- 
ture’ of $1,500,000 a year, its report 


‘ will show. This’ group includes °a 


staff of specialists, a large publica- 
tion business, an architectural. bu- 
reau, a@ money-raising organization 
and a motion-picture exchange. A 
large amount’ of construction” has 
gone in the 1926-27 period ‘in connec- 
tion with railroad and army and 
havy associations, 

Through its research department, 
the Home’ Division has been study- 
ing the content and method of its 
program, the report shows. There 
has been an attempt to gain increas- 
ing. cooperation with churches, 
schools and employers in work: with 
boys, while much attention has been 
given to work with young men be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 24. 

The special departmental report of 
the’ Agricultural Bureau reveals 
much Y. M. C. A. building activity 
over a wide area. New structures 
have gone up in China, the Philip- 
pines, Japan, Europe and the Near 
East, while the past year witnessed 
more new buildings in the United 
States than any since the World 
War. Twenty-seven structures, cost- 
ing about $7,500,000, were completed 
here through the bureau. Proper at- 
mosphere in the buildings, as bear- 
ing on character development, has 
been stressed. 

The associations in some of the 
thirty-one countries to which the co- 
operation of the National Council is 
extended are well along the road to 
complete control of Y. M.-C. A. ac- 
tivities in their lands, according to 
the report of the Foreign Division. 
Others are still in the earlier stages 
of “‘missionary’’ work and a combi- 
nation of ‘‘missionary’’ and national 
endeavor. 

Continuance of the work in China 
is said to have been difficult be- 
cause of radical and’ anti-Christian 
agitation, but the movement -there 
is progressing; the Japanese Asso- 
ciation is meeting earthquake re- 
habilitation ‘and economic: «crisis 
problems; the Philippine Y. M. C. A. 
has expanded beyond Manila-to the 
provinces; a ‘national association 
movement is developing in ._Egypt; 
in India the association is increas- 
ingly commanding the young men’s 
confidence religiously; the leaders of 
the movement in South America are 
receiving demands for ‘extension into 
new countries, while in Europe the 
Y. M. C. A. is endeavoring to spread 
good-will 
tions to play.’’ 

An important question to come be- 
fore the members of the council, 
which has its headquarters at 347 
Madison Avenue, in this city, will 
be the 1928 budget. Another item 
for consideration is the formation of 
a new division in the council to deal 
with student work. 

The members of. the National 
Physical Education Committee gath- 
ered yesterday and will conclude 
their meeting today. This group, in- 
cluding twenty-eight laymen and 
secretaries, will discuss. the. prob- 
lems of the physical education work 
and will decide whether the ‘*Y’s’’ 
national volley ball tournament shall 
be opéned to other organizations.

ident the:same Yale man, A’ tus 
B. Longstreet of the class of 1813. 
Another Yale graduate was:one of 
the first to open elementary schools 
for freedmen after the Civil War. 
For years a Yale man served as 
Principal of the Hampton Institute. 
Another graduate, soon after leaving 
Yale, worked in establishing schools 
for the poor white children of Geor- 
gia. A Yale man is today the Chair- 
man of the Phelps Stokes Founda- 
tion; which is doing notable work in 
education. ;

and French fried notatoes. Old Tobe,

pose than official business, was the 
dean of the Southern: Pacific chefs. 
For forty-one years he journeyed up 
and down the country in the private 
car of a Southern Pacific executive, 
seeing to it that. they had three 
square meals a day, and that’ these 
meals were good ones.

year ago it was equal to 1,209,400,000 
rubles. The growth during the last 
year is equal, therefore, to 265,700,- 
000 rubles. 

“According to’ the Soviet plan, the 
circulation of paper money had to 
be increased to a sum equaling only 
150,000,000 rubles. Therefore, in or- 
der to fulfill the plan it will be nec- 
essary during the last quarter of the 
budget year 1926-1927 to accept 115,- 
000,000 rubles of paper money. This 
is obviously impossible with the pres- 
ent state of Soviet finance. 

“This is the balance sheet of ten 
years of Soviet rule in Russia, the 
régime which was introduced, ac- 
cording to the leaders, for the bene- 
fit of peasants, workmen and sol- 
diers, who are, and the Soviet lead- 
ers are forced now to admit it, in a 
far worse state than under the ‘blood- 
thirsty’ Czarist régime.’’

HESE two books are similar 
in material and style.

Charles M. Russell of Great Falls, 
Mont., died last year, having es- 
tablished -a reputation with his 
Western paintings and drawings.

When New York saw him last, a 
few years ago, he was attending an 
exhibition of hia paintings—a gray, 
hard-bitten old eccentric with a 
great gift for anecdote and salty 
comment. 

‘Trails Plowed Under’’ must rep- 
resent a terrific amount of work. 
It contains no less than forty-three 
**stories,”’ ranging all the way from 
inconsequential little recollections 
(the sort of thing that sounds gor- 
geous when svoken, but which is 
likely to be a bit thin when set 
down on paper) to casual essays 
and slightly more ambitious tales. 
He writes easily, however, and in 
the vernacular.

OLERIDGE'S glowing tribute 
to the beauty of Charlies 
Tennyson's sonnets was 
é matched in the 

auction room the other day when 
the copy of his ‘‘Sonnets and Fugi- 
tive Poems” owned by Coleridge 
was sold for $2,625. Mr. Alwyn J. 
Scheuer of New York was the suc- 
cessful bidder. “This slender 
twelvemo, in contemporary green 
morocco, a first edition, was liter- 
ally covered with the distinguished 
owner’s critical notes in the margin 
of nearly every sonnet, praising 
most of them, censuring a few. 
Books frors Coleridge’s library had 
cut a fairly respectable figure in 
the sales roums before, but rarely 
had they been accorded anything 
like the homage offered here. All 


‘the more surprising is it when one 


considers the comparative obscurity 
of the author. Today he is paid 
the negative compliment of being 
remembered as Lord Tennyson's 
big brother, who collaborated with 
him on the ‘“‘Poems by Two Broth- 

published anonymously in 
1827. The Encyclopedia Britan- 


“nica knows him not at all and the 


Dictionary of National Biography 
gives him about a column by the 
Rev. Canon Ainger. Yet he is the 
author of some sonnets touching 
the highest gleams cf poetry and 
worthy to be compared with the 
fruits of Wordsworth’s pen. Its in- 
trinsic merit undoubtedly enhanced 
the aszsociation value of the book 
sold at auction. 

Charlies Tennyson was born in 
1808. In 1828 he was awarded the 
Beil scholarship, open to the sons 
of clergymen. Three years after 
his youthful venture with his 
brother he changed his name to 
Turner on receiving a small legacy 
from his great-uncle. Samuel Tur- 
ner of Caistor. The same year saw 
the publication of a collection of 
his own verse, under the title of 
“Sonnets and Fugitive Pieces. Cam- 
bridge: By B. Bridges. ... and 
Sold by John Richardson, 1830."" It 
made no stir to speak of, but with a 
discriminating few, notably Cole- 
ridge, it had an instant appeal. In 
1836 he married the youngest sister 
of the lady who later became the 
wife of his brother Alfred. He was

LTHOUGH on general’ princi- 
ples one abhors ‘the obse- 





quiousness of “‘there were 

giants in those days’’—as if 
the present could not look after itself 
—one must confess that ‘“The Good 
Hope,” written by the Dutch Her- 
man Heijermans in 1900, reveals a 
more complete understanding of hu- 
man character than any other play 
in town. From our nervous point of 


view, it needs compression; as played | ' 


by the Civic Repertory troupe it runs 
a half hour too long. But in its de- 
lineation of character, in its compas- 
sion for common Dutch fisherfolk, 
“The Good Hope’ reflects the fine 
qualities of its author, who esteemed 
beauty above brilliance and whose 
sympathies swept him beyond his 
principles. ‘“The Good Hope” is the 
tragedy of Dutch fishermen who put 
out to sea in a rotten schooner; they 
are victims of a hard-fisted owner 
who values insurance above human 
life. As the women sigh repeatedly, 
“The fish are dearly paid for.’’ Al- 
though Heijermans was undoubtedly 
writing of flagrant abuses in the 
seafaring regulations of Holland and 
succeeded nine years later in influ- 
encing humane legislation, ‘‘The 
Good Hope”’ is first of all a drama of 
character—of mariners old and young, 
of women left at home, of fears and 
catastrophes, of coarse"“humors and 
jollifications.

UST now in the New York thea- 
J tres we are played upon by me- 
chanical excitements, ingeniously 
devised and skillfully expressed in the 
hard, glib style of melodrama. We 
are shot in the. back,. arrested by 
fake policemen and some of us are 
borne out of the theatre on stretch- 
ers after feeling the vampire’s poison- 
ous bite at our throats. For the 
most part it.is pretty good fun. But 
after enjoying the rude poetry of 
fishermen in ‘‘The Good Hope” one 
inevitably feels dissatisfied with the 
prosy invention’ of -trick dramas and 
their preoccupation .with common- 
place people and themes. ‘‘Porgy,’’ 
and “Four Walls,” in a measure 
“The Springboard,” set. human- 
ity before us; and, of course, 
Ibsen’s ‘‘An Enemy ‘of the People’ 
slaps us in the face :with:a cruelly 
honest idea. Now.‘“The Good Hope”’ 
may be recommended for its reful- 
gent character portraits. Miss Le 
Gallienne’s company, still playing in 
the ugly, barnlike theatre in Four- 
teenth Street, gives Heijermans’s 
drama an appreciative performance.

‘An Account ~of the Winthrop Ames Office “Activities in That 


"1 Direction and Some of the Requirements 


“Old English” devel- 


ately began to read plays with ¢ 
view to ing s successor to the 
Galsworthy comedy for the day when 
it would ‘be needed. “Old English’’ 
@erved the actor three seasons; yet, 
when he had acted it for the last 
time, the séarch ‘still was on for the 
drama which was to follow it. No 
record was kept ef the number of 
Taapuacripts read by Mr, Arliss dur- 
Ing those three years, but he was not 
idle, nor was his staff. He reports, 
however, that during the past five 
months he haa @veraged five plays 
a week, In addition, Winthrop 
Ames hes had his play-reading bu- 
reay chiefly occupied with the at- 
tempt to discover a new piece for 
Arliss, And not only America, but 
England and the Continent have 
been raked to turn up the desired 
vehicle. 

Perhaps better than any other. il- 
lustration, this condition emphasizes 
the diffieulty of this business of find- 
ing 2 play to produce, Here is an 
actor who ig known wherever the 
art of acting has been heard of; 

‘whose box-office receipts are suffi- 
sient. to entice any one to make a 
drama for him. Yet the drama is 

pot forthcoming. This does not 

; mean that, in this quest, no good 
plays. appeared. There have bean 
several, but none quite qualified, 

The whole world is writing plays, 
unless it is composing motion piec- 
ture scenarios, Some interesting 
facts about this industry are re- 
“wealed by the Winthrop Ames play- 
reading bureau. On June i,. 1911, 
the management inaugurated its 
present system of records, Te dete 
the index lists 8,707 manuscripts thet 
have been read, considered, and for 
the most part rejected, In this pe- 
riod the plays preduced by Mr. Ames 
have included two revivais, a winner 

- of his prize-play contest, twelve that 
had been produced abroad, a first 
performance of a drama by a world: 
famous author and two plays mere 
er less commissioned, Out of the 
8,707 manuscripts submitted to the 
effice the others were chosen, 

&,¢ 

In the 196 months these records 
have been kept, forty-five plays on 
the average have passed through the 
Ames office monthly. Mr, Ames is 
only one of 146 producing managers 
listed in the New York Theatrica] 
Business Men's Guide, which also 
catalogues thirty play-reading agen- 
eles. Of the 148 managers, possibly 
only thirty are sufficiently active to 
attract an equal or a greater number 
ef manuscripts. One may take it 
that an author will try at least a 
half dozen producers before he will] 
subside, Some few may try them 
ell; seme are discouraged by the 
firat rejection. 

Any one fond of mathematics may 
take the figures above and perhaps 
arrive at some conclusion as to the 
mumber of pleys sent to producers, 
but it is not probable that any satis. 
factory result will be reached. When 
@ne considers that at the height of 
the New York season ten plays may 
be produced in one week, or that in 
@ season perhaps 250 plays may have 


a New York production, the fact that ing 


met more than one-fifteenth of these 
have any sort of success and not 9 
half-dozen achieve the envious state 
ef acoring a sensational hit, the 
poasibility of turning out a profitable 
play ia shown to be indeed small. 

In the case of the Ames office, 
there is a netural selection that pre- 
‘eedes the sending of manuscripts 
there. Authors think this. producer 
is a “high-brew,"' and the kind of 
thing the postman brings indludes 
geme extraordinary conceptions of 
the term. What no other manager 
would even read is sometimes thought 
**just the thing for Ames.’’ Qn the 
other hand, since his office has the 
reputation of reading plays and giv- 
ing decisions rapidly, thus not tying 
up scripts for any extended period, 
this encourages writers to favor this 
producer. 


That he has not produced more 
plays by unknown authors is not a 
matter of prejudice. It merely fel- 
lows the experience of all producers 
to a very great extent. A dozen or 
mere years ago Frank Matthew 
White Jr., writing in Munsey's Mag: 
azine, published @ symposium ef 
epiniens of leading managers from 
whieh he deduced :the astounding 
fact that the successes of the stage 
are written by experienced peeple, 
either playwrights whe had more er 
leas bit the mark in other plays, or 
men and women who in one way 
f another were tried and tested in 
riting or-in theatrical association. 
George Arliss recently said that in 
years he has ‘devoted to seek:

Authors resort to various devices 
tg attract attention to their work, 
none of which is either novel or 
ingratiating to the hard pressed 
producers, Telegrams are a rather 
cemmon method, but never create 
any excitement. A _ self-addressed, 
stamped envelope is the best re- 
minder, for the postage bill on re- 
turned plays is no inconsiderable 
item in the producer’s yearly budget, 
If writers living in or near New 
York do not send postage, they are 
notified to call for their rejected 
plays, but this cannot be asked of 
the man in the country, though it 
is not an entirely unheard of thing 
for a writer to send the postage that 
has been paid on his play. 

The card index reveals some inter: 
esting things about the plays, 
especially those which were later 
produced by other managers, but 
the reports in these cases are held 
in confidence and cannot be divulged, 
A reader who recognizes a good 
play will never fail to state that he 
seegietie possibilities for success, 
while remarking that the work does 
not fall into the category of this 
particular firm, However, in view 
ef subsequent events, it is interest- 
ing that John. Gelaworthy’s “Old 
Bnglish’’ was accepted on its merits 
as @ play and not as a piece for 
George Arliss.

studying the psychology of audiences’ 


and this knowledge, coupled with his 
convincing. arguments and shrewd 
tactics in discussions, gives him a 
distinct advantage over many as his 
colleagues. 

Mr. Murdock is a modest man. He 
shrinks from publicity. He would 


rather see himself attacked in print. 


than praised. He is a man of small 
stature with white hair, and his rec- 
reation consists chiefly in supervis- 
ing the work of his farm. at Larch- 
mont. 

Since the merger of the Keith-Al- 
- bee Circuit with Producers Distribut- 
ing Corporation he has made a study 
of pictures in very much the same 
way as in the past he made a study 
of vaudeville acts. He is ready to 
admit his limitations in discussing 
the technical details of film studio 
work, but there is an impressive 
soundness about his statements. — 

Prior to his being actively interest- 
ed in the making of pictures, during 
one of his journeys to Hollywood, 
when he visited all the studios, he 
witnessed the filming of a scene in 
which an actress walked down the 
full length of an imposing stairway. 
This setting had cost about $30,000 
and it was natural. that after the 
picture was assembled Mr. Murdock 
watched for the scené in which the 
expensive stairway figured. Eventu- 
ally it was flashed on the screen, and 
he noticed that instead of depicting 
the actress at the top of the stairs 
coming gradually toward the audi- 
ence the director had thought better 


of it and presented merely three} 


steps of the stairway. Hence Mr. 
Murdock concluded that all the other 
steps were so much waste. 

“People nowadays want to see an 
actress doing something that adds 
to the story,”” observed Mr. Murdock 
while discussing films the other day 
with some friends. ‘‘Costly settings 
are not always necessary, for specta- 
tors know from other productions 
how wealthv people live, or they 
think they do. Neither do the expen- 
sive stock companies help the mak- 
ing of motion pictures, for while a 
temperamental star may have a large 
following, if the story is weak, which 
may or may not be due to his or her 
insistence on some ideas, the au- 
diences are disappointed and they 
leave the theatre with the opinion 
that the star’s picture was very poor. 
The actor or actress thus suffers and 
so do the producers employing him or 
her. New faces have been introduced 
on the screen and they have met with 
enormous success. Why? Just be- 
cause the story was good and inci- 
dents were not. sacrificed for the 
vanity of the performer; the success 
of the picture meant the success of 
the player. 

*‘We all know that there are film 
actors and actresses who want to be 
directed by a particular director, and 
they also insist on choosing their 
story. They even go so far as to want 
to pick their leading man or woman, 
and, no matter what the story calls 
_for, they expect some situations ex- 
cluded and others, that have no part 
in the narrative, put in. These play- 
ers often threaten producers and 
cause a tremendous waste of money. 
They know the psychological mo- 
ment to bring up a complaint or 
show their’ temperament. I don’t 
think that tempérament should run 
any business. 

“Years ago it came to my attention 
(and I think the tendency still pre- 
vails) that some directors seemed to 
be more concerned about a pet scene 
than they were about the picture as 
a whole. A director may rave at the 
preview of a production, despite the 
fact that the film has evidently 
proved vastly entertaining to the au- 
dience, just because some trifling bit 
of cinematics has been snipped out 
by the cutter. I heard one man de- 
clare at one of these tryouts that his 
picture had been spoiled. He did not 
geem to give a rap whether or no it 
met with popular approval. It may 
often happen that some comic idea or 
an extraneous camera angle that does 
not help the flow of the. story is the 
cause of the fuss. I believe that the 
patrons» of. motion pictures want to 
see something’ that holds their atten- 
tion, and’ nowadays they are no 
longer: impressed by extravagant 
cabaret scenes or grandiose architec- 
tural effects. .When they come out of 
the theatre they don’t talk about the 
settings—they talk about the story, 
and it is either good, fair or bad. 

“Tf the! spectator, looks at a scene 
on the sereen, he is not particularly 
interested by the value of a staircase, 
but he does want to know what the 
woman is doing. He does not notice 
the expensive furniture, but he 
watches every movement of the vil- 
lain. 

“Inflated salaries of the performers 
of a stock company are a tremendous 
overhead in’ a studio, and some of 
the players are popular only because 
they have been handled by directors 
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of thése highly paid eo ‘were 
directed. by. aman who was not up 
to the mark, most of these actors 
and -actrésses,would find that their 
work suffered, Yet there are a num- 
ber of these performers who still 
cling to the belief that. the wheels 
won’t go around without them, that 
once they flare up production will 
come to a’ 
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i story ls told by the actors under 


the guidance of an intelligent ai-i 
rector.”’

The ‘Cancers of Three Men, Not Dakoow, 
In Tinpan Alley 


NE_of those peculiarly fortu- 
nate combinations. which bap- 
_pen but once in a blueimoon; 
if then, resulted .when three 
young men, all previously identified 
with the side stréets collectively 
known.’.as . Tinpan.. Alley, joined 
hands for the presumably laudable 
purpose of providing Broadway. with 
new shows and melodies.. Their 
names, in the order of incorporation, 
for incorporated they are as song 
publishers, are B. G. De Sylva, Lew 
Brown and Ray Henderson. At pres- 
ent they are drawing royalties from 
*‘Good News,’ at Chanin’s Forty- 
sixth Street Theatre;. ‘‘Manhattan 
Mary,’’ at the Apollo Theatre, and 
George White’s “‘Scandals’’ on tour— 
three shows that have a combined 
gross of about $120,000 a week. — 

This association took place just a 
year ago. Today their business en- 
terprise occupies most of a large 
building in Forty-ninth Street. Such 
song hits as ‘It All Depends 
on You,’ ‘‘Magnolia,’’ ‘“‘So Blue,’ 
*South Wind,’ ‘‘Here I Am Broken- 
Hearted’ and ‘‘Just a Memory’’ are 
theirs. 

Each of the combination is a sea- 
gsoned song writer in his own right, 
yet none.of the trio. is over 35 
years old, At present their .earn- 
ings are greater than those of any 
other song-writing team, the aggre- 
gate yearly income of -the three 
amounting to half a million dollars. 
Ray Henderson had the distincétion 
of reaching the age of 30 years a 
few months ago. B. G. De Sylva is 
all of 32,and Lew Brown, the grand- 
father of the trio, is 35.

B. G. De Sylva was born George 
Gard De Sylva in New York. It was 
when his friends began calling him 
Buddie, by which familiar name he 
is known on Broadway, that he de- 
cided to change his first initial. He 
was only 2 years old, when his par- 
ents took him to California, where 
the famed ozone so worked its won- 
ders that at the age of 4 he was 
something of an infant prodigy. He 
became known as Baby Gard and 
gang songs and gave imitations in 
Los Angeles playhouses. This talent 
had been partly inherited from his 
father, who was known as Hal De 
Forest and played some seasons in 
various theatrical productions, in- 
cluding ‘‘A Gentleman From Missis- 
sippi.’”?” When De Sylva reflects on 
what a nuisance he must have been 
as a baby prodigy he shudders a 
little. He is grateful now to his 
grandfather, who, coming of sterner 
stock, announced that stage ap- 
pearances were means of aiding the 
devil in his work, and sent: Baby 
Gard back to school. If that had not 
happened De Syiva might now be a 


four Hawaiians who composed an 
orchestra playing in the Hawaiian 
room of the Yernon Country Club, 
near Los Angeles. He played the uku- 
lele and sang with gusto—yes, sir— 
‘and he never had taken a lesson in’ 
his life. None of the other players 
was. Hawaiian either, but some of 
them had taken lessons. De Sylva 
began experimenting with composi- 
tions. He found that the ukulele lent 
itself easily to the fashioning of im- 
promptu songs. One he wrote was 
called “*’N Everything.” Al Jolson 
heard in on a trip to the Coast when 
he happened to drop in at the Ver- 
non Country Club. It was one of 
those fortunate happenings, Jolson 
liked the song so much that he 
bought it and sang it in ‘‘Sinbad.”’ 

This decided the aspiring com- 
poser’s career. He came East to 
hear his song and stayed. This was 
ten years ago, when he was 22 years 
old. In the following decade he es- 
tablished himself as one of the lead- 
ing song writers around town. Be- 
sides collaborating on productions 
like the ‘‘Follies of 1921,’’ ‘“‘La La 
Lucille,’ *“The Yankee Princess,’’ 
‘Sally,’ some of the Century Roof 
shows, “‘Orange Blossoms,’’ “Tell Me 
More,’’ “‘Sweet Little Devil,’”’ ‘‘Big 
Boy,” ‘‘Queen High,’’. ‘‘Manhattan 
Mary”’ and ‘‘Good News,’’ he wrote 
popular songs, The best known of 
these are ‘‘Avalon,” ‘“‘April Show- 
ers,’”’ ‘‘Just a Cottage Small by a 
Water Fall,’’ “Alabamy SBound,’’ 
“Memory Lane,” ‘‘Keep Smiling at 
Trouble,’ ‘“‘When Day Is Done’’ and 
“California, Here I Come.’”’ De Syl- 
va’s part in his firm is that of bal- 
ladist and writer of sophisticated 
songs, so called. To him also is left 
the. job of preparing the book of 
whatever production the three may 
be working on. 


Lew Brown, the “‘gag’”” man of the 
combination, was born in New 
Haven, but moved to New York 
when a child. He went to De Witt 
Clinton High School, and of all the 
subjects he studied there he was 
dumbest in music. However, he dis- 
played an aptitude for verse, which 
for a time decorated the school pub- 
lications. It was after a Summer 
session as a life guard in the Rock- 
aways that Brown decided to become 
a song writer, influenced to do this 
no doubt by the many couples spoon- 
ing, crooning underneath the June 
moon. Anyway, such rhymes came 
easy to him, and he was atill in his 
teens when he walked into Al Von 
Tilzer’s office with a pocketful of 
them. He got a job, and the first 
ditty he ever wrote was sung by 
Belle Baker. It was called ‘‘Please 
Don’t Take My Lovin’ Man Away.”

Ray Henderson, who is the com- 
poser of the combination, was born 
in Buffale. He went to the Univer- 
sity of Buffalo and studied music, 
paying special attention to piano, 
organ and counterpoint, On finish- 
ing his course, Henderson taught the 
piano te young Buffalonians, and 
played the organ in various churches. 
From these sedate occupations, he 
switched suddenly to a jazz band 
which performed for local balls. and 
parties. The organization, winning 
approbation, decided to branch out, 
and. Henderson found himself work- 
ing on street corners, for charity 
bazaars, and then in a whirling suc- 
cession of one-night stands. 

He came to New York to seek his 
fortune about eight years ago. His 
first job was with Leo Feist, Inc., 
music publishers, as pianist. It was 
his duty’ to play over the Feist.songs 
for vaudeville and cabaret singers 
who never wanted to go wrong. 
Meanwhile he tried to compose tunes 
of his own, an occupation which so 
fascinated him that it interfered with 
his regular work. As a result, he 
was fired. He next went with Fred 
Fisher, also a music publisher. Here, 
too, he was a lowly pianist. But one 
day the arranger and. orchestrater 
for the firm was discharged, and it 
was up to Henderson to do his work. 
The latter didn’t know a thing about 
orchestrating but, believe it or not, 
he studied. through the entire night a 
German book on that art, and the 
next day was able to turn out a 
passable job in arranging a’score, 

It was while he was working for 

T. B. Harms that his first song, 
‘‘Humming,” was published. Then 
came ‘‘Georgette,” ‘‘That Old Gang 
of Mine,’’ ‘‘Follow the Swallow,’’ 
‘‘Why Did I Kiss That Girl,” ‘‘Ala- 
bamy Bound,” “‘Bye, Bye Blackbird”’ 
and others, His first show was the 
“‘Scandals of 1925."" Then he did the 
next year’s “Scandals,”’ ‘‘Good News”’ 
and ‘‘Manhattan Mary.’’ 
Perhaps the outstanding thing 
about the De Sylva-Brown-Henderson 
combination is that they are the only 
song writers, with the inevitable ex- 
ception of Irving Berlin, who do both 
musical productions and popular 
songs with equal facility. Also, each 
knows enough about the music. end 
of song writing to suggest tunes and 
enough about the rhyming end to 
suggest lyrics. Though each has a 
definite part in writing—the book and 
lyrics for De Sylva, the “‘gags’”’ and 
comic song for Brown, and the com- 
position for Henderson—they work to- 
gether as an entity.

LONDON TURNS TO FOREIGN MATTERS 





Lonpon, Oct. 6. 

HERE have been two events 
| of some importance and prom- 

ise since last I wrote. The 

first is the appearance of 
Edith Evans for the first time as 
actor-manageress. She is in joint 
control, with Leon M. Lion, of 
Wyndham’s Theatre, and will there- 
fore exercise a powerful influence on 
the choice of plays to be produced 
there. This is a good omen, for she 
is one of the finest of our comedy 
actresses. She has a high reputation 
and will not, it may be presumed, 
endanger it by appearing in pieces 
of no value. The second event of 
which it is reasonable to have high 
hopes is the opening at the Court 
Theatre of an international season 
under the direction of Komisarjey- 
sky. 

Miss Evans’s first choice is ‘“The 
Lady-in-Law,” an adaptation by 
Bertha Murrey from the French of 
Georges Berr and Louis Verneuil. 

- Jt is the tale of a brilliantly success- 
ful woman barrister, Maitre Bolbec, 
and of her husband, Edmond, whom 
her professional] activities cause her 
to neglect. She is so occupied by her 
‘work that she has no time to spare for 
the unhappy man. She is so absorbed 
in her clients that she is scarcely 
aware of his distress, Very well, says 
he, if I can’t get a moment alone 
with her. by any other means, I my- 
self will. be a client, and we see him 
appear from her waiting room, and 
take his place in the clients’ chair, 
and put the customary fee on the 
table, and so.at last obtain an inter- 
view with his own wife. 

At last she is brought to under- 
stand his position.and consults an- 
other busy professional woman, a 
doctor, on the subject. What does 
one do to keep ‘an unoccupied 
husband amused? Well, says the 
doctor, ff .you want to carry on 
your own work undisturbed and have 
no time to amuse him yourself, you 
had better allow some other. lady 
to pass: away his idle hours. Maitre 
Bolbec agsents. She agrees in theory, 
but when she finds that Edmond has 
taken Cécile, one of ber own clients, 
to be His mistress, her theories are 
co: in feminine jealousy, and 
go his way. Maitre Bol- 
bec once more his own be- 

_ Joved’ Colette. She puts aside her 

cap aud (gown, abandons her prac- 


tice and, to his infinite joy, becomes 
a woman again, But his joy is short- 
lived. As a barrister she was safe; 
as a woman she is dangerous. As a 
barrister she took no notice what- 
ever of the fantastic adoration of her 
little secretary, Valentin; as a wo- 
man who is seeking now not work 
but amusement she sees Valentin 
with different eyes. The last state 
of her husband is worse than the 
first. With elaborate ingenuity 
and a fina] sigh of relief, he lures 
her back into professional life again. 

The play is treated throughout as 
farcical comedy, and it would there- 
fore be unreasonable to object to its 
improbabilities. Whether Maitre Bol- 
bec or Edmond .or Valentin would 
have behaved as they appear to be- 
have matters. not at all; the piece 
stends or falls by their power to 
entertain. So considered, the piece 
is a success, not because it is dis- 
tinguished by wit or remarkable 
originality, but because it gives a 
wide range of frivolous opportunity 
to an. exceptionally brilliant cast. I 
do not remember. having seen a po- 
lite, cynical Frenchman better rep- 
resented outside ‘France. Frederick 
Leister “decorated Edmond’s vanity 
and discomfiture with a thousand 
worldly ingenuities. Edith Evans 
herself brilliantly mingled the gayety 
and mock solemnity of Maitre Bol- 
bec.

George Hayes’s portrait of 
the mad and brutal emperor is a 
brilliant one, and Charles Laughton’s 
study of the unscrupulous determina- 
tion and cynical strength of the will 
of Count Pahlen is even more im- 
pressive. 

For all that the play as a whole 
is a disappointment. Why? Because 
it is a ‘“‘description,” and you never 
cease to be aware of this. A hun- 
dred fragments of history are in- 
geniously woven into the story, and 
the scene of the murder itself is an 
admirably contrived piece of melo- 
drama. But you do not live in the 
characters. You watch them from 
the outside. You observe the terrors 
of the Czar, but are not compelled 
to share them. What the play lacks 
—and this is surprising in a Russian 
—is imaginative depth.

~Murray’s New One-Acter 


_ DuBLIN, Oct, 4. 

T was like old times last night 

at the Abbey when T. C.. Mur. 

ray’s one-act idyll; ‘“‘The Pipe 

in the Fields,’ received its pre- 
mitre, Long before 8 o'clock every 
seat in the house had jts occu- 
pant, and the more than capacity 
audience sat in hushed ‘expectancy 
several minutes before the curtain 
went up. There were a few late- 
comers and these walked into an at- 
mosphere which they hesitated to 
disturb. They treaded softly and took 
their places against walls. Once dur- 
ing the progress of the play, some- 
body felt urged to applaud only to 
be instantly checked by an audience 
bent on hearing every word that 
came across the footlights. These 
facts would seem to indicate that T. 
C. Murray. has at last really come 
into his own and, although his latest 
contribution to Irish dramatic litera- 
ture takes the short form, no native 
author has,‘n recent years, received 
such an ovation as the one which 
greeted Murray when his tall, slight- 
ly bent figure appeared on the stage 
in response to the hundred voices 
calling for “‘Author.”* So captivating 
is his dainty little play that, when 
the curtain fell, the house remained 
under its spell for quite an appre- 
ciable length of time and then burst 
into a mighty roar of approbation. 
Later in the lobby, those who know 
the Abbey since its first opening were 
enthusiastic in declaring that play- 
wright, play and audience recalled 
those former days’ when the Irish 
dramatic renaissance wag still young 
and Irish authors were winning their 
spurs.

The story of “The. Pipe in the 
Fields” is that of Peter Keville, a 
young peasant, once a happy, care- 
free plowboy, who has recently come 
into the possession of a fife bought 
from a traveling musician for 
“a, fistful of silver,”” As @ result, he 
has become dreamy and detached. 
He has visions and sees beauty where 
none exisited before for him. He 
carries out his duties ag usual but 
even as he works there is a strange 
air about him. When evening 
comes, he scarcely touches food so 
impatient is he to go out into the 
woods, where, night after night, 
until long after everybody has gone 
to bed, he makes wonderful music on 
his fife. It has become the talk of 
the neighborhood and the people, 
not knowing who the musician is, 
begin to regard it as supernatural 
boding ill to somebody. Peter's 
parents, alarmed at the change in 
their boy and fearful of his going 
insane, conceal their trouble from 
the neighbors and send for Father 
Moore. They tell their story to the 
priest, who becomes, in his turn, 
troubled. He questions Peter, who, 
in his naiveté, says that he is 
inspired as he had never. learned to 
play the fife. To convince Father 
Moore, he plays. The priest, aston- 
ished and impressed, realizes that 
the boy has a natural talent for 
music and that, through the fife, he 
gives expression to the spiritual 
that. is in him. He counsels the 
parents not to be alarmed and to let 
things be. 

For the purpose of further investi- 
gation, he invites Peter to see him 
home, Peter goes but leaves the fife 
behind. The parents resolve to burn 
the instrument and therby put an 
end to the whole thing. At the criti- 
cal moment, they lose courage and 
remember the priest’s warning. De- 
termined upon experiment, they burn 
instead an old round ruler; Peter, 
missing his fife, comes back to look 
for it.- He is told that it had acci- 
dentally fallen into the fire. Seeing 
the red skeleton of the ruler in the 
flames, Peter’s shock is overwhelm- 
ing. Presently, the priest, wonder- 
ing at the delay in Peter's rejoining 
him, returns and is confronted by 
tragedy. Peter, brokenly tells him 
what has happened, and the kindly 
old man turns in anger on the par- 
ents. The truth is whispered to him 
and he restores the fife to the suffer- 
ing boy. Peter, in an ecatasy of joy, 
goes out into the fields and, in a 
moment or so, the curtain slips gent- 
ly down on the three’old people list- 
ening spellbound to the enchanting 
music that floats in on the moon- 
light, while the audience, completely 
carried away, sits breathless.

This time, however, it is the struggle 
of the spiritual to survive the on- 
slaught of ignorance, and, because it 
is the spiritual that is at stake, vic- 
tory lies with the boy through spirit- 
ual agencies. At last Murray shows 
youth triumphant. Is there-a mes- 
sage-in it for Irish youth? Has Mur- 
ray, deapite his detached outlook and 
his’ aloofness from everything that 
savors of the untoward, been uncon- 
sciously impressed by the wave of 
devastating materialism which is 
even now sweeping over Ireland and 
robbing ‘its. youth of the charm and 
naiveté that once were their herit- 
age? Is he endeavoring to convey 
that Ireland must go back to the 
spiritual if:she is to find her proper 
place in the universal scheme of 
things? There is an old theory that 
Ireland: has. been destined to be for 
all time the spiritual leader of the 
world. In recent years, Ireland made 
discoveries that appalled her and 
suggested that, after all, she was no 
better, if she was no worse, than any 
other country and that her sons, too, 
were capable of deeds that seared the 
soul, The thought borders on for- 
bidden ground and ‘may not be here 
elaborated as it would but lead to 
controversy. 

But at least it brings us back to 
the play in that it suggests the con- 
taining in the weird Celtic tempera- 
ment, which”so baffles even those 
who: possess it, of that something 
which is stronger than evil and, en- 
couarged, is conducive to good. And 
now I am moralizing, but, even so, 
Tam still within the sphere of ‘The 
Pipe. in the Fields’’ which is in itself 
@ morality play in a modern setting. 
It works its way around impending 
doom. It has a happy ending unlike 
any other Abbey play that toys with 
tragedy. It isa play of youth, joyous 
and sad, like youth itself. It is the 
play of a boy and it was inspired by 
a little lad who begged bis urcle “to 
write a play with a very happy end- 
ing.” It is Murray himself, the boy 
in him who refuses to grow up and 
delights in the things that delight 
a boy.

MORE OR LESS IN THE LIMELIGHT 





OLAND PERTWEE and Har- 
old Dearden, authors of ‘‘In- 
terference,’’ the American pro- 
duction of which opened last 

Tuesday night at the Empire The- 
atre, have half a dozen achievements 
to their credit besides the writing of 
successful plays. Both are compara- 
tively young men. 

Pertwee’s first ambition, it seems, 
was to be an artist. At 16 he had 
won a scholarship in the Royal 
Academy Schoo] and. was studying 
under the Jate John Singer Sargent. 
At 17 he had a picture exhibited at 
the Royal Academy. But, like others; 
he found it impossible to live on 


glory, so he took up acting. This was/ 


an occupation which, apart from re- 
hearsais and matinees, would leave 
him free in the daytime for paint- 
ing. 

He was an actor when, at the out- 
break of the World War, he joined 
the British forces, serving in France 
as a captain of artillery. During the 
war he found time to indulge a grow- 
ing inclination to write. Early in his 
career as a writer he sold a short 
story to The Saturday Evening Post, 
to which he has been a frequent con- 
tributor ever since. Besides short 
stories and essays, he has turned out 
several novels, the most recent of 
which, ‘“‘Gentlemen March,” . was 
published serially in The Chicago 
Tribune Magazine and in book form 
by the Houghton Mifflin Company of 
Boston. 

In the meanwhile, with the war 
ended, Pertwee had taken up play- 
writing. He has four full-length plays 
to his credit and several] one-acters. 
“Out to Win,’? which was not seen 
in America, was his chief success 
in England prior to ‘‘Interference.” 

Before that he wrote a very serious 
drama entitled ‘I Serve,” which 
moved the London critics to columns 
of praise. But on the second night 
the receipts were exactly £6, which 
was in those days considerably less 
than $30. 

“Interference” is really. his first 
play to be done in America. ‘The 
Creaking Chair,’ which was on view 
for a while at the Lyceum two sea- 
sons back, is sometimes held against 
him, but he really was only its doc- 
tor, having been called in at the 
eleventh hour to revise the work of 
others. Apparently the call came 
too late. 

The career of Harold Dearden. has 
been even more varied, While at 
Cambridge Dearden studied medi- 
cine. After some time at London 
Hospital he became a general prac- 
titioner, with leanings toward spe- 
clalization in psychiatry. - 
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At the outbreak of the World War 
he entered the Royal Army Medical 
Corps. He served with the Grena- 
dier Guards, was in action many 
times and was twice wounded. * 

Dearden is a man with a penchant 
for tearing up his life and making a 
fresh start whenever the notion 
seizes him. It has upon several oc- 
easions. After the war he was sur- 
feited with the sight of human suf- 
fering. He could not return to the 
practice of medicine, so he adven- 
tured in business with considerable 
Success. He became interested in 
the’glass trade, came to America and 
put over a contract. At present he 
is a director of one of the largest cot- 
ton mills in England. He has also 
returned to the practice of medicine, 
and is a succesful Mayfair psycholo- 
gist with a large and fashionable 
clientele. Between times Dearden 
has also found occasion to write. 
Hig best-known work is ‘‘The Science 
of Happiness,’”’ a popular book on 
practical psychology. He conducts a 
weekly column of Health Hints and 
he helps Pertwee write plays. 

Both men are members of the Gar- 
rick Club. It was there that Dearden 
told Pertwee of an extraordinary 
case he had run across in his medi- 
eal practice, This incident, greatly 
altered to fit the exigencies of popu- 
lar drama, served as the genesis of 
‘Interference.’” Having made a suc- 
cess of their first collaboration, they 
decided to try again and are now 
working on a second play. Dearden 
is in London, but Pertwee came to 
New York to attend the American 
premiére of his melodrama. 


The Mother in “Four Walls.’’ 

NE of the reasons for the con-

stories have been filmed and thou- 
sands will be. All this contributes to 
the expansion of the public intellect 
a@s far as literature is concerned. 

Perhaps the original works are 
greatly altered in cases, changes 
necessitated by various factors. But 
this does not deter the public from 
buying the books, according to the 
observers. 

Motion pictures are drawing all the 
other story arts into closer relation- 
ship. The best plays of the stage are 
being defined on celluloid more and 
more, which means that thousands 
of persons who would otherwise 
never see great plays that are shown 
in metropolitan centres have an op- 
portunity of acquainting themselves 
with this recreative culture by pay- 
ing a moderate price at the village 
picture theatre. 

And I need not mention that the 
world today knows more of the ro- 
mantic history of the ages as the re- 
sult of films than ever was learned 
by perusing the dry and musty ac- 
counts of historians. 

It is a regal fare that is being of- 
fered today, comprising the choicest 
bits of fiction, new and old, drama 
and. history, all made palatable by 
artists who fifteen or twenty years 
ago began with a course in throwing 
custard pies! 


Baron Arpad de Paszthory, the 
Hungarian portrait painter, was the 
guest of Douglas Fairbanks at his 
Hollywood .studio lately and wit- 
messed the screening of a scene in 
his forthcoming picture. In this new 
picture Doug impersonates a Gaucho 
bandit chief of the pampas of the 
Argentine.

SHADOWS OF PAST WEEK 





Film Version of “East Side, West Side” 
Weakened by Exaggerations 


By MORDAUNT HALL, 


OSSIBLY the best of the cine- 

matic contributions last week 

was Allan Dwan’s picturization 

of Felix Riesenberg’s novel, 
“East Side, West Side,’? which was 
on exhibition at the Roxy Theatre. 
This film is filled with action (of 
that there is no doubt), but not a 
few of the incidents are topped off 
with exaggerated movie ideas, the 
sort of thing that can be pardoned 
so long as one looks upon the pic- 
ture in about the same mood as one 
would a film conception of an old 
melodrama like ‘‘The Lights of Lon- 
don.’’ This current offering is never 
tedious, and judging by the conduct 
of a number of people in the audience 
it had its stirring effects. 

When Becka wears a night club 
costume it is a dazzling affair. When 
a daughter of society takes to a life- 
boat she does so in a décolleté gown, 
and when John Breen (George 
O’Brien) seeks solace in alcoholic 
beverages at some obscure saloon, 
he dresses for the occasion. One 
might overlook his white tie and top 
hat, but it is going a little too far 
when Mr. Dwan permits Mr. O’Brien 
to appear with a white carnation in 
the lapel of his coat and wearing 
white gloves. 

It is a pity that Mr. Dwan did not 
continue his scenes with the same 
restraint with which he started some 
of them, for not a little of the work 
on this production is excellent, and 
Mr. Dwan is to be congratulated on 
the really fine acting he has obtained 
from Virginia Valli and Mr. O’Brien. 
Miss Valli is. charming and natural 
in most of her scenes, and even 
where she has been asked to do 
something that seems a little arti- 
ficial, she does not lose control of 
her conception of the character. 

In picturing a descent into the sub- 
way in course of construction, Mr. 
Dwan does remarkably well; in fact, 
he portrays a really artistic episode. 
The silhouetted figures of the men 
are perceived going slowly from the 
sunlight to the electric-lighted un- 
derground area. A beam of sunlight 
follows them as the elevator sinks 
slowly into the depths. -Afterward 
Mr. Dwan shows the wealthy men 
driving up to the elevator and being 
taken down into the excavation in a 
glistening car, a tactless, if not im- 
probable, action. 

An interesting chapter in this 
photoplay is where a giant steam- 
ship founders after crashing into an 
iceberg. This sequence is touched 
up with genuine skill; there are the 
passengers unaware of the approach- 
ing disaster and then the shock is 
depicted when the vessel] tears into 
the mass of ice, Then there is the 
rush for the lifeboats; officers ready 
with pistols and signs of ‘‘Women 
and children first.’’ Yea see the 
coward who slinks under the seat 
of a lifeboat, and then you see John 
Breen’s father leaning over the rail 
just before the ship goes down. This 
is all filmed with the splicing in of 
cleverly pictured miniature effects, 
but it does not alter the fact that 
it is very impressive. 

The prizefight incidents are cred- 
itably photographed, but here again 
Mr. Dwan manifests his weakness 
for extravaganzas, The comedy up 
to a certain point is fair, and then 
Mr. Dwan appears to think that a 
few more feet of it would not be 
amiss. Sometimes the efforts of this 
director are as if a writer were to 
write quite a neat paragraph and 
then, after deciding that it was 
rather good, he had it printed in 
bold-face type to follow the same 
paragraph in ordinary type. Mr. 
Dwan. appears to forget that it is 
the repetitions, the. accentuations 
and so-called punches on the screen 
that .cause inattention. A really 
strong story is strong because it is 
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told simply, reflecting easily and 
naturally what happens. The fan- 
fares and boomings at the end of 
some of Mr. Dwan’s chapters check 
the interest in the narrative instead 
of adding to the excitement.

Fred Thomson. 

T truly remarkable young 
man Fred Thomson is to be 
seen in film called ‘‘Jesse 

James”’ at the Rialto Theatre. This 
picture, which was presented for the 
first time last week, is a Hollywood 
conception of the outlaw of far-flung 
fame, despite the fact that the film 
is said to have been supervised by 
Jesse James’s. nephew. The. chief 
point of interest of this picture is 
not the character of the fearless 
marauder, but the presence in the 
film of Fred Thomson, whose own 
story might prove even more inter- 
esting than that of Jesse James, for 
Mr. Thomson was one of America’s 
crack athletes and a young man 
who took up acting before the 
camera because he wanted to do 
something that he considered would 
benefit youthful minds. He went 
over to France with the American 
Expeditionary Forces as a chaplain, 
but eventually, through assiduous 
study, he became a gunnery expert. 
Although ‘‘‘Jesse James”’ is only the 
second picture in which Mr. Thom- 
son has been seen ‘on Broadway, his 
pictoria] entertainments have proved 
immensely successful throughout the 
country, so much so that he is con- 
sidered in his line second only to the 
redoubtable Tom Mix. Mr. Thomson's 
wife is Frances Marion, the scenario 
writer, who is credited with having 
made something like $250,000 in a 
year. 

jir. Thomson has a pleasing per- 
sonality. He compels interest in his 
actions and even though his activi- 
ties in ‘‘Jesse James’’ are frequently 
acrobatic (something that seems 
second nature to Mr. Thomson but 
feats which probably could never 
have been. performed by.. Jesse 
James), one is entertained by his 
performance and never bored or 
annoyed. Facts and fiction are en- 
twined in. this production, wherein 
Jesse James is first depicted as one 
of Quantrell’s men going into a lake 
to bathe. In the water are two girls, 
one of whom is the heroine, Zerelda 
Mimms. These young ladies, al- 
though attired in strictly nven- 
tional bathing ‘costumes of the 
period, are much perturbed-at seeing 
Jesse James. 

In this* pictorial] story the reason 
for Jesse James becoming a train 
and ‘stage-coach robber is because he 
discovers after the’ Civil War that 
his mother -has lost her .hand 
through the explosion of a shell. 

James is convicted: of an attack 
on Frederick Mimms, but, in true 
Tom Mix form, ‘Jesse James, after 
saying a few reassuring words to 
hi‘ mother. in: the ‘court. room, 
plunges through a. window, leaps 
over a fence and onto the back of 
his faithful white horse. 

Jesse ‘James has several] other ad- 
ventures equally exciting and equally 
impossible. He is a volunteer who 
succeeds in getting through the 
Northern lines for the purpose of 
geinin’; information as to the move- 
ments of a certain General’s troops. 
He is supposed* to overhear: the 
General calling for the map-sergeant 
and as luck will >have it this non- 
commissioned officer has to pass 
along a path near to where Jesse 
James is concealed. James darts 
out, gets the man. by. the. throat, 
takes the. .oan’s uniform and puts 
it on himself, trusses his victim (it 
is .presumed) and then dares .to 
ap,ear before the Northern General 
as th. map-sergeafit, Of course he 
gets the information and, ongg more, 
While doing .s0,,he, is, broyght, tacq 
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to face with the dainty Zerelda, who 
does not betray him despite. the fact 
that she. realizes that he is.a spy. 
Soon the real map-sergeant appears 
in the room and in the “commotion 
Jesse James clambers up the chim- 
ney, and when he reaches the top he 
drops down his ‘Northern tunic and 
two stunned countenances are sud- 
denly perceived to be as black as Al 
Jolson’s. when he is singing 
.‘Mammy,.”’ 

This fictional Jesse James is always 
startling or at least ‘surprising his 
men. On one occasion in the course 
of this romantic conception of the 
outlaw James asks for a sheep. 
Wonder is expressed by the men as 
to why Jesse wants a sheep. No- 
body would ever have guessed what 
Jesse wanted to do with the animal, 
and it is astonishing, not only to 
Jesse James’s band but also to the 
spectators in the theatre, when 
James cuts some of the wool off the 
animal’s back and proceeds to fash- 
ion a wig, mustache and goatee 
with which to disguise himself so 
that he can go to a picnic at which 
the fair Zerelda is to be present. 

Of.such incidents is! this highly col- 
ored portrait of Jesse James made.

The Smiling Comedian. 


EORGE BANCROFT, who first 
(FJ appeared as a smiling villain in 

James Cruze’s worthy picture, 
“The Pony Express,’’’ and: who re- 
cently was perceived as that steel- 
hearted crook, Bull-Weed, in ‘‘Un- 
derworld,’”’ last week was seen in a 
more or less comic contraption, her- 
alded as ‘‘Tell It to Sweeney.” This 
new offering is pretty: much the type 
of fun that is just a bit above the 
custard-pie affairs, largely because 
they don’t use any pies as. missiles. 
The feverish fun in this film comes 
chiefly through the antics of Mr. 
Bancroft and Chester Conklin when 
these two try to catch up with their 
locomotive. They had fallen off, but 
such a little thing as a spill from a 
train while itis going fifty.or sixty 
miles.an hour is not to be considered 
anythin more than a laugh to Mr. 
Bancroft and only a little puzzling 
to Mr. Conklin. 

This couple is..indomitable.. They 
never know. when they are beaten, 
and at the end of the story it is 
‘Cannon Ball”’ Casey (Mr. Bancroft) 
and Luke Beamish: (Mr. Conklin) 
who emerge as victors despite all 
the annoying incidents. 

It is often a very silly . piece of 
work, this comedy, although here and 
there Mr Conklin manages to slide 
in some: of his genuine fun,. not for 
long, just for a second or two.. On 
other occasions Mr. Conklin. does 
very much as he used to do when he 
first worked under Mack Sennett’s 
banner. 

Mr. Bancroft is always a con- 
scientious actor, but it is doubtful 
whether his laugh and his smile are 
as well suited to levity as to villainy.

The ‘‘shots"’ of.a beautiful country 
club and a wonderfully well-kept golf 
course are most pleasing. But the 
director, Edward Sedgwick, seems to

John Bull Has High 


Hopes for His New 


Pictures—Some. War Films

LONDON. 
OLLYWOOD will have to.look 
to its\Iaurels, even though its 
dollars may not yet be in jeop- 
ardy. Less than a year ago 
British. cinematography was in the 
doldrums—now it is convinced that 
not only has it found salvation but 
has set its feet firmly upon the broad 
highroad that leads to the high places 
of artistic achievement and, eventu- 
ally, of financial emolument. On all 
sides there is jubilation over what is 
called the revival, or the: renaissance, 
of the British cinema, America, ‘ac- 
cording to the theories oné hears pro- 
pounded by the protagonists of this 
revival, ‘the leaders of this renais- 
sance, took the wrong turning. Hol- 
lywood made art subsérvient to busi- 
ness, put the. Immediate returns of 
the box office .ahead of the artistic 
and moral and spiritual satisfactions, 
which ‘alone ‘can provide a ‘solid 
foundation upon which to build up 
an enduring structure of successful 
endeavor. Cinematography was the 
tenth muse, and, like all her nine 
sisters, had to be cultivated in a de- 
vout and humble spirit. Art is long 
and Hollywood, like time, is fleeting. 
That, at any rate, is the idea which 
seems to be ruling in the minds of 
the leading sxritish producers. It 
has received ‘considerable encourage- 
ment recently from ‘the acclaim with 
which ‘some half dozen new films 
have been received by a discriminat- 
ing public. Speaking generally, 
America. productions have not found 
great favor in England. ‘They have 
been ' popular enough in the ‘sense 
that they have attracted the multi- 
tude. . Exception must of course be 
made of some of the better class of 
American films. The phenomenal run’ 
of “Ben-Hur,” for instance, is proof 
sufficient:that a good film will draw; 
whatever be its country of origin. 
Art knows no frontiers, and the 
British  cinema-going public has 
shown no xenophobia. America, how- 
ever, has not been judged by its 
best, but, if anything, by its worst. 
Tl. opposition to transatlantic pro- 
ductions which showed itself during 
the debates in Parliament some 
months ago was chiefly based on 
that fact. :The proposals which the 
Government has under consideration 
have for their object .he Jegitimate 
safeguarding o: an industry, and do 
no* derive their force from any sort 
of nationalistic psychology so> much 
as from th~ profound conviction that 
certain methods of ‘busiriess” pene- 
tration call .for legislative ‘action: 
There is-no need to: go into: the pros 
and cons of the argument: here.” Ih. 
fact, the British cinema industry, or 
trade—in the strict sense: of the 
terms. industry and trade—is ‘so di- 
vider in its views that it would® be 
difficult to summarize briefly the 
main lines of the argument.

It also appears, in 
the same reply, that ‘‘eomposers may 
elect to use the sketches which Schu- 
bert himself wrote for a third move- 
ment of the B minor [Unfinished] 
symphony,” consisting of 1380 bars, 
including a trio, whith have been 
published and made available to all 
contestarits. An international jury 
of eleven has agreed to judge this 
contest, of which the prize moneys, 
totaling $20,000, will be awarded the 
successful contestants. The Centen- 
nial Committee, through ite director, 
Frederick Sard, also emphasized the 
reputations of the musicians of many 
countries who had consented to coop- 
erate in its work, as ‘‘a refutation of

HE Scala repertory is now 

practically  comiplete. bd iy st.) 

.Management is only waiting 

for the closing of ‘contracts 
with certain artists to make its 
customary formal annual. announce- 
ment. Information additional to that 
already published .apropos of the 
veason is that Giordano’s one-act 
fable, ‘Il. Re’ (The King), about 
the inclusion of which there was 
some uncertainty, will surely be 
produced this year and that among 
the revivals there will be ‘‘Le Nozze 
di Figaro’ (almost :. novelty for the 
local younger generation, as the last 
Scala production was in 1905). 
Toscanini will preside at the prem‘ére 
of Giordano’s work, as also of 
Pizgetti's mystic legend (‘Fra Ghe- 
rardo”’), while Richard Strauss will 
conduct the Mozart opera, in addi- 
tion to his ‘‘Rosenkavalier,’’ his 
“Salomé"”” and the ‘‘Legetid ~ of 
Joseph."’ A new feature of this 
year’s program is that 4 number of 
standard repertory works (‘‘Aida,’’ 
“Carmen,’”’ Bohéme,”’ ‘‘Butterfly,’’ 
“Andrea Chenier,” &c:), heard 
rather too frequently in recent sea- 
sons, will go under temporary eclipse, 
to give the turn to somewhat less 
hackneyed ones, such as ‘‘Manon 
Lescaut,’’ ‘‘Mefistofele,’’ ‘‘Meister- 
singeg,” ‘Louise,’ “Orfeo,” . the 
above-mentioned Strauss scores, 
“Ballo in Maschera,” ‘‘Don Carlos’’ 
and “Otello.”

listed, and the complete cycle of the 
Niebéelungen Ring, which will again 
be presented three times by Panizza.

(As is well Khown; Toscatini will not 
accompany for any one.) For the 
Spring cycle of six concerts to be 
given in June at the close of the 
opera season, Pablo Casals will ap- 
pear as soloist and as conductor in 
a piano concerto featuring Miecio 
Horszowsky. No further information 
concerning the concérts. is. available 
at this time, except that negotiations 
are in progress with Frits Reiner 
for a reengagement, and with the 
Singakademie, of Berlin for the per- 
formance of Bach’s B minor Mass 
and other choral works new to 
Milan. 


The season at the Teatro Comunale 
of Bologna will comprise the follow- 
ing six operas: ‘"Turandot,’’ ‘‘Con- 
chita’’ (both new to Bologna), “Sa- 
lomé,"” ‘““Isabeau,’’ ‘‘Mefistofele’’ 
and “Boris.”

No ad- 
mission fee is evér charged; for 
three days the new comipositions aré 
performed and discussed before ari 
invited audience. Then prizes are 
awarded, and the prize-winning 
works take flight into wider pub- 
licity and wider popular attention. 

“Lately the festivals have beech 
transplanted from the Berkshires to 
Washington. More-than that, Mrs. 
Coolidge is having the works of her 
prize-winners brought to the capitals 
of Europe, where they have béén per- 
formed in the ‘tiost praiseworthy 
manner. 

“And since in our own Germany 
we have no Maecenas like Mrs. Cool- 
idge, no one who assists at the birth 
of new music, we have to thank this 
woman for the first interesting con- 
cert of our musical season in Berlin.

Bach and Cestral Uganda in Af- 
rica seem incongruous enough.

M. Duncan, writing in The Musical 
Times of London, describes a uhigne 
musical festival whieh took place 
last June in the Namirembe Cathe- 
dral, with native performers cele- 
brating the fiftieth anniversary of 
thé white man’s arrival among them.

Naturally, this aptitude has been 
most highly developed’ where. the 
natives have longest ¢xpérienced 
the stimulus of Européan editicaticon— 
that ts, in the Sotithern States of 
American and the West Coast’ of 
Africa. But in Central Africa, which 
has been more recently opened up, 
there is evidérice that thé same apti- 
tude is not wanting; and the Ba- 
ganda ih particular have shown & re- 
markable appetite for such European 
music as Has ‘come their way, 

“From the first it has been the pol- 
icy of the Church Missionary Society 
in Uganda to teach its converts Eng- 
lish tures. If folksong enthusiasts 
shake their hedds, and ask why Afri-

ble of evolution. Such of it as I have 
Heard reminds me of what English 
infant schools sang in the days of 
one’s childhood, Moreover, the na- 
tives theniselves so definitely pre- 
fer harmoniums, planofortes, gramo- 
phonies and part-songs to thelr own 
traditions, and are so determined to 
get what they watt, that it seems 
more in at¢ordante with the princt- 
ples of education to encotirage them 
along the road they wish to pursué 
than to try to restrict them: to a path 
which they find too narrow.’

This twenty-sixth annual exhibition 
at the Garnégie Institute also helps 
us to place our ap by 
giving us not On€ alone, but three, 
four or five opportunities to get at 
the point of wiéw of each exhibitor. 
In .the American ‘section, as “else- 
where, these individual. points of 
view detach themselves only after 
some characteristic held in common 
has made its impression. The char- 
acteristic in our section is, neatness 
of ‘execution, ‘a conscientious tying 
of knots and trimming of rough 
"edges and filling in of corners, that 

give the section as a whole the look 
of being ready for a party. It is. 
not quite an attractive characteristic 
and it reveals the evil side of the ex- 
thibition habit. As though a_ sensi-' 
tive personal piece of art could be. 
completely itself in such a state of 
publicity! 
’ From this general impression of 
preparedness John Sloan’s pictures 
emerge ‘pleasantly castial.' His anec- 
dotes of the city, its streets and tav- 
erns’and people, are filled with’ the 
charm of the: natural, and the strong 
tang of commonness is undiluted by 
technical delicacy. No grim realist 
but with a rather grim distaste for 
preciosity, Jahn Sloan strells about 
his city, fixing his gaze determinedly 
upon its: most informal aspects, and 
his manner and his methods in 
painting are suited with. extraordi- 
nary precision to this mood of in- 
formality. 

Identical With Natural World. 

Charles Burchfield has been men- 
tioned as our most conspicuous real- 
ist and especially as a grim one. 
Looking not upon his paintings, but 
upon his subject-matter, we are all 
agreed in finding it the most depress- 
ing, the most miserable, in America. 
The hideous architecture of mean 
streets in mean towns lives before 
us in his work, and his descriptions 
of it are without compromise or 
malice. Definite about his localities, 
he-spends upon them an attention 
equal to that paid by Balzac to the 
provincial dwellings of his amazing 
novels. But Burchfield’s great virtue 
has been his intelligence in identify- 
ing himself, not with these wretched 
mockeries of architecture, but with 
the natural world in which they are 
set, caressing them when the sun 
caresses, uniting with the darkness 
of November to threaten and scourge 
them; letting them exist to be played 
upon by sun and darkness, wrecked 
by wind, tortured by decay. 

In this exhibition his ‘‘Mellow Au- 
tumn Afternoon” is built around a 
hateful little wooden structure that 
glows sweetly and warmly in the 
beautiful light, pictorially a home for 
the spirit if in no other sense a 
honie. Another of his pictures, ‘“The 
House of Mystery,’ reveals his ten- 
dency to become for occasion an 
out-and-out romantic as only an out- 
and-out “‘realist’”’ can be this. Here 
the house itself is the great figure, 
it has come alive for him and plays 
a dramatic part with much authority 
and humor. Its face is pallid. Its 
windows are eyes’ with eyebrows 
raised to. a point, window frames 
twisted. Angles of dark jut-fiercely 
into the areas of light. A fragment 
of ornament climbs Jike a lizard up 
the side wall. A red light burns 
through the shadow of the portiéo. 
A path flows from the doorway 
through stony ground like a black 
and sluggish stream. A symbol of 
mystery with none of the machinery 
of symbolism, 

_ Among. the Portraits. 

Another figure to break vigorously 
Into the general smoothness is Henry 
Mattson, whose: self-portrait, rugous 
and gnarled,..misses .the. self-con- 
sciousness of imtentional disrespect 
toward the sitter as completely as it 
misses. the suavity of compliment. 
Henry McFee’s self-portrait is not 
less emphatic, but the psychology: is 
more. complicated--and the ~ effect 
more vital. 

The portraits’ otherwise<are in a 
familiar tradition, hardly robust,.but 
strong in ‘likeness; appareiitly. Per- 
haps it is oftenest in greatly superior 
work that a stranger to the sitter 
doubts the likeness.’ \Charles Hopkin- 
son and Leopold, .Seyffert are the 
most liberal in contribution of. por- 
traits. Gari Melchers shows his por- 
trait of ‘‘Francis Wilson, the Actor’’; 
Charles Hawthorne one of ‘‘A Portu- 
guese Gentleman” and Jacob Gettler 
Smith one of a man seated at a table 
with books, bottles and lanip, . to 
which he gives the title ‘The Phi- 
losopher,’’ but which presents an in- 
dividual character with s6 much of 
vividness and force that one must in- 
sist upon its place in portraiture.

This particularly is true of Roek- 
well Kent's “‘Gien.”’. The locality 
may be exactly rendered, but it is 
hardly conceivable. that its oldest, in- 
habitants would recognize the aspect 
under which it appears to. this artist. 
It Is charged with emotional signif- 
icance and its natural features are 
perhaps not changed, but certainly 
intensified by the exaltation of the 
mood which they are summoned to 
communicate. That they do comniu- 
nicate a sense of exaltation is due in 
part to the absence of obvious sym- 
bol. There are sheep shepherded by 
a girl in bright yellow. A boy.is run- 
hing across:the hillside after strays. 
Above the ribbed ground a‘sky is 
filed with wind clouds. Sunlight 
pours down like a stream of liquid 
gold, resting on the yellow gown of 
the  shépherdéss, whose arms are 
flung wide in a perfectly natural ges- 
ture. that nevertheless suggests rit- 
ual. -A compelling picture, a bril- 
liant -decoration for its wall, but of 
much more than merely decorative 
value. 

“A Picnic,’’ by Carl Schmitt, at 
the opposite pole. in sentiment,. exe- 
cution and conception, also hints re- 
motely at some prescribed rite; an 
implication all the more appealing 
that it is so woven with the material 
of daily life. It depends almost 
wholly upon the interesting treat- 
ment of the framework in which the 
episode is placed, but this frame- 
work follows a fashion of modern 
theatre borrowed from a long past 
century, the fashion of bringing the 
stage into the body of the ‘theatre 
and letting the actors in among the 
audience. Gothic arches are formed 
by the branches of tall, sleek trees, 
the foliage forming a rich ornament 
like that surrounding the porches 
and windows .of .medieval cathe- 
drals,. The background figures stand 
within. these arches or advance 
through them, and in‘ the foregrourfi 
other figures are seated at the little 
feast, while children and dogs play 
and take natural, funny attitudes 
that perfectly fulfill the design. 


A Genuine Charm. 


The people in front are rather fun- 
ny people, such as seem in carica- 
tures more real than reality, the kind 
of simple creatures you see in the 
medieval almanacs or worked by 
some realistic stone cutter into the 
exterior carvings of a Rhenish 
church of: the Middle Ages. The 
cathedral effect of the background 
is' brought forward by the patches of 
leaf and shadow, making a rich pat- 
tern on the earth. The men and wo- 
mén in the background, although.in 
modern dress, have an air of gravity 
and graciousness and an elegance of 
bearing that contrast quite sharply 
with the grotesque types. of the. fore- 
ground. The prevailing colors in the 
scheme are pink and. blue, forming 
against the dark arches a rosy child- 
ish pattern. Probably this account 
of the picture fails to give much idea 
of the blending of primitive’ feeling 
and initiated workmanship. upon 
which its genuine charm depends: 

Turning from these paintings, 
which are. real enough to be just a 
trifle over the rim from reality, to 
a picture in which there is no oyer- 
lapping with the unseen, ‘‘The Net 
Wagon,” by Gifford Beal, has every- 
thing to commend it within its di- 
rect intention. The big wagon is 
pulled by big horses who halt un- 
willingly and let the impression. re- 
Main that motion will be not so 
much ‘resumedas continued the mo- 
ment a trifling incident of loading 
or unloading closes. Without the 
visible science used by Many mod- 
erniststo-fortify the impression of 
motion in their work, the: artist has 
commandeered the phenomena. of 
earth and. sky to help along. this 
impression.. The clouds, especially, 
strain forward with a movement that 
carries along the march of the 
horses. even while that march is 
momentarily halted. A picture that 
has required strong mental activity. 


not look quite the same to a public 
ignorant of his recent sculpture as 
té a public knowing the subtleties of 
The Awakéning.” ‘There is no rea- 
gon for finding ‘‘The Reapers,’’ the 
angular “Still Life,’’ the austere 
“Afternoon” less than technically 
expert examples of the art of paint- 
ing, quite aside from their incon- 
testable dignity’ and beauty of 
design.

Salon @’Eté? Belated Sum- 

mer seems only now to have 
begun to gladden Paris with: sun- 
shine. 

One is struck while ‘enjoying the 
paintings at the. Gallery. Granoff ‘by 
the fact that there is something 
work-a-day about French art, or 
about the art that is being practiced 
in France. An artist is considered as 
respectable as a bank clerk or @ car- 
penter, and this attitude on the pub- 
lic’s part has a nourishing effect on 
the work produced, By, work-a-day 
one wishes to imply ‘that art here is 
important. rather than precious, as 
necessary as daily bread to those 
alike who do creative work and who 
respond to it. 

However, as if by way of contraadic- 
tion, painters have assumed a snob- 
bish attitude; that of assuming they 
are so renowned as to make it ub- 
necessary to use more than their last 
names... These are all that the cata- 
logue furnishes. Whatever-his given 
name may be, Ceria (printed, by the 
way, with a small ‘‘c’’) must suffice. 
In announcements, advertisements 
and catalogues the use of the capital 
letter has been abahdoned for the 
reason that a printed page, some 
hold; makes: a: better: appearance 
when letters of uniform size are used 
—unless the page is carefully de- 
signed, with a discrimination over- 
taxing the mechanical press. 

Ceria builds a picture out of a col- 
lection of articles. In. landscape 
“No, 4’ we have tree, water, boat, 
sky, mountain, side of a house. Land- 
scape ‘‘No. 3’’ includes the same list 
plus a bit of cactus and a tiny peas- 
ant woman walking aléng by the side 
of a river, the wind blowing out her 
skirts. These ‘things ‘are’ recorded 
with the unemotional authority of an 
architect’s specification. Inexplica- 
bly énough, ‘‘No. 3” is enlivening, and 
the more poetic ‘‘No. 4’* amounts 
only’ to a-list.' The difference must 
lie in something more profound than 
a bit of cactus and the peasant with 
the-wind in her.voluminous-skirts. 


“Another Bunch of Flowers?’ _ 


Althougti ‘he ‘elaborates and drama- 
tizes.his. statement—an aqueduct con- 
sisting of three tiers of arches with 
some rocks. and a river helow—Fa- 
vory achieves less than does Ceria. 
He gives; the impression that, he is 
trying to add a luxuriant quality to 
the ‘stene, but only succeeds in rob- 
bing it of its reality. Savreux,, on 
the other hand, with a ly simi- 
lar aims, succeeds delightfully in his 
picture; a bunch of flowers ina vase. 
Another bunch of flowers in a vase? 
you say with a sigh. Every florist 
window is full of them. Without a 

loss of-vitality the flowers of M. Savy- 
reux are more beautiful than are the 
if Blossoms.

ate Gericault sort of thing. Tortured 
bodies float about in a turbulent sea. 
But tortured ‘bodies that, in: spite of 
twisted limb and countenance do not 
seem to have a very bad. time of it, 
serve only to prove the compelling 
passion of a Gericault. 

In Thevenet’s landscape there is 
puzzling magnetism. For some rea- 
son, perhaps because of the way~-in 
which the paint is laid on; or because 
of the désign or trées “and hill, the 
spectator absorbes the picture as if 
for the momiént he:were Serving as a 
sort. of human blotting paper whose 
business it is to soak up ‘as much as 
possible. It is surprising to turn 
around again and find the painting 
still there.’ An Italian-like drawing, 
in paint; by Alix,;-where brown trees 
throw shadows on an ivory, ‘sun-lat- 
ticed road, has an air of cultivated 
luxury that will permit of no excess; 
an air of serenity and breeding. This 
May not be a comment: of artistic 
significance, but one is grateful to 





the artist who offers refreshment ‘in 
the form of uncommon experience. 

The more he paints the less ‘‘Ger- 
man opera’’ Detthow becomes, and 
the claser to nature—a nature that 
loses none of its drama in dispens- 
ing with some of the scenery.. In 
“Paysage’’ the pattern is excitingly 
various without sacrificing unity. 
The, picture portrays & group of 
small houses on the top of a hill at 
the foot of which there is a singing 
line of green trees: To the left a lazy 
road climbs toward the back of the 
hill. There isa pretty humor to ‘the 
sullen sky glowering at two tele- 
graph poles. This is a thoroughly 
likable piece of work, painted’ high 
in key. 

The ‘‘Nude,’’ by Bosshard, seems to 
be trifling. One has all the dongs 4 
in the world with jolly frivolity, ‘but 
not with frivolity that is dissatisfied 
with its own character and pretends 
to something other than itself. The 
distressed lady with her magazine-

cover face lies on an unpleasantly 
buoyant couch. Monotonous parallels 
behind her follow the line of thigh 
and ‘leg, all of which could be splen- 
did if the performance were not tech- 
nically and emotionally thin, 

Durey suggests Dutch painting at 
its most uninspired ‘but most com- 
fortable period. A cloth, two toma- 
toes, two lemons and a pitcher on a 
table. How pleasant these things 
can be when they are all of the best 
quality. If one were only looking for 
honest advertising ifnstead of pre- 
ferring to be fooled, this picture 
would make an advertisement for 
some article that was to aid in com- 
fortable, pleasant, plain good living, 
appealing to folk who had had a 
trifle too mutch to eat. Can glass be 
as brilliant as that in Chabaud’s 
“Still Life,’’ old wood as mellow. or 
polished table ‘as capable of spark- 
ling reflection? “Yet it has its merit, 
the grand manner, especially when it 
is convincing. 

Regardless of merit, there are cer- 
tain temperaments to ‘whith one re- 
sponds more quickly than, to others. 
One might pass the work of Lhote 
without seeing it, were he not so im- 
portant as a critic and.teacher. He 
isa dispassionate decorator. ‘There 
is mever any fault to be found with 
his design. One, recalls, however, 
other designs— the rugs, for instance, 
on view at the Museum of Decorative 
Art, and the possible, emotional 
quality of design far more abstract 
than that of Lhote.

RCHITECTURAL details of the 
exteriors of early’ American 
houses, form: an. exhibit ar- 
ranged at the Metropolitan Museum 
from the museum; collection, aug- 
mented by loans from. historical .so- 
cieties and individuals.

TCHINGS and dry points by con- 
iD temporary British artists are to 

be seen in Kennedy & Co.'s 
first exhibition of the season. Among 
half a dozen prints by Muirhead 
Bone, a portrait of Rabindranath 
Tagore stands out for its full char- 
acterization and extraordinary linear 
economy. The composition is tri- 
angular, with the deepest value at 
the apex, the artist relying on the 
diverging lines of the body to sup- 
port the dark mass of the headdress. 
As the etched line flows smoothly 
downward toward the delicately 
poised hands it becomes finer, until 
it is completely lost in the lower 
half of the seated figure, the force 
of which is felt simply by sugges- 
tion, for it is not rendered by a 
single line. 

How an artist can “‘paint’’ in etch- 
ing, as Whistler described the exact- 
ing process of softeninz edges and 
varying values through the inking of 
the plate, is’ illustrated in D.. Y. 
Cameron’s ‘“‘Ben Lomond.’ To ob- 
tain the difference in texture be- 
tween. the hills and their reflection 
in the. water, he has stopped out a 
mass of sharp edges in the water, 
resulting in an effect which suggests 
brushwork. 

Edmund Blampied’s ‘‘Male Voice 
Choir’’ exemplifies that artist’s flair 
for biting caricature.

In her atelier on ane of the fashion- 
able boulevards she has set a stage as 
a background, an interior in _pearl- 
gray; against which are displayed 
her new compositions.

the possessors of Hudson seal 
coats comes the assurance that 
Hudson seal. is to be brought 
back into vogue as a relief from the 
flood of fancy furs. with which we 
have been deluged. Henri Vergne of 
Paris puts collars’ and’ cuffs of the 
flat brown striped furs on his Hud- 
son seal coats, just as does Grin- 
waldt, who further elaborates a 
black coat with a ladder design of 
mink tails running from collar to 
hem: on the centre back. 

In spite of the great variety of 
novelty furs introduced the last few 
seasons one saw at the fashionable 
Paris gathering places last Winter 
principally coats of mink.

Carte seems to have a little different 
idea from mine on ‘the matter,’ but 
as he will not be able to give the 
opera over there without arranging 
with me I am going to,let. himethink 
the affair over for a few days till he 
comes around to my way.’ 

In the course of our talk he in- 
quired particularly’ if Stetson had 
ahy open time at the Fifth Avenue 
Theatre in New. York, and I told him 
that Booth, Miss Vokes, Lotta and 
other stars had the time. 

“*"That’s good,’’ he replied. ‘‘I have 
nothiny to fear from that quarter, so 
I guess I’ll give Carte an extra 
gqueeze On the terms,’’ 

I asked himefurther what the dif- 
ference of opinion was between Carte 
and himself, and. he’ said it arose 
from the fact that he wanted to do 
the opera with his own company, 
while Carte preferred doing it with 
an English company.

CRANBERRIES ARE 
COMING TO TOWN 





now leaving Cape Cod for the 
annual distribution to the nation 
of the favorite turkey accessory. of 
the areas adaptable to cranberry pro- 


duction, Cape Cod is the undisputed | 


leader. While New Jersey and Wis 
consin also raise cranberries in con- 
siderable quantities, their total out- 
put is only fractional compared with 
that. of Cape Cod. A Government 
crop report estimates a yield of 350,- 
000 . barrels of. . berries from that 
region this season. 

Cranberry bogs offer a means of 
livelihood to “many people’ in the 
Cape ‘Cod section. Ministers, busi- 
ness men, farmers and others have 
bogs which they operate as a means 
of additional income.’ The season is 
a short one, but with favorable 
weather it is.a remunerative invest- 
ment, 

At this time of year employment 
in the bogs is offered to whole fam- 
ilies. While the majority of workers 
live near the place of production, 
large numbers come from outlying 
sections and occupy huts near by 
while the picking season is on. Piece- 
work is the rule and 25 cents a box 
is the standard rate. The boxes 
weigh..approximately fifty pounds 
each .when filled, 

Cranberry picking calls for expert 
workers, and people living in the 
vicinity of the bogs have a monopoly 
on their profession. Unlike the 
wheat fields of the West, stray work- 
ers are not placed easily..An un- 
trained hand .can make only a mea- 
gre stipend for his day’s work. An 
expert averages from ten to twenty 
dollars a day, depending on his skill. 

A specially devised wooden scoop 
is used in picking. Crawling along 
on their knees, the pickers dart in 
and. under the bushes for long 
stretches and bring up scoopfuls at a 
time. It is arduous work, but the 
Cape Cod pickers have developed 





great proficiency at the task.

Census of Products. 


The young farmers taking part in 
this particular harvest number. near- 
ly 2,000. Under the diréction of the 
City Parks Department, 1,000 plots 
for school children to farms are laid 
out in Thomas Jefferson Park, at 
111th Street and First Avenue, and 
400 in De Witt Clinton Park at Fifty- 
second Street and the North River. 
Corlears Hook, at Corlears and South 
Street, has 350 plots; Seward Park at 
Canal and Jefferson Streets has 
eighty-five. In the Spring the ‘plots 
were assigned, and the holders, 
many of whom had never seen a 
plowed field before, were drilled in 
spading and raking; making -fur- 
rows and sowing ‘seed: Presently 
they were rewarded with the sight 
of green shoots making their way 
from the earth. 

The first harvest came in the 
Spring. The school farms alto 
gether, it is estimated, yielded more 
than 18,000 bunches of radishés, half 
that many bunchés of scallions, and 
nearly 25,000 heads of lettuce. In 
early Summer the plots were redis- 
tributed in the order of application. 
Those who have. proved unfaithful 
were ruled otit of competition. 

The plots were replanted and then 
effort was turned toward the “‘har- 
vest home” of the Fall. If all this 
produce were concentrated in one 
place, instead of beitig allowed to 
trickle into hundreds of homes, it is 
said that piles of corn numbering 
800 dozen ears, 20,000 Swiss chard 
plants, 5,000 average bunches of 
beets and 8,000 burches of carrots 
would. result. 


Harvest Festival. 


Harvesting. on. these tracts com- 
mences in the latter part of Septem- 
bér, and by the end of the first week 
in October evety plot has béen strip- 
ped as bare as if it had never borne 
a vegetable. THe task lasts longer 
in the agriculttiral district on the 
grounds of the Rockefeller Institute, 
three square blocks facing Avenue 
A, just north of the Queensborough 
Bridge. Here Hundréds of school 
children, and sometimes their young- 
er sisters and) brothers or their par- 
ents, under the supervision of the 
New York Plant, Flower and Fruit 
Guild, cultivate what once was a 
dump heap. Here, too, the harvést 
festival is observed, with a foregath- 
ering of the youne laborers and the 
presentation af ribbons and) medals. 

The “harvest. room” in the little 
tool housé is “stocked {6 overflowing 
for the occasion. ‘From. the rafters 
hang sheaves of grains and ears of 
corn, bits of flax and hemp and 
sprigs of cott: ‘oot!

Almost underneath a giant span of 
the’ Queensboro Bridge, hemmed in 
by the towers of the City Peniten- 
tiary on the one hand, by numerous 
other institutions on the other, 
spreads the two-and-a-half-acre farm 
of Welfare Island. From the first 
of the year to the end ‘of September 
it produced about 17,000 pounds of 
beets, 13,000 pounds each of spinach 
and carrots, 7,672 ears of corn, 4,000 
pounds of string beans, 3,000 heads 
of lettuce,’ 3,000 pounds of rhubarb, 
50. bunches of radishes, 400 pounds 
of leeks and 100 pounds of parsley. 
I: addition, 4,000 stalks of celery re- 
main in the ground awaiting the 
Thanksgiving and Christmas feasts 
of city institutions. 

Still other harvesters, more in 
earnest than either school children 
or prison inmates, go to the field 
within the limits of Greater 
York. Toward the northern end of 
Manhattan Island the plow still finds 
its furrow. Along Kings Highway in 
Brooklyn and on the way to Conéy 
Island vegetables and chickens ate 
raised for market. The outskirts of 
the Bronx and the valleys of Staten 
Island. bring forth yearly crops, and 
in Queens, off the beaten track; be- 
hind the solid rows of single-family 
houses that face the. boulevards,.one 
may run into an onion field, a cab- 
bage patch or a pond alive with 
white Peking ducks. 

New York City, according to cén- 
sus returns, had 436 such farms, with 
more than 10,000 acreage; valued at 
more than $18,000,000. Queéns ap- 
peared as the city’s chief farming 
borough, its 191 farms averaging 80% 
acres each. Richmond’s 159 farms 
represented an intrease of 88 over 
the preceding census. Thé Brooklyn 
Chambér of Commercé in a recent 
count reported 40 farms within that 
borough averaging 7% Scres each. 
For the: Bronx 41 farms averaging 
18 acres Were reported: Manhattan’s 
5 surviving farms, averaging 14 acres 
each, yielded 2,700 bushels of po- 
tatoes; some cabbage, lettuce, onions, 
sweetcorn.and tomatoes, 7,300 gal- 
lons of milk and 750 dozen eggs.

Old apatite of Reproducing the World on a Flat

herent dn. -those ‘maps hitherto 
commonly in use is being introduced 
by the Department of Commerce. It 
ig -called the ‘Equal Area World 
Map," and has. been:prepared by the 
Bureau of Foreign and ~ Domestic 
Commerce in cooperation with the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey. 

The fault inthe old maps was 
that when the curved surface of the 
earth was made -to appear flat, dis- 
tances had to be altered to make the 
map appear continuous. The usual 
flat map, for example, makes the 
Onited States appear almost twice as 
large'as Brazil, although Brazil is 
actually the larger. | In approximate 
terms each of these countries em- 
braces an area similar to that of 
Europe... On some.old.maps Europe 
appears twice as large as. the United 
States and about’ four. times as large 
as Brazil. The same distortion ap- 
pears as to Africa, which looks 
smaller than North America, al- 
though 50. per cent. Jarger in actual 
square mileage. 

The’ Mercator projection, with 
which. maps have been. made. for 
more than 300 years, gives rise to 
the distortion. Apt illustration is 
afforded by attempting to spread out | 
an orange peel on a flat surface. The’ 
peel must be torn and split in many 
places“before it will lie flat, leaving 
ragged and irregular gaps. The same 
bast bet -g happens when the map-maker 
undertakes to “‘flatten’’ the globe to 
fit the’ Mercator projection. In the 
case of the map ‘the gaps are filled 
with fictitious areas of land and 
water. .The result is a condition of 
gross exaggeration progressively in- 
creasing toward the North and South 
Poles. The only point at which the 
map is true to scale is at the equa- 
tor. A square inch of the map in 
equatorial latitude represents several 
times as much actual territory as a 
square inch in Alaska or northern 
Europe. ; 

To Aid in Commerce. 


With the growth of American in- 
terest in world commerce and the 
closer contact between the United 
States and foreign nations, the 
United States.Department of Com- 
mercé has realized the disadvantage 
of using a map based on the old 
Mercator projection for the presenta- 
tion of trade and statistical facts. 
The new map presents every place, 
land or sea, in its correct geographic 
relationship as to area and distances 
in comparison with all other portions 
of the map. In brief terms it may 
be stated that each square inch on 
the new map stands for the same. 
number of. square miles as a similar 
space in any other region of the 
world. 

The new map is said to be a dis- 
tinct innovation in chart making, af- 
fording marked contrast with the 
familiar maps based on the Mercator 
projection. In the Mercator type the 
parallels of latitude and meridians of 
longitude are at right angles. On 
the new map all the parallels run 
horizontally in line.with the Equator 
and all east and west distances along 
parallels are true, permitting the 
comparison of all distances east and 
west. At no place does he obtain 
the distorted picture presented on 
the Mercator map. 

For purposes of construction, and 
in order to offer the best possible 
shape, each continent on the new 
map has been centred on @ mid- 
meridian vertical to the Equator. 
Along each of these meridians all dis- 
tances are true to scale, and may be 
given accurate measurement in ac- 
cordance with the linear scale given 
on the map. The greatest variations 
are where the meridians depart most 
from the vertical, but this occurs in 
remote ocean areas which are little 
traveled. For all practical purposes 
distances may be estimated with 2 
fair degree of accuracy at all points 
on the map. . This is impossible on 
the Mercator projection, since on it 
a scale can be used at no place but 
along the line of the Equator. 


Continents in True Shapes. 


The equal-area map is divided into 
three strange-looking lobes, as af- 
fording the best presentation of the 
land areas of the world, The 
“blanks” between lobes “represent 
the large areas which the Mercator 
map-maker fills in with artificial 
territory. ‘The innovation enables 
the new map to picture continents in 
their true shapes. and sizes. 

A glimpse of the new map along- 
side the accepted Mercator type 
affords interesting contrasts. On the 
older map North. America appears to 
have far greater area than its sister 
continent on the south. The actual 
figures show that-the area of North 
America is 8,049,000 square miles, 
while that of South America is 
7,018,000, a disparity. much less than 
that indicated by the Mercator map. 
The new projection shows the two 
continents in true proportion. 

Another pronounced exaggeration 
is manifest in connection with 
Greenland. On the Mercator map 
this territory appears, larger than the 
whole South American Continent. 
On the new projection Greenland 
shrinks. to proper proportions— 
about one-tenth the size of South 
America. The exaggeration of Mer- 
eator with reference to.Greenland is 
due to the island’s nearness to the 
Pole, where the “gaps” filled in by 
the chart maker reach their great- 
est extent. Alaska affords similar 
evidence of distortion when com- 
pared with Bolivia. . The two are of 
about the same area, but on the 
Mercator projection Alaska appears 
several times larger. 

e value of an equal-area world 
for statistical and trade pur- 
poses is obWious.

porter is cohcernied with the relative 
in- extent of the areas involved in for- 
eign marketing. During conferences 
the trade executive equipped with a 
true map may easily estimate dis- 
tances ‘between his sales céntres, to- 
gether with the amount of territory 
each of his men will serve. A glance 
at the truly proportioned map shows 
him the futility of assigning one 
man a great extent of territory on 
the African’ coast, or the unneces- 
sary duplication involved in placing 
several men close together in thickly 
populated areas, where travel is a 
simple matter. 
Distribution of Population. 

The new:map has especial value in 
connection with the distribution of 
the world’s population. Because of 
the equal-area scale this map makes 
it possible to presenta true picture 
of density throughout the world, 
since dots can be placed in their 
true locations with reference to one 
another. On the Mercator base such 
truthful presentation is out of the 
question, for the-reason that most 
of the world’s population is located 
at considerable distances north of 
the Equator, where exaggerations in 
area become pronounced. In conse- 
quence the Mercator base greatly 
understates the density of peopled 
areas. 

Experienced exporters know that 
relative density of population is a 
vital factor in foreign distribution 
of merchandise. When the execu- 
tive sees trade facts properly set 
forth on a world map he learns much 
that is worth knowing. This is true 
of business data of all sorts. ‘There 
is striking significance, for example,

world of the future beloved of ro- 
mancers—a world in which men and 
women will do little more than think 
and bid automatons to fetch and 
carry, manufacture the countless 
things a-machine civilization re- 
quires, sweep streets, cook, wash 
and dig. ditches.

An Electrical Esperanto. | 


Accordingly, 
invent a..simplified, universal] lan- 


guage which, anybody could. speak {” 


and which could. be. understood by 
the listening automaton—a,. kind of 
electrical Esperanto, Musical tones 
constitute such a language.: 
Wensley’s system, but three tones are 
required,.and these are generated by 
electrically driven tuning forks, so

A Mechanical Slave. 


Wensley’s invention is not a toy or 
an engineering curiosity, but an elec- 
trical) slave which was created - to 
meet very. definite industrial re- 
quirements. Three of’ his’ creatures 
are ‘already working twenty-fours a 
day,. with no vacation, watching the 
height of the water in three reser- 
voirs that supply Washington, D. C.; 
with water and reporting by tele- 
phone to the War Department when- 
ever they are called:up. Others will 
soon control the. machinery in auto- 
matic substations—little power houses 
by which central station energy is 
distributed at the right ‘voltage over 
a wide territory and in: which a man 
appears but a. few ‘times a year: to 
inspect. moving parts or to. make a 
few .adjustments demanded by 
changes in load, variations: in temp- 
erature or the rise and fall of ‘water 
in a reservoir. 

‘*Televox”’ is the name: that Wens- 
ley has given his electric slave ‘be- 
cause it responds. to vocal -orders. 
As .a switchboard engineer he: is 
thoroughly familiar with: what: is 
called “‘supervisory control’’ of sub- 
stations, a term which means that 
by reading meters ina central 
station it is possible to know exactly 
what is occurring in an automatic 
substation twenty, fifty, or :a hun- 
dred miles away.. But the remote 
control of substation: apparatus in- 
volves the use of special. wires, -and 
special- wires: entail-expense. Wens- 
ley began to.reason thus about.the 
system: 


Control By. Telephone. 


“‘Suppose each substation had its 
attendants. How »..ould the dis- 
patcher in the céntral power house 
control them? Clearly by telephone. 
He would call them up, receive their 
reports, and then give them orders. 
The telephone reaches every nook 
and cranny. If I could call up the 
apparatus of a substation; tetk to 
it just as if it were alive, receive its 
report, and tell it- what to do I could 
dispense with all:these ‘special wires 
and reduce the investment in sub- 
stations and therefore the expense 
of distributing power. And ‘if I ‘can 


make a substation obey the sound of | 


my voice, carried by radio or wire, 
I can make any piece of apparatus 
do my bidding, whetier it be an 
automatic drill in an automobile 
factory or a device for atarting: the 
furnace in the home.’’ 
Wensley’s first obstacle paoves: ‘to 
be the regulations of: the, various 
telephone companies. No extraneous 
attachments. to telephone instru- 
ments or lines are tolerated; and a 
telephone line may be used by a sub- 
actiber only for conversation.. The 
lifeles@ apparatus at» th: receiving 
end .of a line had to be. endowed 


that constancy of pitch is assured. If 
you are. a good musician with a per- 
fect sense of pitch you may whistle 
or sing the tones or blow them on a 
pipe,’ and the receiving automaton 
will respond.’ 

In the dispatcher’s office the tones 
are directed into an ordinary desk 
telephone by means of a loud-speak- 
er. The automaton at the receiving 
end is more complicated. Much like 
a radio receiving set tuned to a par- 
ticular broadcasting station, it re- 
sponds only to one of the three tones 
that happens to be transmitted. By 
means of amplifiers the energy of 
the received tone is magnified so 
that it can operate a relay’ or switch, 
which in turn actuates’ selective 
mechanism’ much like ‘that: of an 
automatic telephone: 

The method of using this televocal 
system is‘simple. Suppose that Mrs. 
Twitchell, whois playing bridge at 
her’ club, . suddenly becomes ~con- 
cerned about ‘her home. ‘In the cor- 
ner of the clubroom: is a table on 
which stands a small box surmount- 
ed by a telephone, toward ‘which the 
horn of a loud-speaker: is directed.

Madam Gives Her Orders. 


The telephone operator calls the 
number,. -When.. the..bell..in..Mrs. 
Twitchell’s home rings a sound-sen- 
sitive relay lifts the receiver-hook, 
starts up the station-signal buzzer 
and sets the whole’ apparatus for ac- 
tion. She does not have to ask ‘‘Is 
this Main 2350?’ She hears a spe- 
cial combination of buzzes which she 
recognizes as those of her automa- 
ton. If she has the wrong number 
she simply hangs up the’ receiver. 
So does the automaton. Then’ she 
rings up again, just as if she were 
calling a living friend instead! of an 
unemotional combination of wires, 
magnets and vacuum tubes, ‘At last 
she hears the peculiar combination 
of tones emitted by ‘the ‘televox of 
her own home and she is‘ ready to 
talk electrical Esperanto. 

“Tweet” sings one of Mrs.. Twitch- 
ell’s pitch-pipes.

Its vessel was the stout Newfound- 
land schooner Morrissey, owned and

The Morrissey’s journey to Green- 
land in 1926 was concerned chiefly 
with zoological collecting. This Sum- 
mer’s undertaking was essentially 
geographical, proceeding under the 
auspices of the American Geographi- 
cal Society, with Professor Lawrence 
M. Gould of the University of Michi- 
gan, assistant director, in charge of 
the scientific work as geographer 
and geologist. Assisting him were 
Monroe Barnard of New York, George 
Weymouth of Philadelphia and John 
Pope of Detroit. In addition to the 
general geographical reconnoissance 
accomplished, a series of observa- 
tions in terrestrial magnetism was 
made for the Carnegie Institute.

it was an instructive taste of the dif- 
ficulties old ice navigators faced 
when they made their wonderful rec- 
ords of the early days with no motive 
power save the sails of their vessels, 
the oars of their small boats and the 
strength of their men—plus abundant 
courage. 

Six days of that we experienced as 
prisoners of the pack, always with 
the mountainous coast of North 
Labrador in sight some twenty miles 
to the westward, and always with ice 
reaching to the north and east. Then 
we escaped. 

In a bight of Kangardluarsuk Bay 
Captain Bartlett beached the vessel 
and our spare propeller andshaft were 
installed—a rather hectic job of catch- 
as-catch-can engineering. Credit for 
its accomplishment, a thousand miles 
from a machine shop, belongs largely 
to Robert Peary, engineer of the 
Morrissey and son of the North Pole’s 
discoverer.

Mr. Hughes contrasts Roosevelt 
with Colonel Leonard Wood, at that 
time in command of the regiment:

He would go to the end for 
one of his men, but he was not 
showy about it. * * * Colonel Wood 
did not mix with the men as Roose- 
velt did.

Two ‘beer incidents’’ illustrate this 
difference between the commanding 
officer and his Lieutenant Colonel. 
Sherrard Coleman relates the first 
episode: 

“As a rule, Roosevelt drilled the 
regiment after it got together, and 
I remember one incident when he 
had taken the regiment and given it

“Chaffee exploded and bawled him 
out severely and said:

‘A FAVORITE OF THREE KINGS 


N old woman died the other day

Of Colonel Roosevelt on San Juan 
Hill Brig. Gen. Saltzmann contrib- 
utes this account: 


“On the morning of July 1, 1898, 
the Cavalry Division had laid for 
some time under a severe rifle and 
shrapnel fire waiting for orders to 
move forward, * * * The ground was 
slightly rising in front of us and was 
what is known as ‘San Juan Hill.’ 
The crest of this hill included a 
blockhouse and a long line of trench- 
es filled with Spanish soldiers who 
were firing at us. On reaching this 
open ground it was necessary for the 
troops to halt momentarily in order 
to reorganize and readjust the units 
that had become disorganized and 
scattered in’ moving through the 
jungle behind them. A little to the 
right. and slightly .forward from 
‘the point where my outfit was re- 
forming was a small hill, later re- 
ferred to as ‘Kettle Hill,’ due to the 
fact that on this hill we found a 
large number of kettles which had 
evidently been used by the Span- 
iards, 
The Leader Under Fire. 


“Tt was a bright; sunny morning. 
Looking toward this hill, which was 
probably seventy-five or eighty yards 
from where I stood, I saw a most in- 
teresting and unique picture. An of- 
ficer, dressed in khaiki uniform and 
with a blue polka-dot handkerchief 
around his neck and a campaign hat 
with one side of it fastened. flat 
against his head, was: speaking to a 
large group of soldiers’ who hed ‘ral- 
lied around him while the Spanish 
bullets were flying fast. 

‘This struck me as being a very un- 
usual proceeding and I moved ‘over 
to this group to see what was doing. 
The officer was Lieut, Col. Roosevelt 
and the men were his Rough Riders.

Experiments Began Nearly Forty Years Ago. 


By Ww. ATHERTON DU PUY. 
ERTAIN men of science in the 
. United States Department of 
Agriculture have created a 
new group of citrus fruits. 
These fruits result from crossing re- 
motely connected members of citrus 
families, a task of infinite difficulty. 

One newly. developed fruit isa lime 
that will grow in North Florida, thus 
having vast commercial possibilities. 
One. .is a. ‘‘squirtless” grapefruit. 
Another is the citrangequat, which 
has in it the strain of three plants of 
a group thathad previously. never 
been known to mate. 

Early Spanish settlers brought 
oranges to Florida and by the time 
the United States acquired that ter- 
ritory they were growing wild on the 
hummocks. Grapefruit originated in 
the West Indies, but were not re- 
garded as a table fruit until the 
orange growers of Florida began 
carefully to select the fittest vari- 
eties. Visitors to Florida talked 
about this fruit back in the 90s and 
a demand for it gradually grew up. 
The grapefruit is Florida’s gift to 
the world. 


It was back in the 90s also that 
representatives of the Department of 
Agriculture began to see the possi- 
bilities that lay in crossing the dif- 
ferent members of the citrus,group. 
They. compared the differentvari- 
eties and visualized the results that 
might be secured. There was the 
grapefruit, for example, magnificent 
in its way, but with certain faults. 
It was too tight-skinned, for one 
thing. For another, there was too 
much bitterness in the walls between 
its segments. With what other cit- 
rus fruit might it be crossed to re- 
lieve it of these defects? 


Evolution of Grapefruit. 


The more or less obvious answer 
was the tangerine. It was a mem- 
ber of the Oriental group of oranges 
that had easily peelable skins. It 
was sweet. Its interior segments 
came, apart almost of themselves. 
A cross between these two should 
result in an excellent fruit. 

The pollen of the tangerine’ was 
carefully shaken into the blossom of 
the grapefruit, and its seeds were 
planted. The hundreds of little 
trees, that came up were brought to 
maturity. It took half a dozen years 
for them to come into bearing, and 
the fruit that each produced ‘was 
different. The best were selected 
and new generations of them were 
grown. In the end an acceptable 
fruit was approved. 

The scientists have named this 
fruit the tangelo, since it is a cross 
between the tangerine. .and.. the 
pomelo, or grapefruit. And, al- 
though the public may find some 
other name for this creation, as was 
the case with the pomelo, it is as 
tangelo that the new fruit will go 
on the market. 

The tangelo is a little larger than 
fruit or the orange. It ripens in the 
skin of the tangerine. When thor- 
oughly ripe it is a delightful cross 
between the sweetness of the tan- 
gerine and the tartness of the grape- 
fruit. The flesh of its segments 
comes out easily. It possesses less 
of a desire to practice a disconcert- 
b bet ab ect-Ba-c-est-heljebheMmyeleysMRAsl- Matha) at) 
eye than does the grapefruit. It has, 
in fact, been styled a_ squirtless 
grapefruit. 

Many hold that it is a _ better 
breakfast fruit than either the grape- 
fruit of the orange. It ripens in the 
Spring, and it produces a drink with 
a delicious tang. There is every rea- 
son to believe that it is destined to 
become as well known as any other 
of the citrus fruits. 


Experiments in Hardiness. 


The great problem that developed 
' out of the big freeze in Florida in 
the ’90s, however, was the develop- 
ment of a citrus fruit that would re- 
sist the cold. Of the ordinary citrus 
fruits, the orange will. stand most 
cold, the grapefruit next; the lemon 
next and the lime least. The hardiest 
of these, the orange, is. not quite safe 
in Florida and California; and may 
hardly be grown at all in any other 
section of the continental United 
States. What was needed was a 
citrus fruit that could be grown gen- 
erally throughout the Southern 
States. Could such a creme be de- 
veloped? 


One of the early citrus hybrids 
threw an interesting light on this 
problem and yielded a new fruit with 
important possibilities. The lime, so 
tender that it could be grown in the 
United States only on that fringe of 
keys at the end of Florida, was a 
party to this cross. Its mate was 
that peculiar citrus fruit the kum- 
quat orange. The kumquat is a 
native of the Orient that has come to 
be a good deal-grown in this country. 
Its virtue in these cross-breeding 
experiments lay in the fact that it 
‘grows sturdily. even farther north 
than the orange. 

A careful .selection,,of the plants 
that resulted from the union of these 
two brought about the development 
of a fruit every bit as good as the 
lime. The limequat, however, has 
possibilities that the lime does not 
possess. Its skin has the sweetness 
of that of the kumquat. It therefore 
lends itself to candying and crystalli- 
zation, as does its northern parent. 

It would have been of stupendous 
importance in the fruit world if a 
single event, most disastrous to the 
lime industry, ‘had not taken place 
just as it was being born. The pas- 
sing of the saloon robbed the. lime 
of its greatest market, and synthetic 
d shave to some extent displaced 
it “atthe soda fountains, It 

mat find a new place for itself. At 


campaign of education ‘to: show the 
food ‘and ‘vitamin’ ‘value’’of drinks 
made from citrus fruits; and this 
effort’ may recreate’a market for 
them: 

Theré was atso ‘the trifoliate or 
Japanese orange, uséd as’ ‘an orna- 
mental’ and hedge ‘plant, a‘ hardy 
deciduous tree from’ the Far Bast;

There 
were specimens growing in the city 
of Washington which bore’ an ined- 
ible fruit ‘resembling ‘in appearance 
the orange. Might it just be ‘possible 
that this fruit would mate with the 
ordinary sweet orange? If it did, 
who could tell what sort of fruit 
might result? ‘How far, again, might 
it carry the citrus belt to the North? 

The scientists proceeded to trans- 
plant pollen from the blossom of one 
of these oranges to that of the other 
in the customary way. A cross re- 
sulted. Seeds were procured... Then 
came the long wait before anybody 
could know the result. From six to 
eight years must ordinarily pass be- 
fore the trees would bear fruit; but 
the scientists of the Department of 
Agriculture found a shortcut. 

Vigor For the Seedling. 

They took these tiny seedlings up 
with a ball of dirt about their roots. 
‘They scraped the bark off one side 
of their trunks, and dug into the 
bark of. some well-rooted kindred 
tree until the sap streams were 
tapped. They bound the seedling to 
the bigger. tree, the two wounds 
pressed one into the other, and the 
two, grew together. Then. the top 
was cut from the older tree and the 
root from the little one. 

This method, in. the nursery, is 
known .as an inarch. Under it. the 
older tree. becomes a ‘sort of step- 
mother to the little one. All the 
vigor of its roots are sent into the 
seedling. It .grows prodigiously. In

Many of the resulting fruits were 
too bitter; they had too much of the 
trifoliate parent. A few were more 
promising. Two or’ three*bore fruit 
that tended toward the orange. pa- 
rent. Yet they never became 
oranges. They were too ‘acid to be 
eaten outright. Some of them were 
excellent for making drinks. But 
more important was the fact that 
they would grow hundreds of miles 
back from the Gulf Coast. Here was 
a citrus fruit that would be at home 
in a wnole tier of Gulf States. The 
miracle of crowding back the dead- 
line for the citrus fruits had been 
accomplished. 


The scientists called this new fruit 
a citrange. The Department of Agri- 
culture has distributed thousands of 
cuttings of it throughout. the South- 
eastern States. It has now grown 





The fruit of this new tree is a bril- 
lant green in July. At this early age, 
however, it maybe used for making 
drinks, It may.be*used for that pur 
pose in its immature stage through- 
out the Summer. In ‘the Autumn, 
although not entirely ripe, it changes 
to a light yellow. Finally, in October 
or November it seems to remember 
its orange grandfather, changes ‘to 
an orange yellow and mellows much 
in flavor. It becomes less acid and 
may be eaten raw, 

Much time is required for the cross- 
ing of such trees. .What has already 
been done has taken nearly four 
decades, yet all the time the .proc- 
esses are being speeded up. “As the 
years pass these fruits and others 
yet unborn will be brought more 
nearly to perfection. Imagination 
falls short of picturing the citrus 
fruits that may grace the breakfast 
tables of our grandchildren.

SEA RAIDER TURNS PACIFIST 


OUNT FELIX VON LUCKNER, 
C better known as the ‘Sea 

Devil,”? who became a modern 
buccaneer as a Lieutenant Com- 
mander in the German Navy dur- 
ing the war and with his disguised 
windjammer ravaged allied shipping, 
has turned peace crusader. He has 
come to the United States to lecture, 
particularly at schools and colleges, 
until December. Peace is his theme, 
though he rams it home with burly 
gestures and exclamations delivered 
with all the force of his huge phy- 
sique. 

The transformation from buccaneer 
to advocate of international accord 
might have seemed unexplainable but 
for his unusual career. ‘On the face 
of it, his war record appears almost 
bloodthirsty. With a small crew and 
a mere three-masted windjammer, 
the Seeadler, in a day of fast, power- 
driven ocean greyhounds, he sailed 
through the British ships. blockading 
Germany, undergoing careful inspec- 
tion, and roved the sea at will, cap- 
turing ship after ship. of the allied 
merchant marine and sending 68,000 
tons of it to the bottom. He trav- 
eled 64,000 miles, though ships of the 
allied navies were searching for him 
everywhere, and he sank 58,000 tons 
of precious saltpetre the Allies 
wanted for ammunition. 

Yet this strange buccaneer makes 
the proud boast that he never killed 
@ man, He took every member of 
every crew he captured, he says, and 
held all the captives as guests aboard 
his ship. As many as five crews 
were on board at one time.

ship’s captain from signing on a 
youngster without proof of his par- 
ent’s. permission. Assuming the name 
“Phylax Luedecke,” he finally per- 
suaded the master of a Russian«sail-

In Australia he went to work in 
the kitchen of a hotel.

Also he wanted to 
see his hero, Buffalo Bill. After 
wandering through Australia, from 
place’ to-place, he arrived at Bris- 
bane, where the master of the Golden 
Shore,“ an American four-master, 
signed him on for a trip to San 
Francisco. 

That was a long step toward Buf- 
falo. Bill’s home, in Denver. From 
San Francisco he walked and begged 
rides in engine cabs, determined to 
reach Denver. When on arrival there 
he found; :to‘his great chagrin, that 
his idol was with a circus touring his 
own Germany, he wandered 'on to 
New York to do the next best thing— 
become. a. self-made man. 

To fulfill that ambition, he decided 
to become a Lieutenant in the Ger- 
man navy, and arrivé at ‘the goal 
through his own. efforts. . In 1900, he 
says, he went back to Germany and 
enlisted..as_a_sailor, .resuming..his 
own name. At length, in 1905, he 
received his-commission to a Lieuten- 
ancy. Not until then did he return 
to his home} hé walked ‘into his old 
home’ in full uniform. 

Count Luckner entered the World 
War full of. enthusiasm; on 
doing his duty; but the many con- 
tacts he had with men of other coun- 
tries on his voyages, he says, made 
him averse to killing them. 

“I used to think how each side was 


praying to God for: help in fighting. 


the others,” he said, ‘“‘and how it 
was always the same God they were 
praying to. As soon as the war was 
over, I made up my mind that I 
would go out by myself, without con- 
sideration of policy or diplomacy 
(things I-never learned anything 
about in my sailing days) and to try 
to.make people realize the common 
humanity of us all.

tomers, and he kept a scrapbook in 
which he preserved the cranial out- 
lines of his famous customers. 

The outlines in the collection were 
obtained by a machine called ‘the 
conformeter, which enables the hat- 
ter to mold ‘his. work according ‘to 
the skull formation of his patron. 
It is a small bit of mechanism, much 
like the regulation traveling hat case 
in shape, Placed over the skull 
down to the lines where the hat will 
eventually rest, it records the exact 
shape of the head at that point. The 
conformeter then registers these 
lines of ‘cranial development ° in 
miniature ona card, and this card 
is filed away for future shapings. 
In the collection are several hun- 
dred outlines, including those of 
statesmen, Generals, and men of 
mark in various fields of action. 

Some of the outlines are most pe- 
culiar in form. Many of them re- 
semble the shape of the sole of the 
foot. Others are pear-shaped; still 
others ‘round and ‘oval. ‘There are 
flat. heads and. pointed. occiputs, 
rounded foreheads and wide temples 
with jutting ‘‘bumps”’ in unexpected 
places. 

Among: the cranial outlines in this 
Washington collection that of Carl 
Schurz, the eminent German-Ameri- 
can statesman, is the most striking. 
He wore a hat so abnormally broad 
behind the ears that each new one 
had to. be stretched to the utmost 
limit in shaping it. The width of 
Schurz’s head -was Ty. inches, the 
length 81-6 inches, being fully an inch 
above the average. The phrenologist 
says that his head denoted an un- 
flinching character, strength, intel- 
lect,. logical power, ingenuity and 
financial talent, but lacked social 
characteristics.

for Europe, Twenty-five Years’ Ago—His”” 
Work to Be Shown Here 


By CLAIR PRICE, 
ITH the return of Jacob Ep- 
stein, the sculptor, from 
England, New York greets 
a@ son of its own east. side. 
Twenty-five years have passed since 
he-was picked out of the Art Stu- 
dents’ League and sent off to study 
in Paris. From that day to this he 
has lived and worked-in Europe, ful- 
filling his early promise far beyond 
the hopes of those who befriended 
him‘in New York. It is said that his 
father found that their Russian- 
Polish family name was so unpro- 
nounceable in’ New York that~ he 
picked ‘Epstein’ at random from an 
east’ side shopfront. Whatever its 
origin’ may have been, the son has 
given such meaning to the name that 
it has come to be frequently ranked 
among the most inspiring names in 
Europe today. 

A few weeks ago Epstein gave up 
his home at 23 Guildford Street, in 
the Bloomsbury section of London, 
and when he sailed for New York he 
Was accompanied by his wife, who 
is Scottish, and his daughter Peggy 
Jean, now ‘about 10 years old. There 
fis no present expectation of his re- 
maining in New York permanently. 
Me became a naturalized British sub- 
ject in 1910, and London has since 
been regarded as his home. He 
makes. his first return visit to New 
York in order to be present at an 
exhibition of his work in a Fifth Ave- 
nue gallery—perhaps the most impor- 
tant exhibition he has yet given. 


Sculptor Stirs London. 


At one time it was possible that 
Epstein might have settled in Paris, 
where Rodin was still working. Ep- 
stein, however, moved to London, a 
city that until then had prided itself 
on an ability to maintain a tradi- 
bACeyst RO ere)t-{-ME- pele MMclebechore ithe - MB beMmbeet- hcg 
ters of sculpture. What he has 
achieved in London is something for 
which. even the thousands of- Lon- 
doners who ‘‘can’t stand Epstein’’ 
ought, perhaps, to be grateful to 
him. He has made London lose its 
accustomed composure. He has made 
the English even as the heathen of 
the adjacent continent, who have 
been known to quarrel violently over 
Rodin. He has made Lonconers, in 
spite of themselves, positively inter- 
ested in sculpture. 


Such storms of controversy have 
raged about some of his work that 
there used to be a popular idea of 
him as a violent and loquecious. per- 
son who dressed in startlingly un- 
conventional clothes amd spent! ‘most 
of his time in the Café Royal. Noth- 
ing could be more ridiculous than 
this oft-repeated nonsense. Epstein 
himself is so absorbed in his work 
that he is scarcely conscious of what 
is said about it. 


There is no finesse about him: he 
is not even picturesque. He wears 
a black wide-brimmed felt hat on his 
large head, with its shock of rebel- 
lious black hair. His face is pallid, 
clean-shaven, with black eyes. He is 
usually smoking a cigarette and al- 
Ways wears a flannel shirt with a 
soft collar. His large, clumsy-look- 
ing hands and.his shuffling gait 
make him a homely, rugged figure 
whose sole distinction is a kind of 
lonely dignity. Strangers of the 
**highbrow”’ type make him shy to 
the point of brusqueness. Cultivat- 
ing friends and having little to say 
even to them, he gives the impres- 
sion of a man who has no interests 
outside his work and his family. 


“I Rest Silent in My Work.” 

There is nothing in his appearance 
to indicate the vivid life within. 
When Epstein was asked for a quo- 
tation to be used in the catalogue of 
his 1917 exhibition in London he pro- 
posed “I rest silent in. my -work.”’ 
No artist could propose. such a-quo- 
tation with more complete - right 
than he. 

Epstein returns. to New York as 
one of the greatest sculptors now 
working. He has reached the point 
at which his ardent supporters feel 
he can do no wrong; and if the many 
feel he can do no right, it need only 
be observed that the few may be 
quicker in their perceptions than the 
many. It is perhaps too easy to lose 
patience with the English in matters 
of sculpture and it. is sometimes nec- 
essary to remind ourselves that of 
all the gales of ridicule with which 
the English have favored him from 
time to time, none has attained the 
fury of what the French said and did 
when the Oscar Wilde monument 
was unveiled in Paris. 

It is also necessary to remember 
that Epstein has asked much of a 
people brought up in the Royal Acad- 
emy style of sculpture. Compare the 
pallid women of the sculpture: room 
at any Poyal Academy to Epstein’s 
1917 exhibition in the Leicester Gal- 
leries. There were little Betty May, 
who used to sit in the Café Royal at 
night; Lillian Shelley, whose pale 
beauty always attracted Epstein: 
Meum Stewart: of the chorus, and 
titled women—all of them in dark 
bronze, modeled to a rough texture 
by the piling on of pellet after pellet 
as carefully as a painter places his 
brush strokes or a writer elaborates 
details. 

And in the centre of them.was the 
Venus, carved from snowy marble— 
a tall, symbolic arrangement of 
planes and curves, at. which London 
roared and for which the late John 
Quinn of New York paid £1,000, at 
that time a record price. What an 
afternoon! What is there in com- 
mon, between the solemn dignity of 
a Royal Academy show and the shat- 
tering power of an Epstein exhibi- 
tion? 

Epstein, in a way, asked much of 
the Hngiish in his early days among 





them ;. and let it be.said for the Eng: 
lish that a few. were.willing to give 
him a hearing, reminding. the:n- 
selves that an artist is frequently 
best employed on what interests him 
most. How richly he has. rewarded 
them has long. ceased.to be news. 
Long before 1917 the few. were. will- 
ing to accept him unqualifiedly. 
The Jate Admiral Lord Fisher sent 
for him as long ago as 1915 and 
asked him to-do a bust of himself. 
“When?” asked Epstein. 
*‘Now,”’ said the Admiral. 
It took. Epstein two hours to fetch 
his tools and six days, working from 
9 o’clock in the morning to 7 o’clock 
in the evening, to do the magnificent 
head and shoulders of the old sea 
lord: The bust is now in the Impe- 
rial War Museum, along with sey- 
eral other powerful studies of fight- 
ing men from Epstein’s hands. 
Such is the character of Epstein’s 
following. Widely acknowledged the 





trait studies. he. syas..moving away 
from Rodin, to..whom he, has, neycr 
denied his debt, and into that.style 
of .his. own which now. stamps un- 
mistakably any bust of his.» Form in 
his hands. was . becoming. less a 
matter of measurement than of -per- 
sonal. study and feeling.. At the 
same time he was engaged in such 
purely. symbolic pieces.as the Oscar 
Wilde memorial, which was..commis- 
sioned -in 1909- by an _-anonymous 
donor—the condition. of his gift being 
that. the. work. was. to..be done by 
Epstein. 

The Wilde memorial was done in a 
rather Assyrian style and is not now 
regarded by. Epstein as one of. his 
b. t works;.but. the.storm. it raised 
in Paris was far.worse..than. any- 
thing the English ,have.ever done. 
It was not put into position in. the 
Pére Lachaise Cemetery until 1912, 
when the Prefect of Police and the

greatest sculptor in England, he is 
also one of the most original in the 
world. So original is he that his fail- 
ure to capture the many might be 
assumed and would hardly be worth 
mentioning if it- had not led to one 
unfortunate result. It is likely that 
Epstein himself never gives the mat- 
ter an instant’s thought. Certainly 
he is incapable of deviating one iota 
from his sculptural path for the pur- 
pose of capturing anybody. Others 
besides Epstein, however, are the 
losers by the fact that he has. never 
been commissioned to do a war me- 
morial. Probably the many, whose 
committees haye charge of war. me- 
morials, distrust a man of his 
powers. 
Indifferent to Popularity. 

Epstein -is not likely to become 
popular in his own lifetime; not in 
London at any rate. What happens 
to him in New York may be quite 
another matter, for New Ycrk is 
always more incalculable than Lon- 
don. In London the English are 
either for him or against him, with 
the exception of a few who occupy 
a sort of borderland position. He is 
a man to whom approval and disap- 
proval are usually applied in blanket 
terms; but if the storms of contro- 
versy that have raged about him are 
set aside, it becomes-possible to trace 
certain definite developments in his 
work since he left New York as ‘an 
unknown youngster twenty-five 
years ago. 

The Ecole des Beaux Arts in Paris 
he found uninspiring, and his early 
development was largely shaped in 
the sculpture wing of the Louvre. 
Design ‘after design was drawn and 
destroyed in those days. When he 
came to London in 1905 he was still 
feeling his way. He took a great 
barn of a studio in Chelsea and 
turned out monumentai pieces which 
attracted attention. at the Allied 
Artists’ Exhibition in the Albert 
Hall, for there was then little of the 
heroic in British sculpture. 


His First Big Work. 

Epstein’s first real opportunity 
came in 1908 with a commission to 
decorate the British Medical Associa- 
tion’s new building in the Strand. 
His eighteen large figures, filling a 
series of spaces on the third story 
of the building, confirmed the 
promise his friends in New York had 
discerned in him, and also launched 
him in London as a sculptor of 
performance as wéll as of promise. 

Incidentally, the figures started the 
first. of those hurricanes..of .contro- 
versy which often centre about Ep- 


stein. But the cries of ‘‘indecency”’. 


from those who had been brought up 
to regard a frock coat as the first 
essential of all sculpture troubled 
neither the British Medical Associa- 
tion nor its arcnitects. The few 
quickly rallied to the sculptor’s de- 
fense and The London Times finally 
stilled the tempest by following suit. 
Epstein himself was unmoved. 

By tha. time Epstein was explor- 
ing two: lines of Work. In bi por- 





of a row about it. An awning was 
draped over it and a gendarme 
posted beside it day and night. 
Epstein refused.to alter it. When a 
group of art students ripped away 
the awning, despite the gendarme, 
the authorities attached a bronze 
fig-leaf to it and the whole episode 
became a world-wide joke. The fig- 
leaf disappeared and a few evenings 
later a Paris student burst into the 
Café .Royal in. London wearing it 
suspended by a cord from his neck. 
The memorial in Pére Lachaise was 
thereafter altered slightly and al- 
lowed to remain. 

By this time Epstein. was interna- 
tionally famous. Among the few he 
was recognized as an ‘“advanced’’ 
man of great power. Those were 
the days when every element of 
artistic revolt was blended in. the 
Vorticist movement and all the tur- 
bulent young men in London were 
readers of Blast.. Epstein also was 
in it, but as. a working, creative 
sculptor rather than a: theorist. He 
was still working along two lines— 
pure symbolism and the study of 
human character—in portrait work— 
when the war broke on him and the 
Holborn -tribunal. discovered him. 
The British Museum, the National 
Gallery and the Wallace collection 
officials urged his exemption from 
military service. A temporary ex- 
emption, granted him to enable him 
to find .war duty of some sort. at 
home, he neglected. Drafted ‘into 
the army as a private, he was dis- 
charged later on health grounds. 


His Recent Work. 

The war, however,. undoubtedly 
had a profound effect on his work. 
His 1917 exhibition revealed the two 
extremes of his work in the formal 
Venus and the realistic portrait 
studies, It now’ seems likely that 
with the Venus he passed the peak 
of ‘his interest in pure ‘form. 

Some of the old clamor,: to which 
he must by this time have become 
accustomed, broke about the Christ 
in his. 1920 exhibition. Instead of the 
smooth surfaces of the marble. Venus, 
here was a rugged bronze—a gaunt, 
rigid figure: standing in its. grave- 
clothes, one hand pointing to the 


wound of the nail in the other. Nat- 
urally, it conflicted with the accu- 


mulated representations. of » the 
centuries; quite as naturally, the 
protests that greeted it were vigor- 
ous,. The few, however, found it 
tremendously impressive and it sold 
for £2,100. 

A giant. in the abundance and 
vigor of his creative power, Epstein 
has thus far shown certain defects 
accompanying: his great virtues. The 
milder graces have yet to appear in 
his ‘work, Vigor, life—these are so 
prolific in his ‘work as to give it that 
a: of serenity which has come to 

be. typical of him, He is now but 47 
years old; and so, immense as have 
been the variety and volume of his 
output in twenty years, he returns to 
New York with his ripest work prob- 
ably. still ahead»of.him, _.

M. Painlevé has well pemenubetiel 
that with Berthelot it is the philoso- 
pher, who, from his twentieth year, 
inspired and directed the chemist. In 
his long conversations with Renan 
on the eternal problems that torment 
the human soul, he erected, out of 
the ruins of other beliefs, something 
that seemed to him to be a certafnty: 
faith in the unity of the natural 
laws. * * * 

Ever since Lavoisier with a power- 
ful hand opened the paths of modern 
chemistry, the composition of. con- 
crete bodies had surrendered _ little 
by little their intimate secrets: Ofie 
knew quite a number of indivisible 
elements and one was discovering 
new elements every day; but the 
combinations they formed, in order 
to constitute mineral substances, 
presented themselves to the ordinary 
mind under familiar. aspects. All 
these bodies weré deboniposed. by 
chemical’ analysis and. very: often 


afterward it was an easy matter to}, 


reconstruct ‘the synthetic total. 


It was otherwise with organic mat- 
ter that entered into the: .constitu- 
tion of animals and plants. We were 
ignorant of the rare elements. they 
secreted. Two gases, found in- the 
atmosphere, oxygen and-nitrogen; « 
third gas 6f extréme lightness; whith 
entered into the composition of 
water, hydrogen; a solid with & mél 
ancholy reputation for inertia; car 
bon—aside from these four fundamen- 
tal bodies there were a few pinches 
of sulphur and phosphorus: We knew 
that such was the entife Web oh 
which the cenhtiries had slowly em- 
broidered innumerable forms of ter- 
restrial flora and fauna. But chemis- 
try/had not yet the audacity to re- 
construct unstable and delicate

éléments from themselves or "the 
most simple combinations of these 
elements in order to reconstruct com- 
plete entities—the carbides of hy- 
drogen and the alcohols. With the 
aid of the voltaic arc, he combined 
hydrogen and carbon and produced 
acetylene, ciscovered by Davy‘in 836, 
which, ever since then. unobtainable, 
brings a ready contribution to the 
most varied syntheses. Berthelot 
condenses it under the action of heat 
and behold, we have benzine. He 
adds hydrogen and behold, there ap- 
pears ethylene, which, united with 
water, will produce alcohol. He 
places it in contact with air and 
with an alkaline solution—and be- 
bold, acetic acid or vinegar. If I 
were to enumerate all his success- 
ful reconstructions I should. never 
end. * * ® 

The work of Berthelot has victori- 
ously established the unity of chemi- 
cal science. It has demonstrated the 
constant efficiency of the synthetic 
method; it -has proved that heat, 
light and electricity suffice to cause 
elements to come together in organic, 
as well as in mineral, compounds. 

Behind him dn the route trod by 
our glorious compatriots rushed all 
the savants of thé world. The syn- 
thesis of sugars came after that of 
fats, and tow even the synthesis of 
the third class of organic compounds 
the most réfractofy, &lso the most 
important—the albumenoids, is on 
the way to be realized. * * * 

Can one be astonished that, in the 
presencé of so many acclaimed in- 
ventions, Berthelot should have al- 
lowed himself at timés antitipations 
4 trifle advénturous; that he should 
have dreamed, for example, of a 
world in which there should be 
neither shepherds nor husbandmen, 
a world in which man might be 
nourished by little tablets of chemi- 
eal products, much more rapid and 
digestive,’”’ hé said, “than our prés- 
ent foods?” If this new régime does 
hot figure among the surprises 
which science reserves for our 
grandnéphews, I know not whether 
they are to be congratulated or com- 
miserated. But fortunately chemical 
synthesis has no need of these para- 
doxical applications in order to 
transmit to. posterity the name of 
Berthelot. 

Thermochemistry. 

Rather than anxiously await these 
distant visions, let ts follow. the prin- 
cipal achievements of this great sdul 
and see what link: chained together 
his most beautiful discoveries. 

During the famous synthesis of 
formic acid Berthelot, struck by the 
slowness by whith the reaction was 
accomplished, “ought to explain this 
phenometion. He venttired the opin- 
ion that the acid in process of forma- 
tion absérbed thé héat if éét frée in 
decompbdsition. This was in 1864. Be- 
ginning with tlié year following, Ber- 
thélot exaiiiried in two long morio- 
graphs the relation of heat to chem- 
ical reaction and drilled the first 
holes in-thée problems of thetmothern- 
istry, to: which,. later. on, he -was to 
return. 

Thermochemistry existed long be- 
fore his time—a fact to which the 
names Lavoisier and Laplace testify. 
Bui it was Berthelot who, together |” 
with the ‘Dane Thomsen. first con- 
ceived the fdea of nieusuring by lib- 
erated or absorbed héat, simultane- 
ously: with transformations, | 
mystic affinities which chemistry had 
imagined between the. molecules of 
bodies; whith Goethe found between 
souls. It was Berthelot who invented 
the apparatus most convenient for 
determining calorific movements; it 
was he who finally restored the work 
of chéemital forces under a definition 
cominon to all natural forces, _Oncé 
again, he thus obéyed the piwér of 
uttifieation which animated him if 
all his researches and, at a decisive 
sign, sent onward thermochemistry 
to the next encounter with energetic 
modérn life.

; “But if this heat, by emanating from 
a chemical reaction, causes us to un- 
derstand the perfection of its accom- 
plishment, Berthelot noticed-that it 
remained constant whatever the na- 
ture of the intermediate sequerice of 
changes. - Instantly this observation 
provoked another. He showed that 
the quantity of heat produced in ani- 
mal economy by the transformation 
of food was equal to that obtained if 
one simply burned in a calorimetric 
retort the sugars, fats or albumen. 
With a good chemical apparatus on’ 
could measure the dose of heat and 
the energy concealed in different 
nourishing substances; it is no longer 
Tnecessary,.t- go to the physiologists 
in order to fix'the. essential rule 
food hygiene. 

In -another . way thermochernlata 


conducted Berthelot to his magnifi-’ 


cent.studies of explosives. A new 
order of researches was exposed be- 
fore his marvelous technical ability, 


where ee: developed nis feverish 


clits that velocity i- 
with the témperature and 
the condensation Of the gases, while 
it is, on the contrary, diminished by 
the presence of an inert body, Ber- 
thelot discovered the art by which 
these redoubtable materials could be 
disciplined; he gave to one of his 
eminent collaborators, M. Vieille, 
the opportunity to invent smokeless 
powder and thus assured for several 
years the superiority of French ar- 
mament; at the same time he be- 
stowed on the great enterprises of 
public utility and the mining indus- 
tries the means of directing volcanic 
forces while utilizing them. 

But do not imagine that Berthelot 
was always bending over his retorts 
and stills. He loved to Straighten tip 
and gaze aloft. And presently, in the 
experiments he was carrying on with 
temperatures under very high pres 
sure, he began to make ingenious 
comparisons with the unknown phe- 
nomena occurring in the depths of 
the earth or on the surface of 
planets. 

It is thus that every question, 
scarcely born in this mind, expanded, 
ramified itself and bore unexpected 
fruits. Synthesis, thermochemistry, 
biology—this series now leads Ber- 
thelot evén to the problems of bot- 
ay and agrictilture. * * * 


Science: Positive aii@ Ideal, 


These investigations did not absorb 
Berthelot’s intellectual activity. In 
order the better to know science he 
yearned to follow the evolution of 
the scientific mind, and this new 
curiosity. drew. him..to the study. of 
the history of cHemistry, even to the 
most remote epochs’. In this enter- 
prise of resurrection he acquired an 
encyclopedic erudition; Egyptian 
papyrus, manuscripts of antiquity 
and of the Middle Ages, Greek, 
Latin, Syriac and Arabic texts—all 
these he examined with a minuté 
ahd ~passionaté wisdém, and thus 
taught us to distinguish the first 
lispirigs of sclence in thé symbolic 
language of the old alchsmists. 
Let us no longer laugh at the 
elixir of life or the philosopher's 
stone! Théy are the naive witnesses 
and the first tentative miscarriages 
of this twofold need of. kiiéwledge 
and power which is ‘the honor of 
humanity. 

Such; in & pale picture, is the work 
of Berthelot. Faithful to his perma- 
nett dodtriné; he wished neither to 
bound nor to confine it, utterly cold, 
to sédientific. treatises; he encom- 
passéd it by the flame of prostly- 
tism and sought to envelop it with 
the rays of morality. 

In & méfiorable letter, written to 
Renan in November, 1893, Berthelot 
was already struggling to maintain 
that if positive science did not pur- 
sue either the: initial causes or the 


end of things, contenting itself with |. 


observing facts and separatifig some 
from others by instant actounts, the 
experimental method could be ex- 
tended, with a reassuring probabil- 
ity, to the study of ecdtiomic, polit- 
ical arié tidfal questions.” Hitherto, 
in the ddéthain of observation, the 
human mind, pushed forward by an 
invincible force, sought to penetrate 
that of which it was ignorant. It 
burned to go-beyond.

Of course we still have the 
three-letter man—that is, the man 
who has won his varsity letter in 
three sports—but he is becoming 
rarer and is found mainly’ at the 
smaller institutions, where athletic 
competition is ‘not as stiff as else- 
where. 

Football has advanced a long way 
from the day when.a bunch of boys 
at a college would meet some Fall 
afternoon and decide that it was 
time to get going on football. .Then 
they followed .the normal tenor of 
their ways, and, for the big game, 
one of the old ‘‘grads’’ would ‘come 
back for a week or so and teach 
them a new play and instill confi- 
dence. 

Now the big colleges, and the little 
enes, too, have Spring practice. They 
pursue a strict regimen of diet and 
work. There are Summer occupa- 
tions of laborious ‘work to keep in 
condition. There is the early Fall 
session of intensive training at a 
camp or secluded establishment; 
there are the regular practice ses- 
sions and the informal practice ses- 
sions; there are the matters of 
clothes, sleep, associates, mental at- 
titude. On top of all is the coaching 
system. 

Most Plays Known. 

Nowadays there is hardly such a 
thing as a new play. Every first- 
class football player knows the com- 
paratively.few fundamental plays 
there are in football.

There is here challenged an issue 
which, surely, must be stated In 
plain terms and decided on the evi- 
dence. Is a woman, or is she not, 
equipped by nature to occupy posi- 
tions of sapreme authority? In Bel- 
gium it is laid down that she cannot 
ascend the throne. But does this 
mean, in Belgium or anywhere else, 
that she cannot succeed on the 
throne if she gets there? The coun- 
try immediately contiguous to. Bel- 
gium, Holland, has been ruled for 
thirty-seven yeans, first by Queen 
Emma as Regent and next by Queen 
Wilhelmina, while the‘ sole direct 
heiress is the Princess... Juliana. 
Would a man—say, the ex-Kaiser 
William, dwelling at Doorn—have 
done any better? Apparently not. 

Woman’s Fitness to Rule. 


Has it been wholly convenient for 
Rumania that the cpown should de- 
scend by heirs male? Here is a coun- 
try where obviously the most force- 
ful person, at any rate in the royal 
family, is Queen Marie. As King 
her grandson, Michael, must be a 
problem. As Queen her daughter, 
Ileana, would be irresistible. Yet 
Ileana is set aside. 

In Spain the same point has arisen. 
There are reasons of health which 
suggest that, if the reckoning is to 
include vigor and efficiency, the 
daughters would be better able than 
the sons to sustain a difficult respon- 
sibility. 

By the laws of primogeniture, if 
strictly applied, two other thrones, 
the British and the Japanese,. would 
devolve ultimately on’ heiresses—in 
the one case, the Princess Elizabeth 
of York and in the other case. the 
small daughter of the Emperor Hiro- 
hito. If mankind is to retain the 
hereditary principle at all, is there 
any reason in logic or justice why 
either of these illustrious infants 
should be displaced from a high des- 
tiny, whether by an uncle or by a 
young brother, if he should arrive? 

Few Queens Dethroned. . 

Let us admit, solely for the sake 
of argument, that there have been 
great men; that Shakespeare, 
Bacon, Beethoven and Socrates, in 
their day, were indisputably men. 
Does not that merely strengthen the 
argument for Queens? Aman is 
often an artist, a poet, an inventor, 
but it is the woman who manages 
things. In the home, she is the ad- 
ministrator, and what is a throne 
but management on the large scale? 
Ability of this kind does not mean 
doing ten men’s work,.but getting 
work out of ten men; and that is the 
kind of ability in which a woman 
has usually excelled. 

If we appeal to history we find that 
there have been many Kings and 
many Queens, some good, some bad. 
Moreover, there has been a Queen, 
here and there, who has lost her 
throne. But hardly ever has a Queen 
been dethroned by her own subjects. 
It is when Kings reign, as a 
rule, that there are revolutions; not 
when Queens are’on the throne. 

It is a rule that is proved even by 
the exceptions. Let us agree that, in 
more senses than one, Mary Queen 
of Scots lost her head. After all, 
hers was a special case. <A girl 
reared in Paris had to live in Edin- 
burgh. A girl bred a Catholic had 
to listen to sermons by John Knox. 
It was what today we call ‘‘the 
limit.’’ 


Some Queens of the Past. 


But while Mary Stuart: failed, think 
of what other Queens of her period 
were achieving. “If Sheer Machiavel- 
lian statesmanship is to be the test, 
her contemporary, Catherine de 
Medici in Paris, was worth all her 
three sons put together—that is, 
Francis II, Charles IX and Henry 
III. Huguenots’ when massacred, 
thought her somewhat . masterful; 
but at least they did not’ disobey. 
Indeed, it is not easy to disobey 
when one fine morning you wake up 
to discover that, as wedding guests 
of your greciers sovereign, you are 
dead. 

In England eis Queens were reign- 
ing with a firm hand. Rude people 
complained a little of ‘‘bloody Mary,”’ 
with her zest for burning heretics 
alive; but Mary ruled. As for Eliza- 
beth, she was so much a Queen that 
her brother-in-law, Philip of Spain, 
‘never smiled again.’’ If Helen of 
Troy, by her private life; launched a 
thousand ships,,: Elizabeth, when 
peeved by an armada, did not hesi- 
tate to sink them. Indeed, it took a 
Queen like Elizabeth of England to 
détapitate a Queen like Mary of 
Stotland.

She has thus no reason to die young 
of at St. Helena or by the’ hands ‘of 
Brutus and Cassius; Instead of doing 
things, which is almost always a mis- 
take, she is conten’ to be herself. 
Usually herself is quite enough, 
Lost Thrones. 

If, then, Queens are sometimes 
| driven from their thrones, it is as a 
rule by some foreign invader. Cleo- 
patra of Egypt was able to conquer 
Caesar and Anthony, but, not being a 
good sailor, she quailed at Actium 
before the fleets of Rome. It was 
not Egypt that reduced this Princess 
to the status of a character in plays 
by) Shaw and Shakespeare. Egypt 
was ready at all times to provide 
Cleopatra with needles of granite 
sixty-eight feet high. It was Augus- 
tus, now chiefly remembered as the 
name of a month from which people 
who can afford it fly to the country. 

Of the Queen as patriot, there are 
clearer cases by far than Cleopatra. 
Against the Romans, Boadicea, 
beaten by rods and with her daugh- 
ters insulted, put up a great fight, 
and it was only in battle that her 
troops were defeated by trained le- 
gions. Not less heroic was Zenobia, 
Queen of the East. As sovereign of 
the Arabs she defied Rome and her 
defence of Palmyra against a pro- 
longed siege is one of the romances 
of war. It is true that, after adorn- 
ing an imperial triumph in which she 
marched with chains of gold and a 
load of jewels, she became a Roman 
matron, with daughters duly married 
into the aristocracy of her con- 
| queror. But this was only after her 
powers of resistance to the empire 
had been exhausted. 


Origin Often Humble. 

About the -great Queens of the 
world the most astonishing fact is 
that their origin was often humble 
and even a disgrace. Half a dozen of 
them had not a-drop of royal blood 
in their veins. In case after case a 
woman endowed not with birth but 
merely with brains and. beauty has 
won her way to a supreme authority, 
often in her own right, over millions 
of mankind. 

It was Semiramis who founded this 
fascinating dynasty of adventuresses. 
Legend asserts that she was the 
daughter of a Syrian youth and of 
Dercato of Ascalon, the well-known 
fish goddess of the day. For us, as 
students of the past, the important 
thing is that this girl, brought up by 
shepherds, was married by Gen- 
eralOnnes and demanded by Ninus, 
the chief, for whose sake Onnes 
committed suicide. It was Semira- 
mis who built Nineveh and Babylon; 
and after a reign of forty-two years 
she ascended to heaven, most appro- 
priately, as a dove. 

If Semiramis. was, in part, a myth, 
there is no doubt that Catherine the 
Great of Russia, whose career was 
not less amazing, belongs to the 
moderns. A destitute orphan in 
Livonia, she was brought up by the 
clerk of the village and married to a 
Swedish sergeant. On the following 
morning the sergeant perished in 
war with Russia and the girl was 
taken prisoner. Yet after various 
vicissitudes this alien, who could 
neither read nor write, became the 
acknowledged consort of Czar Peter 
the Great, and his successor as Eim- 
press of a realm as turbulent and as 
restive as any territory on this 
planet. In her high position she dis- 
played various qualities; she was 
decisive, she was dignified, she was 
licentious. The point is that she 
ruled and, after Peter’s death, ruled 
+alone. 


Dowager Whiaiaie of China. 

A second instance, somewhat. simi- 
lar, has been the Dowager Empress 
of China. Here was the Manchu 
Dynasty, as aristocratic, as exclu- 
sive, as alien as the Plantagenets. 
The future Empress entered. the 
court, not as a Princess, but in servi- 
tude. Amid hundreds who enjoyed 
a rank more favorable than her own 
she won her way, first to the throne 
of a wife, then to the throne of a 
regent. Her majesty awed both the 
East and the West, and for years 
her prestige. held back an overdue up- 
heayal which, immediately after her 
death, overwhelmed the ‘monarchy. 
For this exalted role this woman, 
trained at once to seclusion and to 
subjection, was. wholly unprepared 
by any education worthy the name. 
Yet she succeeded. 

A woman thus humbly born has 
one advantage over a Princess. She 
has had to display initiative—to win 
attention instead of merely receiving 
it.. Take -the. classic instance of 
Theodora, Empress of Justinian. 
There was no degradation to which, 
as a girl, she had not descended. She 
was not merely a courtesan; she was 
also an exponent of the. vulgarest 
comedy known in decadent Constan- 
tinople. Yet on the throne hers was 
a splendid demeanor. She confronted 
the society that she had entertained 
as if she had known no other en- 
vironment. Deep were her dungeons. 
ATerrible were her tortures, amd her 
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ents. were..warned that if they 
sgn, wee “from carrying out her will 
they. themselves would be flayed 
‘alive.’ Not less noteworthy were her 
lavish contributions to the cause of 
religion. 

Not that jology need be limited 

Empires 
today. are commercial—vast. corpora: 
tions that produce steel and ten-cent 
stores and soda fountains and other 
works of art. Visit a head office 
and you will find that the President 
is. suppoged to be a man. But who 
manages’ the President? In ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred the nom- 
inal President is stenographed, 
typed, punctuated, telephoned and 
talked to: bya woman. 

That women, having served their 
apprenticeship as queens, typists and 
so on, ‘will be recognized as the cap- 
tains of ‘tomorrow’s commerce, is 
surely a conclusion that follows from. 
this. brief study of history as a sex,

“There is a big field for profits 
now in motor accessories and many 
new and fantastic gadgets are being 
foisted on unsuspecting operators.

They caused pre-ignition and burned 
a hole in a cylinder head, caused the 
piston to seize in another cylinder, 
which broke both cylinder and pis- 
ton, and, finally, more than half the 
plugs were burned out. The pilot, 
incidentally, very nearly lost his life 
when landing owing to the heavy 
load on the plane.

“This year many. prizes for long, 
arduous flights have attracted pilots. 
who loaded their planes to the limit, 
loads which a year or two ago could 
be carried only by a 400-horsepower 
motor.

sign and build their own planes with- 


out proper knowledge of their work. 
When they streamline the plane they 
cover the motor by cowling to an 
extent that air-cooling is almost pre- 
vented. In one case a motor ran 100

Although the Kiowas, Comanches 
and Apaches still observed the treaty 
of 1865, troops were serit into their 
territory early in 1867. The Indians 
retaliated by extensive guerrilla war 
fare, against which all military oper- 
ations were ineffective. The work on 
the Union Pacific was retarded; the 
interruption of overland traffic be- 
came serious. 

In June and in July Congress 
adopted legislation that provided for 
the establishment of peace on the 
frontier and for the appointment of 
‘Commissioners to treat with the In- 
‘dians. The causes of friction were 
to be removed, frontier settlements 
were to be made secure, the safe 
building of the ‘transcontinental rail- 
road was to be assured and plans 
were to be made for civilizing the 
Indians. 

The’ Commissioners brought gifts 
for the 15,000 Indians encamped near 
the’ fort. The United States agents 
made citear to the Indians what was 
wanted, and the Kiowa, Comanche 
and Apache chiefs signed quickly. 
Six days later the Cheyennes and the 
Arapahoes signed the Medicine Lodge 
treaties, on Oct. 20, and then pre- 
pared to evacuate Kansas to the 
whites and to migrate south into 
Indian territory.

Better Motor Repairs. . 

The cry of the day is for less com- 
plicated repair work, lower repair 
cost and briefér, periods of lay-up in 
the repair shop. or service station. In 
all justice to those experts who have 
spent their lives‘ repairing machinery 
and, later, automobiles it should be 
kept in mind that the first cost is 
not always the last cost. If work is 
done too hastily it is likely to be poor 
economy. In the case of a number of 
forms of service a ‘compromise ‘be- 
tween hand-work and machine re- 
pairing is still necessary. Proper de- 
cisions in thé matter are easily 
reached by atiy car owner who gives 
the matter careful attention. 

For example, ‘thé mattor of accu- 
rate and sometimes delicate adjust- 
ments of parts''cannot be done so 
successfully by present repair shop 
equipment. Here ‘the human clement 
is still of first congideration, and no 
car owner is justified in asking for 
quick work. The repairer must have 
ample time to study the. situation and 
to apply that certain. genius which 
marks the difference between.,suc- 
cess. and failure, in car adjustments, 

Perhaps many. motorists--cling. to 
the older order of repair work on the 
theory that the néwer methods may 
not be as exacting as those which re- 
quire a greater amount of human ef- 
fort, ‘If it is.trué that a better valve- 
grinding job can be done through 
the laborious efforts of a ‘mechanic 
who spends half a day..on the. job, 
then the motorist may well question 
the superiority of the 1927 car;:for 
this latest product is:very largelythe 
result of improved methods ir manu- 
facture, with:the elimination of ex- 
cessive human effort and time. : 

Tt ‘is true that an experienced re- 
pair ‘man can do an excellent valve- 
grinding job by-hand, but this is not 
saying that every job done by hand 
is @ good one. Valve-grinding work 
has reached a point where the ma- 
jority of mechanics consider it as 
more or less ofa bore, having done 
the job so many times as to: become 
weary of it. :.The use of new equip- 
ment to’ grind valves, ‘however, has 
revived ‘interest inthis work.» The 
repair man is as stimulated by new 
equipment as the car owner is by 
new design in the car he purchases. 

Relining ‘Brakes Quickly. 

Recently there-has been developed 
a number of new.systems for relining 
brakes quickly and cheaply, Some of 
these systems have been. criticized, 
and sometimes .this has. been justi- 
fied. To imagine that brakes cannot 
be lined mechanically as well as by 
hand, however, is to. be blind to the 
many human errors in repair work. 
A good mechanic can do an excellent 
job relining brakes if he applies him- 
self to it and devotes enough time to 
the job. Perhaps no machine can do 
a better job.. But, on the other hand, 
the repair man himself is interested 
in speeding up his work, and if doirig 
so without. proper equipment -he -is 
apt to make serious mistakes... The 
level of his work, taken by and large; 
may not be as high as that turned 
out by the mechanic who uses, more 
advanced methods in brake work. 

It is important, of course, to avoid 
cheap work, whether of the hand 
type or.of.the more advanced ‘ma-| . 
chine type. , It. requires ali may ax 
ness ability on the part of car

The well-equipped service shop fits 
piston rings by new methods which 
make for: accuracy and at the same 
time cut cost and time, They. can 
test compression in the cylinders 
accurately and find noises jn, the 
transmission, engine or other major 
units without carving into the car 
on a wild goose chase. Due to such 
plans ‘and’ developments it. is un- 
méecessary to make any great invest- 
mént in the mere process of trying 
to find where trouble: criginates.: 





NOVEL GASOLINE TEST 
FOR MOTOR TRUCKS 


NE of the most satisfactory 

motor truck tests in the metro- 

politan’ territory was conducted 
on one of the rainy days Jast week 
by thé Federal Motor Truck Com- 
pany to determine the mileage results 
per gallon of ‘gasoline for three 
trucks of different capacities carry- 
ing their proper loads.

INVENTOR’S ADVICE TO YOUTH 
IS TO STUDY SHORT WAVES 





Marconi Sees New Laurels for Experimenters 
In Directive Radio and Television—He Lauds 
Wireless Amateurs as an Asset to Progress 


UGLIELMO MARCONI, inventor 
G of wireless, the man whose 

dream as a youth, in 1890, gave 
the world a new communication sys- 
tem that today reaches millions of 
ears simultaneously, leaned back on 
a sofa in his suite in the Ritz-Carl- 
ton, lit a cigarette and became en- 
thusiastic about the bright future 
that: he foresees for radio. It was 
pouring rain on Monday afternoon 
when,Marconi was found at the hotel 
in a stormy day: atmosphere. that 
might be duplicated in many homes 
throughout the United States—at his 
elbow was not the special-built re- 
ceiving set that one might expect to 
find there, but an ordinary outfit 
and loud-speaker such as may be 
geen in thousands of American 
homes. 


One talking with Marconi quickly 
realizes that there is a bright future 
for all branches of radio communi- 
cation—in broadcasting, ‘television, 
marine communication, directive 
beam transmission, short waves, air- 
craft communication, radio beacons 
and last, but not least, in amateur 
wireless. But the. inventor stresses 
the importance of short. waves and 
directive transmissién. These two 
divisions of radio seem to be closest 
to his heart and mind today. He be- 
lieves that many secrets of photo- 
radio, facsimile transmission, high- 
speed communication and television 
are wrapped up in wave lengths be- 
low 89 meters, and in the narrow 
beams of energy that the short waves 
are made to carry in much the.same 
fashion that a searchlight casts a 
beam of light. 


“T am profoundly impressed with 
the enthusiasm of the people in the 
United States for radio,”: said Mar- 
coni. ‘The  peoprees made here is 
remarkable.’ 


hs) pointed to the trontcai re- 
ceiver as he said: ‘‘In fact: there are 
three things that have attracted my 
attention since I have been in New 
York: First, the enthusiasm for 
radio; secondly, the practical :pur- 
poses to which radio is utilized here, 
and, third, I am surprised at the 
general knowledge of radio: among 
the younger generation. The elders 
are dragged into radio for entertain- 
ment, but youths are in, it because 
they find it fascinating, and that Is 
most fortunate. Youth: has the 
punch and the go. That'is what will 
send radio ahead. — 

“Radio offers many possibilities for 
the amateur experimenters,’’ said 
Marconi. ‘“‘We have.all. been helped 
by the amateurs. It is a great asset 
to have such a vast number of ama- 
teur experimenters interested in the 
science.’’ 

When asked if he. believed. that 
television would some day enter the 
home as the broadcast concerts do to- 
day, the inventor hesitated: in-thought 
a second or two before he answered, 
“Yes; television will enter the 
homes, but I do not know how soon.”’ 

*In your opinion, will the present 
broadcast band from. 550. to 200. me- 
ters ever be changed to short waves, 
thus necessitating the s¢rapping ‘of 
present. receivers and . broadcast 
transmitters?’’ 

“T can see ‘a big’ field for short 
waves,” said the inventor, ‘‘but they 
will play their most important broad- 
casting rdéle in international ex- 
change of programs; that is, for 
long-distance broadcasting. The short 
waves have the ability to span world- 
wide distances with comparatively 
small power outputs. However, I be- 
lieve the present waves, for example, 
as used in New York for broadcast- 
ing are well adapted for the use to 
which they are put. I can see no 
benefit for New. York broadcasters. to 
shift to channels below 100 meters 
unless they desire ‘to.entertain Aus- 
tralia, Europe or South Africa. 


Radio on Airplanes. 

“The same. applies: to radio’ and 
airplanes,’’ he continued. ‘‘I would 
not care to say that short waves are 
better suited for aircraft communi- 
cation,than. the longer waves, say, in 
the neighborhood of 600 ‘meters. 
‘What an airplane pilot desires most 
of radio is to call for and find his 
position in fogs or when” lost. In 
such Anstances a good-strong signal 

oe 


from a near-by transmitter is more 
to be desired. For example, an air- 
plane lost in the Pacific around Ha- 
waii would want to communicate 
with the nearest station so that aid 
could be dispatched as quickly as 
possible. It would be better to com- 
municate on 600 meters with a ship 
in the immediate vicinity rather than 
with New York or Australia on short 
waves.’’ 

When asked what possibilities may 
be found in the five-meter band with 
which the research engineers at 
WGY, Schenectady, are now experi- 
menting as well as numerous ama- 
teurs, Marconi said he did not know. 

*“T can only say that I have cov- 
ered 100 miles with six-meter waves, 
and with a ten-meter wave I have 
sent a message from England to 
Australia.’’ 

“Do you think the vacuum tube 
has reached a stage of development 
where perfection has been attained?’’ 

‘“‘The vacuum tubes are very good 
now,” was the reply, ‘‘but they will 
certainly be improved. The alter- 
nating current tubes in the new 
American sets: are very practical, but 


they. do not represent a big scientific 


advance in radio. Their great utility 
is found in the fact that they make 
radio more convenient to install and 
operate, because batteries are dis- 
pensed with, and that seems to be 
what the public most desires. Few 
radio set owners care to be bothered 
with battery replacements and with 
charging. 

‘What advice would you give to 
the young man just out of college 
who is desirous of studying radio.’’ 

“Study short: waves and directive 
systems and experiment in those 
fields because they hold vast possi- 
bilities. Long-distance radio commu- 
nication of. the future ‘will be over 
short waves,’’ he replied. ‘Until a 
few years ago short waves were neg- 
lected. Only recently have we dis- 
covered .that these waves possess 
most valuable and unsuspected quali- 
ties in regard to world-wide ‘trans- 


‘mission and that they are capable of 


results unobtainable with long waves. 

“Short-wave beam transmission has 
taught us many lessons. We have 
noticed in working long distances by 
means of short waves: that, particu- 
larly when receiving reflectors are 
employed, static has beén ‘generally 
conspicuous by its absence, but when 
noticeable the signal strength has. 
mostly been well above the disturb- 
ance strength level of static. 

‘*t feel confident that our old enemy 
of static interference no longer exists 
as a serious hinderer to the working 
of high-speed radio as carried out by 
the beam system. ‘ 

“We have found that the position 
and altitude of the sun has an effect 
as to. which route the waves prefer 
to follow, and that during the morn- 
ing in England the waves prefer to 
travel to Australia in a westerly 
direction across the Atlantic Ocean, 
following the great circle along the 
longest route, which is approximately 
14,000 . miles;.. whereas. .during. the 
afternoon and part of the night pe- 
riod the waves travel best in an east- 
erly direction over Europe and Asia, 
following the shortest great circle 
route, which -is: about :10;000 miles. 

Fading Is a Puzzle. 

‘Fading remains the most serious 
obstacle to overcome, ‘although it is 
‘worse on wave lengths between 200 
and 1,000 meters’ than on short 
waves.’’ 

Regarding the benefit. of short 
waves to the man with the home 
radio set, he declared: ‘‘Short waves 
are beginning to show unhoped for 
results in improving: broadcasting 
and making it workable over great 
distances, even during. the hours of 
daylight. And directive methods will 
soon ‘be utilized for broadcasting by 
enabling programs and speeches to 
be transmitted over large portions of 
America and to foreign countries 
with much greater strength and free- 
dom: from interference than is possi- 
ble with existing methods.

BROADCASTERS PLAN TO FLASH 
PROGRAMS ACROSS THE, SEA 





Special Short Wave Stations to Relay Concerts 
Between United States and British Isles for 


Rebroadcasts Over WEAF and 2LO 


.N American invasion of the Brit- 
A ish ether and counter-attacks by 
broadcasts from England are 
being planned by the National Broad- 
casting Company cooperating with 
the: British Broadcasting Company, 
according to an announcement made 
this week by representatives of both 
companies. Short-wave transmitters 
will be used to span the sea. 


Dr. Alfred N. Goldsmith, consult- 
ing engineer of the National Broad- 
casting Company, and P. P. Eckers- 
ley, chief engineer of the British 
Broadcasting Company, ' who have 
been in Washington attending the 
International Radio Conference, in a 
joint statement said: 

“Short-wave broadcast transmis- 
sion for relaying programs has al- 
ready yielded some occasional results 
of great interest and much promise. 
It is nevertheless important, in judg- 
ing the prospects of regular interna- 
tional broadcasting, to -remember 
that isolated amateur (or even pro- 
fessional) long-distance reception of 
short-wave broadcasts is a very inter- 
esting but unsafe guide as to the 
present capabilities of such a service, 
because large-scale ‘international 
broadcasting to the public “has some 
stringent requirements. 


“It is necessary that the tone qual- 
ity of international broadcasting 
shall be very high to ‘avoid difficul- 
ties in understanding a ‘foreign lan- 
guage or even: the same language 
spoken with a.different accent or in- 
tonation. Furthermore, the interna- 
tional broadcasting _ of important 
events must occur accurately on 
schedule. And finally, as a perma- 
nent institution, international broad- 
casting must be in all other respects 
practically up to the level of the best 
local broadcasting. 

No Guarantee for Service. 


“We propose an intensive experi- 
mental and development program to 
accomplish these results, but we are 
unable to give any present guarantees 
of service. ‘The program will include 
the erection of a powerful short-wave 
relay broadcasting transmitter in 
England, the installation of a special 
short-wave relay broadcasting re- 
ceiving station in England, and the 
systematic utilization of similar facil- 
ities in the United States. 

**We believe that ultimately short- 
‘wave development is likely to permit 
intercontinental broadcasting: We 
are so hopeful’ of such a result be- 
ing possible that we regard the An- 
glo-American relay broadcasting de- 
velopment plan as not only. justified 
scientifically but also humanly neces- 
sary as a step toward another close 
bond of communication between the 
peoples of England and the United 
States.” 

“We expect that the British short- 
wave transmitter will be on the air 
in about. a month,”, said Dr. Gold- 
smith, ‘‘Our receiver will be ready 
by that time, but our transmitter 
will take a little longer to develop, 
because we are going at it on an ex- 
pensive and elaborate scale. Our 
transmitter will. be directional, like 
the Marconi beam,.and several wave 
lengths probably will be employed, 
We want. to have our: programs re- 
broadcast . in other: countries as well 
as in England. It -will probably re- 
quire several months of testing be- 
fore we can determine the best time 
of day to put the,foreign concerts on 
the air. Of* course we cannot: guar- 


antee reliable service at first. We.

The Morrissey on its journey car- 
led. two.radio transmitters for keep- 
ing in.touch with civilization during 
its stay in the north, One of. these 
was a thirty- three-meter apparatus 
and the other operated on the twen- 
ty-meter wave, After-leaving the 
coast. of Newfoundland in- June} 


|) Manley. talked ‘with a number of sta- 


tions in the United States. with the 


‘| thirty-three-meter® transmittér. For 


two weeks, according to: Manley, the 
Morrissey maintained good contact 
with the States. It transmitted:news 
stories to 2U0, Tus New YoRK Times 
station, and gave position reports of 
its progress and sent messages to the 
families of members of the expedi- 
tion. 

‘While we were off Cape Harrison, 
Labrador," Manley said, ‘‘we’ were 
unable to make contact with 2U0. 
Conditions north of there, however, 
were very good, although some nights 
the air was poor and incoming sig- 
nals were weak. I might explain here 
that we were in continual daylight, 
but. during the hours between 6 
o’clock in the afternoon and 3 o’clock 
in the morning we had considerable 
difficulty in _ getting © dispatches 
through to New York. There was 
no Aurora Borealis during this time, 
of course, and I had no opportunity 
to study its effect on our radio ap- 
paratus until later. 

Caught in the Ice. 


‘Later we were stuck in the ice off 
Cape Chidley for five days: Trans- 
mission was fairly good, although 
we had some bad nights when it was 
almost impossible to get anything 
through. After much buffeting by 
the ice we succeeded in making Fox 
Channel, and made contact with the 
schooner Baymaud in Coronation 
Gulf (east longiture 112, north lati- 
tude 68), in the Western Arctic. Con- 
tact with the Baymaud was kept up 
for six weeks, or until the Morrissey 
left on its way back. The interest- 
ing part of this lies in the fact that 
transmission was due east-west and 
almost across the magnetic pole. 
“During this same period we had 
contact with the University of Michi- 
gan expedition at Kagenlugssdak, 
South Greenland. Communication 
with this point and with the Bay- 
maud was carried on through a twen- 
ty-meter transmitter..On the same 
wave length we heard a vessel off 
the Aleutain Islands. This was the 
furthest western point we were 
able to tune in. We-were also able 
to pick up stations in New Zealand, 
South Africa, Belgium and England, 
in addition to a number of stations 
in New England, New York and the 
States in the Ninth District in the 
North Central part of the United 
States. 

“The greatest distance we worked 

was Station 1F2, New Zealand, while 
the next greatest was AF8, Buenos 
Aires, Argentine. Both these sta- 
tions were tuned in while we were 
in Fox Channel. We also worked 
two Belgian stations from the same 
point, and sent messages to Mr. Put- 
nam’s London office and to friends 
of Donald C. Cadzow, the expedi- 
tion’s anthropologist, direct from the 
Arctic. Later we received replies 
to both messages. 
_ “Another interesting message was 
that sent by Bob Peary, son of Ad- 
miral Peary. Mr. Peary, who was 
the expedition’s engineer, sent a ra- 
diogram to the United States Minis- 
ter in Chile. The message was picked 
up by Buenos Aires and sent over the 
mountains to Chile. In about two 
weeks we received the answer. 
Weather conditions, on the whole, 
were very good. Our best night was 
Sept. 12, when we were able to get 
through a news story of 1,500 words 
to THe New York Times. We were 
then in the Hudson Straits on our 
way back. Between Sept. 3 and 11 
we had been experiencing much dif- 
ficulty. During this time the Mor- 
rissey was completely out, due to the 
brilliant northern lights. We.were 
not able to transmit, and we could 
receive no audible signals. This con- 
dition lasted through the straits un- 
til we were off Cape. Mugford, when 
the signal strength increased great- 
ly and we were able to go on the air 
again. 

‘Rough weather on the return trip 
also affected our radio. The signal 
strength fluctuated, due to the roll- 
ing of the ship. We were able to 
send and receive despite this, how- 
ever. Up to Oct. I we had been work- 
ing nights on our thirty-three-meter 
transmitter, as we could not get mes- 
sages through to the States in’ the 
daytime on this wave length, but on 
that date we reached Sydney, N. S., 
and were able to work during the 
daylight with this set. Our day mes- 
sages previous to this time had gone 
out on our twenty-meter wave. 

Used 20. Meter . Set. 

“One interesting thing to note here 
is that while we were in Fox Chan- 
nel we worked the States during the 
daytime on twenty meters, but at 
about 6 or 7 o’clock in the evening 
we faded out on this length, and had 
to cut in with our thirty-three meter 
set, which was no good in the-day- 
time. This is explained; of course, 
by the skip distance, During the 
daytime the skip distance of the 
shorter wave was much less than it 
was at night. When night came and 
it increased ‘it skipped clear over the 
United States, while the correspond- 
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“Our radio activity in the ‘Arctic 
was not confined purely to the ex- 
pedition’s business. In Amadjuak, 
on ‘Southern ‘Baffin Island, we sent 
out a letter for David Wark, a Hud- 
son Bay Company factor. The mes- 


station, near London, and mailed to 
his home in Aberdeen, Scotland. This 
was the only communication that he 
had had with his home since the com- 
pany’s steamer, the Natscopie, had 
left. a year~-before. ‘To say he was 
delighted is putting it.very. mildly. 
We also sent. messages for the factor 
of the Hudson Bay Company. lat Cape 
Dorset to the company’s’ office in 
Montreal.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 





By ORRIN E. DUNLAP JR. 


UESTION—Will you kindly in- 
A) form me if there is any device 
~~ or attachment which will enable 
distant reception (New York) from 
Saranac Lake, N. Y., without the 
use of an outdoor aerial? I know 
little or nothing about the light 
socket attachments instead of out- 


‘door aerial, but my understanding is 


that. they are really for local use 
only. Howeyer, if there is an at- 
tachment which would enable me to 
receive Néw York up here I would 
appreciate it greatly if you would ad- 
vise me the name and where it might 
be purchased. It would be most con- 
venient when you move about to be 
able to do away with an outdoor 
aerial, and even though it would 
mean sacrifice of a certain amount 
of volume. or distance, if this would 
not be too great it would be worth 
while.—E. L. G. ANSWER—To in- 
sure reception from New York at 
that distance an outdoor wire 
pointed in the direction of New York 
and with the lead-in connected to 
the southern end of the wire should 
be used. It is problematical what 
results could be obtained with a light 
socket or indoor antenna, because 
results with antennae of this type 
depend upon the type of set and 
number of tubes employed. Another 
controlling factor is the type of 
building in which the antenna is lo- 
cated. If the antenna is shielded by 
steel structures, metal lath pipes 
and wires the results will be poor. 
The only way to determine what re- 
sults can be obtained with an in- 
door antenna is to try it in the par- 
ticular location where reception is de- 
sired. 

QUESTION—I have a six-tube elec- 
tric set. It has been in operation 
for eight months, and since the be- 
ginning there has been a cracking 
sound in it. The mechanic from the 
factory looked the set over twice and 
maintains that it is in perfect order. 
He says that electrical disturbances 
are the cause of the noise.. Can you 
suggest a cause and possible rem- 
edy?—M. W. ANSWER—Disconnect 
the antenna and ground from the 
set. If the noise continues the source 
is in the receiver itself. If the noise 
disappears the indication is that 
some electrical device or electric line 
in “the vicinity is responsible. It 
might be a good: idea to check up 
with neighbors and note whether 
or not they have the same difficulty. 
Run the antenna at right angles to 
electric wires. Be sure that all con- 
nections are firm in the antenna and 
ground as well as in the set and loud- 
speaker cord. 

QUESTION-—I have a four-tube 
home-built Browning Drake trans- 
former coupled set using three 199 
and one’ 120 tubes and a bell-shape 
loud-speaker. This set has been per- 
forming very well, but I believe 
there is still room for improvement 
in the quality of tone. This, I under- 
stand, can be accomplished to a 
large degree by using a larger power 
tube, but I would prefer to avoid the 
storage battery and charger ar- 
rangement if possible. Would you 
kindly advise me whether it would 
be practical to use a 210 power tube 
in place of the 120? Lighting the 
filaments of the 199 tubes with dry 
cells and the filament of the 210 with 
raw A. C. and using 135 volts “B’”’ 
on the 210.-G. Ss. ANSWER—The 
output of the 199 is not sufficient to 
modulate the 210 properly You can 
use a combination ‘‘B’’ eliminator 
and power amplifier such as the 
Powerformer or Powerizer,, which 
utilizes the 210. These devices ‘plug 
into the circuit after the first audio 
stage. 

QUESTION—I have a second har- 
monic super-heterodyne (long style) 
which after two years’ in service is 
giving trouble. The dealer said it 
must be either batteries or tubes 
worn out, so I replaced them with 
new ones. There was no improyve- 
ment, I think it is the condenser on 
the right side, because wherl?T turn 
the~station’ selector onthe right and; 
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touch the fixed condenser with my 
finger it makes loud clicks. The 
tubes sound choked. I use an aerial 
and wave trap. What can:you sug- 
gest?—T. L. R. ANSWER—Dust 
may have accumulated in the con- 
denser plates. Blow through the 
plates or clean them with a pipe 
cleaner. This often is the source of 
such trouble as you mention. See 
that the loudspeaker jack is making 
good contact. 

QUESTION—Why do I pick up tel- 
ephone interference with my radio? 
The rings are bad and I must: listen 
to the conversations or shut off the 
set. The lead-in parallels the tele- 
phone wire running into the house 
and the phone and radio are both 
grounded on the same cold water 
pipe. —R. B. G. ANSWER —Do not 
run the lead-in and telephone wire 
parallel. Try the radiator as the 
radio ground or drive a pipe in moist 
earth and connect the radio ground 
to it 

QUESTION-—I am installing a five- 
tube radio set and would appreciate 
answers to the following questions of 
operation: What dry cell tube will 
give the best results? (2) What ‘‘B’’ 
battery voltage do the dry cell tubes 
require? (3) Is a ‘‘C’’ battery neces- 
sary for the set, and, if so, what 
voltage should be used and how shall 
it be applied?—W. F. C. ANSWER 
—Obviously, we cannot recommend 
specific apparatus; however, any 
standard dry cell tube should work 
satisfactorily. (2) For the 199 type 
of tube the recommended ‘‘B’’ volt- 
age is 67.5 volts for radio frequency, 
45 volts for the detector and 90 volts 
for the audio stages. (3) ‘‘B’’ volt- 
ages above 67.5 require a ‘‘C’’ bat- 
tery for best operation. For the 
values used see the circular packed 
in the tube cartons. Open the con- 
nection between the negative ‘‘A”’ 
terminal of the tube coupling coil 
and the negative ‘‘A’’ terminal of 
the tube socket and insert the ‘‘C’’ 
battery there, with the negative post 
of the ‘‘C”’ battery connected to the 
coil terminal. 

QUESTION—I have a five-tube set 
that has performed satisfactorily 
until recently. Now it will receive 
local stations well, but I am unable 
to get even such powerful stations 
as KDKA and WGY. My antenna is 
100 feet long and I use a power tube. 
Please advise whether I can employ 
a storage “‘A’’ battery without dam- 
age to the receiver if one cell of the 
battery went dead, so that the volt- 
meter on the panel of the set shows 
3.5. instead of the customary 5 volts, 
making it nécessary to turn the set 
rheostat completely on?—H. T. AN- 
SWER—The lack of voltage in the 
battery will not injure the set, but it 
is decidedly injurious to the battery 
to operate it in such condition. The 
battery should be overhauled and, if 
possible, put in first-class operating 
condition. As a result the set may 
be able to get the stations mentioned. 
Obviously, the receiver will not oper- 
ate at its best efficiency if the tubes 
are not getting the correct “‘A’’ volt- 
age. 

QUESTION—What American sta- 
tions broadcast entertainment pro- 
grams on short waves, and on what 
wave lengtk? (2) How long has 
WMAC been on the air with low 
wave transmission? I heard it last 
night for the first time. (3) Has any 
definite step been taken toward the 
interception of foreign broadcasts and 
their translation into higher wave 
lengths fc: the Ameria 
public?—G. T.

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Observer at acre ee Sees Need 
‘For Universal Language as Delegates of 
Seventy Nations Debate in Strange Tongues 


UTHOUGH he probably feels it 
means little to him, the average 
radio listener would very likely 

be tremendously interested if he 
could attend a plenary or general ses- 
sion of the International Radio-Tele- 
graph Conference now at work in 
Washington. 

Two things would surely be im- 
pressed upon him, first, that pro- 
gram broadcasting is only one of the 
many applications of radio, and sec- 
ond, that. not only our Country but 
the whole world is concerned with 
radio development. For he would 
see sitting in the national capital 
delegates from seventy sovereign na- 
tions, representatives of forty-one 
private communication companies, 
and approximately 150 technical ex- 
perts, bringing the number up to 
more than 400 persons who have 
gathered from the four corners of 
the earth for the sole and only pur- 
pose of discussing radio. 

Since they are not considering such 
things as the kind of entertainment 
to be broadcast, inasmuch as the 
Australian’s idea of music would.be 
found entirely different than the 
Japs, program broadcasting is not 
yet one of the big international prob- 
lems. What, then, are they consid- 
ering? 

For the most part, their delibera- 
tions have to do with the interna- 
tional. supervision of radio commu- 
nications between ships, ships and 
thore stations, and shore stations, by 
both radio telegraphy and radio- 
telephony. All services are included, 
commercial, press, governmental, 
amateur, beacon, mavigation and 
the most important of all, distress 
signals. 

Surely this conference would im- 
press the radio observer with the 
need for a universal language. It is 
the one thing which makes the gath- 
ering’s progress so slow. At the 1912 
conference in Paris, French was used 
exclusively, and in Washington it 
still remains the official language of 
the conference, but here the conces- 
sion has been made that English may 
also be used. English, however, is 
always translated into French. On 
the other hand, anything in French 
is only translated into English upon 
request. The records, however, and 
the convention itself, in its final 
draft, will be in the French language. 


Chinese Delegate’s Opinion. 

During the debate, a Chinese dele- 
gate said that after all it was a mat- 
ter of small concern to them whether 
French or English were adopted as 
\ the official language. ‘“For,’’ this 
delegate added in first-class English, 
“I wish to advise the. ¢onference

Only a few hands will 
go up, and the immediate assumption 
will be that the motion is lost,.but 
there the observing fan will. be 
fooled, for the French interpreter: is 
just getting on the job, and when he 
broadcasts the motion to the dele 
gates in French, about half the 
hands in the hall seem to go up, and 
the observer, to his surprise, finds 
that the motion has been carried. 


East. Indian Wears Turban. 

The general sessions are being held 
in the main convention hall of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, and the delegates assembled 
are picturesque; to say the least. It 
is hard to distinguish the nationali- 
ties by sight where there are no ra- 
cial differences, but it is.even more 
difficult to tell who they are by the 
language they are speaking.

Too high a “B”’ voltage 
for the radio frequency stages will 
make the set oscillate, and too low 
a “B” voltage for the radio fre- 
quency stages will produce distor- 
tion. ‘‘B’’ eliminators have made a 
deep inroad into the radio field be- 
cause they constantly deliver from 
an alternating current source the 
proper voltages to the tubes of the 
receiving set—when properly ad- 
justed for the load on the set. 

“B” eliminators cannot be properly 
adjusted by using ordinary volt- 
meters alone. The’ inherent char- 
acteristics of the “B’’ eliminator 
make it impossible to obtain an ac- 
curate reading of voltage with meters 
having a resistance of less than 750. 

The voltage supplied 
to the tubes is dependent upon the 
total current supplied by the ‘“‘B’’ 
eliminator. As the current is small, 
it is essential to use a voltmeter that 
draws only a small percentage of this 
current. To meet this need the 
Westinghouse Company has _ intro- 
duced a high-resistance voltmeter 
that requires only 1 milliampere to 


obtain full scale deflection of the 
pointer.

When you are talking about the 
best teams of the current. season, do 
not overlook Yale.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 22.—An 
agile-footed, light-fingered band of 
Indians .swarmed down from’ the 
New Hampshire hills and crushed the 
Crimson of Harvard in defeat this 
afternoon at Soldiers Field. 

While 55,000 followers on Dart- 
mouth’s unbeaten trail and Harvard’s 
hopes of better things, filled the 
grim gray stadium, the Green backs 
from Hanover piled up a score of 
30 to 6 as they ran wild around the 
ends and plowed through the line 
for long gains. 

Dartmouth’s. famous forward pass- 
ing attack wasn’t needed. The bare 
legs of Al Marsters and Myles Lane 
were enough to carry the Green to 
victory. These two sturdy backs 
slashed off tackle and dodged 
through broken fields like ghosts in 
green, and'the Harvard hands that

12;000 at. Baker Field See 
Lion Back Hurt in First Quar- 
ter—Madden, Kaplan Star. 


Columbia defeated Williams, 19-0, 
before a crowd of 12,000 at Baker 
Field yesterday afternoon, but the 
purple-jerseyed outfit from the Berk- 
shire Hills made Coach Charley 
Crowley’s team fight hard for, every 
inch gained. Starting with a con- 
centrated drive on the Williams line, 
the Blue and White scored a touch- 
down in each of the first two pe- 
riods to lead by 12-0 at half time.

Eludes Rutgers Guards. 


Hormel, dodging and squirming be- 
tween men twice his size, caught the 
fancy cf yesterday’s crowd by his 
three runs. The first was of 22 


yards, the second was of 50 
yerds and the third was of 35 
yards. Behind erfect interfer- 
ence, the five-foot four player made 
a show of the Rutgers giants. 

On two of these scores, Hormel, 
who is a back, took the ball on a 
rush. The third time he took a pass 
from Captain Jack Connor. Connor 
huried several other passes to Hor- 
mel and the latter slipped and dashed 
hither and yon with all the abandon 
of an aesthetic dancer. These blithe 
steps cost him a touchdown or two 
as he stepped outside the sidelines 
and the officials brought the ball 
back to the point where he had gone 
out of bounds. 

Aside from the performance of 
Hormel, the ORT yy | ew about 
the game was that the Violet reserves 
put up a much better game than the 
regulars. At the s of the game 
the line-up was studded with second 
and third string men, who ripped off 
four touchdowns in the first quar- 
ter.

In 
running to catch the ball and after 
he had it in his possession Gilbert 
was hardly more than a yard inside 
the west boundary of the ficld, and 
he scored standing up. Applying his 
toe to the leather from placement, he 
booted the ball squarely over the 
crossbar for the extr=-. point. 

Later, Gilbert, taking a pass from 
centre, started around Ohio’s right 
end, cut back through the tackle 
and sprinted 50 yards to the Ohio 10- 
yard line. The Buckeye line that 
wouldn’t yield prior to the complet- 
ing of the pass braced and hurled 
back two assaults. With the. ball 
squarely on a line with the middle of 
the goal posts, Oosterb2an instructed 
Gilbert to try a goal from place- 
ment, but Raskowski broke through, 
blocked and recovered the ball on 
Ohio’s 25-yard line. 

With the opening of the second 
half Gilbert could do nothing with 
the Buckeye’s right tackle. Then 
Oosterbaan, noised on the Ohio 38- 
yard line with the ball in his hand, 
threw straight as a dite to Gilbert 
on the 10-yard line. Gilbert, falling 
as he folded the ball in his arms, 
crawled over the goal line for the 
second touchdown and a moment 
later added the extra point from 
‘placement.

Lightweight Sphere.

A number of leading English and 
Scottish golfers have started the Gut- 
tie Ball Club with the object of: in- 
troducing a ball akin to that which 
went into the discard twenty-five 
years ago, when the Haskell, the 
first rubber-cored ball, jumped into 
favor. They held their first real test 
of it at Woking on Wednesday, and 
— result will be of special interest 

to those. who, like. Bobby Jones,.are 
of the opinion that the game would 
be improved if some limitation could 
be placed on the flight of the ball. 

Fifteen players armed with the gut- 
tie, including such giants at the 
game as Cyril Tolley, Robert Har- 
ris, E. F. Storey, Major C. O. Hez- 
let, James Braid, J. H. Taylor, Sandy 
Herd and Ted Ray, itted themselves 

inst fifteen well known amateurs, 
o relied on the more resilient rub- 
bencorell ball, 

But the guttie ball specially made 
for use on this occasion was not 
the gutta-percha article of the olden 
days. It was.solid, but was made 
of a composition of gutta-percha and 
rubber—in fact, the composition 
which covers the present rubber- 
cored ball. This new ball weighs 
between twenty-three and twenty- 
four dwts., as against about 
twenty-six and one-half dwts. 
of the old guttie, whereas the rub- 
ber-cored ball weighs about twenty- 
nine and one-half dwts. There- 
fore, the new solid ball is the light- 
est of them all—leaving out of ac- 
count, of course, the original feather 
ball, stuffed with feathers. 


Guttie Team Victorious. 


The result of fifteen single matches 
and seven foursomes on Wednesday 
was a win for the guttie team by 
12 points to 10. But this must not 
be accepted as proof that the guttie 
was superior in every way to the 
rubber-core, It meant, in fact, that 
the team using it.were the stronger 
team, especially in hitting power; 
but even the strongest of its mem- 
bers—such as Cyril Tolley, who has 
broken many long-driving records— 
found themselves outdistanced from 
the tee by weaker os 

At many holes, ere the rubber- 
core men were approaching with a 
mashie, the guttie men were striv- 
ing hard to reach’ the een with 
wooden clubs or strong irons. 
driving from the tee, it is estimated 
that the rubber-core had an advan- 
tage of 40 to 50 yards. Nevertheless, 
Cyril Tolley was able to hit . his 
guttie to such good purpose at one 

500-yard hole that he was on the 
green with two wooden club shots 
and a mashie niblick. 

The new ball was found to have 
considerably less resilience than the 
rubber-core. With most of the play- 
ers it rose in the air toward the end 
of the shot and dropped with very

NEW SURVEY:SHOWS 
SHIFT IN POPULATION 


Movement South, Southwest 
and to Pacific Coast Seen 
by Longacre Company. 


Several Interesting changes in pop- 
ulation are revealed by a survey 
made by the Longacre Engineering 
and Construction Company of the in- 
creases registered by leading cities 
from 1910 to 1920, and from the lat- 
ter year to 1926. 

“It seems evident,’’ said Robert 
Beck, President of the Longacre 
Company, ‘‘that there is a definite 
movement toward the South, the 

_ Southwest and to the Pacific Coast. 
The expansion in the population of 


Los Angeles has been far greater 
than that of any other city, and while 
the annexation of adjoining town- 
ships has been in some degree re- 
sponsible for the gains, they have 
been due mainly to the ingress of 
seekers after the widely advertised 
climatic advantages of this territory: 
In 1910 Los Angeles reported, 319,- 
198 residents. By 1920 there were 
* 257,475 more, and during the next 
six years the total jumped 723,327, in- 
creasing the population to 1,300,000. 


Recent Gains Above Average. 


“It is notable that out of a group 
of sixty-one representative cities the 
average yearly gains in population 
since 1920 have been generally 


well ahead of ‘the averages for the 
1910-20 decade. Of course we are 
now experiencing the effects of pro- 
—— increases in population of 
he nation as a whole, although it is 
concentrating to some extent in fa- 
vored territory. 

“San Francisco’s population in- 
creased 89,764 in the 1910-20 period 
and 60,324 in the six years follow- 
ing. ore corresponding figures 
were 516, and 346,295, the yearly 
averages indicating that the city is 
holding its own. Detroit, which has 
been growing since 1910, ned 527,- 
912 and 296, respectively, and St. 
Louis 85,868 and 57,103 in the ten 
and six year periods. 

*‘New York’s increase of 863,165 
between 1910 and 1920 and 303,952 
during the next rix years shows that 
the metropolis is not now adding 
to its popuesion each year as rapid- 
ly as it formerly did.

KEEN COMPETITION 


Investing Interests Compete as 
a Result of Fewer Build- 
ing. Plans. 


Stating that an outstanding feature 
of the present mortgage market is 
conservatism on the part of second 
mortgage investors, C. M. Wollner 
explains that the situation is due to 
the following conditions: 

“Fewer plans filed mean fewer 
mortgages and more. competition 
among investors,’’ he says, ‘‘but, as 
the slack between the first and sec- 
ond mortgage liens is usually taken 
up by the senior lien interests, second 
mortgage lenders are constrained to 
observe closer the 80 per cent. loan 
limit. The freedom of first mortgage 
money and the timidity of second 
mortgage investors make for cheap- 
er money, but are curiously inimical 
to the interests of the speculative 
builder and operator. 

“The profit of the speculator con- 
sists in the increment in the value 
of the land through improving it 
with a building. This profit is limit- 
ed only by the degree of utility to 
which the site could be improved 


and exceeds, of course, the cost of 
financing. 

‘“‘When a lull comes in building in 
response to a dull renting market, 
the pressure of carrying charges 
causes builders and landlords’ to 
lower their rents, and, coincidently, 
the value of their property. This re- 
acts upon the speculator who has 
been depending upon a certain sum 
to be raised by a second mortgage. 

“Obviously, the rate that the spec- 
ulative builder is willing to pay for 
his money is exceeded rg hy, She 
profit he can make with it. ow- 
ever, when his prospective profit is 
contingent upon his obtaining a cer- 
tain sum of money, he cannot say 
to the second mortgagee that he 
must have a specified sum and ex- 
pect to get the loan.’’

Building Activity on Eighth Avenue ‘NATIONAL AMD FOR 


Adds to the Traffic Problem There 





New Constraction in the Seventh and Eighth duane Garment and 


Textile Loft Areas South of Forty-second Street Is Taxing 
Traffic Facilitie—Garment Area Expands. 


Whether traffic facilities in the 
Seventh and Highth Avenue garment 
and textile loft areas south of Forty- 
second Street will be materially im- 
proved with the completion of the 
Eighth Avenue subway building 
seems problematical in view of the 
fact that the Police Department al- 
ready considers that manufacturing 
centre in the upper Thirties one of 
the heaviest traffic congestion locali- 
ties on Manhattan Island. With the 
completion of the subway work many 
of the difficulties and delays both to 

edestrian and vehicular traffic will 

e obviated, as the full width of 
Eighth Avenue will be available for 
use. 

When, however, one considers the 
enormous amount of new. construc- 
tion on and adjacent to the thor- 
oughfare within the last two years, 
combined with the fact that no ap- 

reciable curtailment is in sight, ev- 
dences of material traffic relief ap- 
pear slight. Under the present 
chaotic conditions on the avenue it 
is reasonable to suppose that not 
much more traffic than is geomigeaen & 
necessary uses that artery, but wi 
its restoration to normal use vehicu- 
lar traffic will witness a large in- 
crease. 

Eighth Avenue is one of the logical 
main north and south thoroughfares 
of the city. With its recent trans- 
formation as a busy rment area 
in the Thirties and indications of its 
improvement as a popular hotel and 
amusement section north of Forty- 
second Street, it is not difficult to 

redict that probably within less 

an half a dozen years the entire 
avenue from the Pennsylvania zone 
to Columbus Circle will be completely 
made over. The physical appearance 
of the blocks regen ee, A above 
Thirty-fourth Street is to differ- 
ent from three years ago and the old 
tenement and small store landmarks 
are rapidl a nape , similar to 
the transformation of Seventh Ave- 
nue within a very short time. 

During the past Summer the old 
structures on the southwest corner 
of Eighth Avenue and Thirty-fifta 
Street have been torn down for a 
big building operation. The plot is 
a large one, taking in more than half 
of the svenue srcerege extending to 
the banking house of the Manufac- 
turers’ Trust Company on the Thirty- 
fourth Street corner. Alterations are 
now in progress on some of the 
ancient ctures on the northeast 
corner of the avenue and rty 
fourth Street. 

The tall building of the Ludwig

Dr. Klein of Commerce ‘Depart- 
ment Tells of Progress Dur- 
ing. Present Year. 


Dr. Julius Klein, Director of the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, in his address last week 
before the Associated Business Paper 
Editors at Chicago called attention 
to the activity during the present 
year of the new Division of Building 


and Housing in the Department of 
Commerce. 

“This division,’’ said Dr. Klein, 
‘thas cooperated with the industry in 
programs to distribute building ac- 
tivity more evenly throughout the 
year and eliminate waste, by such 
means as formulating uniform mod- 
ern building code requirements; sim- 
pasbbagbet-4 mensional varieties of 
more than forty different building 
materials; better construction sta- 
tistics; city- planning and zoning 
measures-that help to stabilize prop- 
erty values and put a premium on 
sound construction; improved stand- 
ard contract forms, and encourage- 
ment of home ownership. 

“A sustained high rate of construc- 
tion activity has featured the past 
five years, with annual programs 
amounting to six and seven billion 
dollars, of which more than three 
billion is residential. A stable, effi- 
cient construction industry is funda- 
mental to other business, for lum- 
ber, iron and steel products, brick, 
cement and other building materials 
are produced in every section of the 
country. An upward or downward 
Swing carries other lines with it.’’ 

Dr. Kiein also mentioned the suc- 
cess which has attended the work 
of the department toward waste elim- 
ination. 

“The simplified practice unit,’”’ he 
said, ‘‘is engaged in interesting firms 
in the merits of he og | out the 
least necessary varieties, dimensions 
and grades.

“These activities present another 
object lesson of the results of road 
improvement, a result certainly far 
beyond the prophetic advice given 
by Andrew Carnegie some years be- 
fore his death, when he said that 
many fortunes were yet to be made 
in realty investments in outskirts of 
American cities. At that he reck- 
oned without knowledge of the part 
the road and the motor car were 
destined to play in the growth of 
realty values in functioning as they 
undoubtedly do as distributers of 
home-owning opportunities.’’ 

The bulletin. calls attention to the 
fact that the total mileage of all 
roads in the United States is ap- 
proximately 3,000,000, and that for 
some years to come not more than 
about 300,000, or one-tenth, of this 
mileage will require heavy types of 
construction. 

“The need for the extension of 
heavy trucking roads will, of course, 
develop as intercity traffic grows, 
but what of the remaining two mil- 
lion. or more miles? Must they wait 
until the placing of the last stretch 
of pavement on main traffic routes 
before serious and well-planned pro- 
grams are directed to the secondary 
or feeder road betterments? 

“Such a policy would bé far more 
wasteful in the form of restricted 
transportation and repressed ground 
values than would be gained by con- 
centration upon main routes to the 
neglect of feeder roads. The wiser 
course may be summed up in the 
application of good drainage as a 
practical and inexpensive means of 
attaining a vastly greater mileage 
of serviceable roads with an atten- 
dant gain in realty values far beyond 
the cost. of roads so improved.’”’ 


Street Paving Aids Values. 
In a-survéy of conditions in the 
residential districts surrounding Ja- 
maica such as Hollis, Bellaire and 
St. Albans, John T. McKenzie Jr. of 
the Equity Homes Company states 
that many improvements, such as 
concrete streets and sewers, built ac- 
cording. to city. specifications, are 
now being installed and paid for by 
the builders, In former years many 
builders left the streets in their nat- 
ural state, to the discomfiture of 
home buyers.
